Georgian stormed to two victories in the seventh round of the World Championship 

Superbike Series in Sugo, Japan, on August 28. 

Russell was forced to work hard in both races. In the first of the two legs, Russell 
held off the advances of Ducati-mounted Fabrizio Pirovano and pole sitter Yasotumu 
Nagai on the factory Yamaha YZF750 as Brit Carl Fogarty struggled to finish fourth 
with sticking throttles on his factory Ducati. Yamaha's Wataru Yoshikawa was fifth, 
with Castrol Honda's Aaron Slight sixth, Honda's Takuma Aoki seventh, Australian 
Honda rider Anthony Gobert eighth, Ducati-mounted Andreas Meklau ninth and Cas- 
trol Honda's Doug Polen 10th. 

In the second race, Fogarty nailed down the holeshot and Nagai almost ran Russell 
off in turn two as the pair tangled. Somehow both managed to not crash and Russell 
soon disposed of Fogarty to take the lead. In the closing stages of the race, Nagai gave 
the partisan crowd something to cheer about as he moved past Russell to take the lead. 
It was short-lived, however, as Nagai ran off the track. Russell took the win over Foga- 
rty, with Kawasaki's Keiichi Kitigawa, Yoshikawa, Nagai, Gobert, Slight, Aoki, Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Terry Rymer and Ducati-mounted Jamie Whitham rounding out the top 10. 

"That's just what we needed," Russell said after the double win. "We're back and 
hunting. That second race was one of the hardest of my life. When I saw spots of rain 
on my visor, I thought that the race might be stopped - all I could think of was making 
sure I was in front at half-distance. Now we're back on course and looking forward to 
the next race in Assen (Holland).” 

Russell's double victory moves him to within six points of championship leader 
Aaron Slight, 192-186. Fogarty is third with 176 with Polen's 124 and Meklau's 110 
points filling the top five in the World Championship point standings.

Edwards set to 
sign with 
Yamaha 


ot on the heels of winning three-straight AMA 
H U.S. Superbike Nationals, 20-year-old Colin 

Edwards II (right) will sign a lucrative two- 
year contract with Yamaha Motor Corp. U.S.A. 
sometime this week, according to his father Colin 
Edwards. 

Edwards, who has won the last three Nationals at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course, 
Brainerd International Raceway and Sears Point Raceway, has come to terms with 
Yamaha and is only awaiting the formalities of signing the new deal. 

“It’s on a handshake right now," Edwards Sr. said on Thursday, August 25 from his 
home in Conroe, Texas. "We attended a meeting with Yamaha in Los Angles on Mon- 
day and they've accepted everything just the way we drew it up. The meeting took 
about six hours and we went through each item on the contract. I tell you one thing, it's 
going to be tough to beat Colin next year. He knows the package is there with the team 
and the bike, and he's really happy and ready to go. It's awesome. We're on cloud nine 
right now, with winning at Sears and getting this contract done." 

Although terms of the contract were not released, it is expected that the new deal 
will make Edwards the highest earning superbike rider in the AMA series beginning in 
1995. 

“Colin has been really frugal with his money," Edwards Sr. said. “Apart from his 
watercraft and a set of golf clubs, he hasn't purchased anything. He still drives a '87 
pickup truck with 140,000 miles on it. I told him we'd go out and get him his first toy 
next week - an (Acura) NSX." 

Edwards won the AMA 250cc Grand Prix National Championship in his rookie sea- 
son in 1992, and he finished sixth in his first superbike season in 1993. He currently lies 
sixth in the 1994 U.S. Superbike National Championship on his Vance & Hines Yama- 
ha, but a win in the final round of the series at Road Atlanta on September 26 would 
make him the winningest rider in the series with four victories.

AMA seeks to reconcile 
with SX promoters — 


Fo an August 26-27 meeting of the AMA Board of Trustees, the AMA 








announced its intention to seek further negotiations with supercross promoting 
organizations which recently announced the formation of a new sanctioning enti- 
ty separate from the AMA, called AIR (American/International Racing). 

"Some misleading information has surfaced indicating that the AMA broke off 
negotiations with the promoters for AMA sanction of the 1995 Supercross Series," said 
Tom Mueller, the AMA's vice president of sports marketing. "The AMA never broke 
off those talks, and in fact had recently contacted one of the promoting groups offering 
the same sanction terms as 1994. It's clear that the best interest of the spectators, riders 
and teams are served by a unified supercross circuit, not two separate programs. Sever- 
al parties in the industry have requested that we resume negotiations, and of course we 
agree that a single series would be better for all concerned. We feel that the AMA and 
the promoters should come back to the negotiating table in an attempt to resolve our 
differences." 

Bill West, the president of World Sports Promotions and one of three supercross 
promoters, said the promoter group would be willing to sit down with the AMA to dis- 
cuss the organizations involvement in the 1995 series, though his story of the original 
problem differs from Mueller's version. 

“We had basically been forced out," West said on Monday, August 29. "And I can 
substantiate that with documents. I don't think they (the AMA Board of Trustees) were 
kept informed and we were only allowed to deal with Tom (Mueller). We were forced 
to replace them as a sanctioning body. Now that doesn't mean that we're opposed to 
sitting down and talking further. I'm a charter life member of the AMA and I realize 
the tremendous value that the AMA has. We are still receptive. I would love to see an 
AMA logo on what we do, but it (the arrangement) would have to be a lot different 
than what it has been in the past." 

Mueller added that the AMA will announce its 1995 schedule of events in early 
October, pending the outcome of renewed supercross negotiations.

AMA sets up racing 
subsidiary 


he AMA Board of Trustees has announced PE for the association to move for- 
Т: with the implementation of a subsidiary corporation intended to further 

develop professional motorcycle racing events and series. The for-profit corpora- 
tion, which will be solely owned by the AMA, will begin operations by January of 1995 
and will be licensed to manage all professional racing properties administered by the 
AMA Sports Marketing Department. 

The new corporation was named Paradama during its developmental stages. The 
name is based on the root word “paradigm,” which suggests a model, benchmark or 
visionary entity for the AMA, according to the AMA. 

Essentially, the formation of Paradama would allow the AMA to venture into a 
facility and promote its own events. 

“Paradama will never be seen in the field," Tom Mueller, the АМА vice president 
of sports marketing said. "It's an agency and the public will never see it. The banners at 
the races will still be AMA banners. We would like to look at venturing into events, but 
our ultimate goal is not to take over all our events. This is a slow startup - it's not some 
big takeover plan. The events we have now are all doing fine.” 

"Developing professional motorcycle racing through Paradama is based on a totally 
new way for the AMA to look at its professional racing properties," AMA President Ed 
Youngblood said. "Sports Marketing activity will no longer be treated simply as a 
department within the AMA. The new corporation's management will be mandated to 
focus on a single task, and that will be to achieve a new level of professionalism. 
Through that process, we intend to nurture the much higher level of commercial sup- 
port and media attention that we believe motorcycle racing deserves. We want to 
achieve greater profitability for all our constituents, including riders, teams and pro- 
moters." 

The Paradama concept has been under development by the AMA Board of Trustees 
since August of 1993, according to the AMA. There were two key purposes behind the 
establishment of the AMA subsidiary: to take advantage of promotional opportunities 
that can strengthen the AMA's championship series that have not been possible under 
the AMA’s non-profit status; and to assemble a board of directors consisting of special- 
ists in media, entertainment, promotion and sports marketing. 

Under the new structure, all sports marketing and professional racing activity of the 
AMA will be governed by a new board which will operate independently from the 
AMA’s Board of Trustees. 

"The other positive side of this equation is that the AMA Board of Trustees will be 
free to focus its attention on the needs of a growing member-service division that faces 
greater challenges as it seeks to pursue, promote and protect the interests of all Ameri- 
can motorcyclists," Youngblood said.

Paul Cooper, a British rider contesting 
the 250cc World Championship MX 
Series, was found to be not in accor- 
dance with Article 63.01 of the FIM 
Motocross Technical Rules for illegal 
fuel at the June 12 round in Lommel, 
Belgium. Tests found Cooper's fuel to 
contain too much lead, and his 12th- 
place result in the first moto was thrown 
out, though an appeal is still possible.

6 AN s this race is so cool!" 
shouted John Dowd in the 
winner's circle. The ecstatic 

Dowd won both 250cc motos aboard a 


. Brian Berry-tuned factory bike on loan 


from Team Yamaha, and took a step closer 
to sewing up vice-champion honors in the 
series. “This is like a hometown race for 
me," continued Dowd, a New England 
native. "To come here and win in front of 
all my old friends and fans is really a great 
feeling. I really wasn't expecting this." 

Earlier in the day, fellow New Englan- 
der Doug Henry, riding for the Honda/1- 
800-COLLECT factory team, made a move 
of his own by winning the 125cc class and 
closing in on his second-straight crown. 

"I wanted to come here and concentrate 
on my own race and not the points or any- 
thing else," said Henry. "The track is great 
and the fans are great, and I'm just glad 
everything worked out the way it did." 

Dowd and Henry were the popular 
winners of what could only be described as 
a brilliant day of racing on the spectacular 
Broome-Tioga track. Numerous close bat- 
tles, several spectacular jumps and a few 
startling crashes made for an exciting and 
action-packed day of racing for the 8000- 
plus enthusiastic fans who witnessed the 
16th annual event. 

Dowd won the first 250сс moto outright 
from Team Suzuki's Brian Swink and pre- 
viously crowned “94 250cc National Cham- 
pion Mike LaRocco. In the second moto 
Dowd emerged from a spectacular five- 
bike freight train to beat Team Noleen/Siz- 
Zler/Yamaha's Larry Ward and outgoing 
motocross legend Jeff Stanton, who 
crashed into the woods on the first lap of 
the first moto and could not extract his 
motorcycle from the trees. Dowd's consis- 
tency was not matched by anyone else in 
the field. Ward's 6-2 was good for second 
overall, and Suzuki's Jimmy Button was 
third via a 4-4 score.

that John Dowd and I are privateers, and 
we appreciate the fact that they were 
cheering for us out there and appreciate 
the hard work we do," said Ward after a 
career-high 250cc outdoor finish. "That 
was a great race for everyone because we 
got to see Supercross Champions, National 
Champions - everyone up there dicing. But 
John Dowd had the race of his life and 
nobody could beat him." 

LaRocco's day was filled with bad 
starts and bad crashes. In the first moto he 
worked his way up to third after exiting 
the 180-degree first turn almost dead last. 
He was in contention for the second-moto 
win, along with Team Honda's Jeremy 
McGrath, until two separate crashes on 
tricky jump sections knocked him out of 
contention. 

"I kept going for it, but unfortunately it 
didn't pay off,” said LaRocco, who ended 
up fifth overall. “The track was tricky and I 
just made some mistakes." 

While Dowd had every reason to be 
excited about winning for his local fans, 
Henry has become the master of taking 
advantage of his home tracks. The champ 
also won the Southwick, Massachusetts, 
round of the series earlier this season and, 
while on his way to the “93 national title, 
won both Binghamton and Southwick last 

ear. 

"I love to come back and race in this 
area because I grew up on these tracks," 
said Connecticut's Henry. "Even though I 
didn't win both motos, it feels great to 
have pulled so many points. Now we go to 
Steel City with an even bigger lead." 

Henry has been in a late-season battle 
with teammate Steve Lamson for the 
championship, but Lamson's slim title 
hopes got slimmer when he struggled to 
sixth overall via 11-3 scores. In fact, Lam- 
son is no longer the closest competitor to 
Henry in the rankings. That role now 
belongs to Hughes, third overall on the 
day with a 2-5 score, but still 36 points 
behind Henry with one race to go. Lamson 
is another seven points back. 

"I got a bad start in the first moto and 














then I landed on my ankle and messed it 
up," said Lamson. “I rode better in the sec- 
ond moto but that first moto hurt me bad." 
The Binghamton track was its usual 
rough self, but with more stadium obstacles 
thrown into the rocky mix than in the past. 
Cool, cloudy weather existed all day long 
but a massive thunderstorm rolled into the 
area just moments after the final 250cc 
moto, causing promoter Jack Skutnik to 
joke, "That's just the way we planned it."

Dowd blasted into the first-moto lead 
ahead of Honda Of Troy's Todd DeHoop, 
Noleen/Sizzler /Yamaha's Larry Brooks 
and Stanton. McGrath was no better than 
10th; LaRocco did not fall in the first turn, 
but nevertheless was at the very back of 
the pack at the end of the first lap. 

DeHoop blasted right into the lead 
when he practically jumped over Dowd's 
head on the downhill double. Stanton 
quickly pushed Dowd out of his way, only 
to get repassed two turns later by the 
crafty privateer. Stanton again went to 
make a move on Dowd, but ended up in 
the woods instead. 

“I guess that was a bad time to pick to 
go into the woods to take a dump," joked 
Stanton, who went from second to last 
while trying to free his bike from the 
woods. “I just hit a bump that lifted the 
bike up and pitched me into the woods. I 
was down in a hole with trees all around 
and I couldn't get the bike out. It was kind 
of embarrassing." 

Swink moved up into third and tried to 
make a pass on Dowd, but instead stalled 
in a corner. Teammate Button ran into the 
back of him and both were passed by 
Ward. 

“I was trying to pass Dowd when I 
stalled," said Swink, who would go on to 
put in his best effort since the season-open- 
er in Florida last March. "I landed on the 
inside of Dowd trying to pass him, and 
stalled. I think Button bumped into me at 
that point and fell over." 

Dowd eventually moved around 
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DeHoop, soon to be followed by Swink. 
The Suzuki rider pressed Dowd briefly as 
the two opened some breathing room on 
third-placed Button and Honda Of Troy's 
Mike Craig. Both Button and Craig would 
soon be displaced by LaRocco, who spent 
the entire moto trying to overcome that 
bad start. His stadium skills gave him a 
distinct advantage in the jump sections - he 
made overhead passes on both Button and 
Yamaha rider Doug Dubach while negoti- 
ating the Dunlop Doubles. LaRocco finally 
took the checkered flag third. 

“I kind of had to take some chances,” 
said LaRocco. “I had an okay start and 
then I fell down on the first lap and made 
myself work hard. I did what I could. I 
tend to let it hang out a little more than the 
other guys." 

Dowd’s fast and fluid pace enabled him 
to move away from Swink and earn his 
second moto win of the season, even 
though he wasn't jumping any of the risky 
obstacles. 

“I was watching those guys behind me 
jumping that stuff, but it just looked a little 
Sketchy to me," said Dowd, who finished 
eighth overall here last year in the 125cc 
class. “I thought, ‘Screw it, I’m going to 
play it safe.’ I saw Brian (Swink) getting 
scary on it, and DeHoop looked a little 
hairy when he jumped that stuff, too. Once 
I got the lead I was keeping an eye on 
Brian, and I knew I didn't have to risk 
jumping stuff because I was doing fine 
without doing them." 

“1 kept my eye on Craig and Button, 
and wasn't too worried until I saw LaRoc- 
co get them," said Swink of his late-race 
acceleration. "When I saw Mike get by 
them I figured it was time to speed up a 
little, but John was already too far ahead." 

^Well, basically, I pretty much sucked," 
said the always-honest McGrath, who 
could only muster seventh. "I couldn't find 
a line once. I just sucked. I was sliding, I 
was hitting every bump on the track, every 
rock. I don't know - it was just one of those 
motos where I couldn't do anything right." 

After spending a few adrenaline-build- 
ing moments push-starting his stubborn 
bike, Dowd grabbed himself the second- 
moto holeshot. "This factory bike has been 
getting me the starts," said Dowd. "I don't 
know if it’s the bike or the Dunlop tire that 
hooks up so well, but it sure makes my life 
easier.” 

But an invigorated McGrath also 
hooked up well. He took the lead from 
Dowd and held the point in what turned 
out to be a fantastic five-man fight for the 
lead. Dowd, Stanton, Ward and LaRocco 
were the others included in the fight, but 
Swink suffered a bad start. 

While the leaders were setting up to do 
battle, a terrible crash in front of the 
announcer’s tower ended the day for 
Honda Of Troy teammates DeHoop and 
Craig. DeHoop drifted over on to Craig as 
they landed from the tunnel jump, and he 
came down with such force that he sheered 
Craig’s handlebar off at the right triple 
clamp. Both riders required medical atten- 
tion, but neither appeared to be seriously 
injured. 

The banging up front resulted in tempo- 
rary leads by both McGrath and Stanton, 
but near the halfway point McGrath ruined 
his chances - and very nearly himself - 
when he misfired on the Dunlop Doubles. 
“I got some wheelspin coming out the cor- 
ner and it just kept spinning right up the 
face of the first one,” said McGrath, who 
then did a flat-wheel landing into the face 
of the second big jump. “Man, I smashed 
my nuts so hard I couldn't breathe! I 
banged my head off the crossbar pad and 
just rode around dazed for a couple of laps. 
Үой can't believe how bad that hurt!" 

LaRocco was next to depart the race for 
the moto win. He lost control of his 
Kawasaki in a whoop section and crashed 











out of third place. He was back up and 
running in no time, but the Dunlop Dou- 
bles would again come into play. "I lit it 
up, but I spun and I just didn't have any 
drive," said LaRocco, who earned praise 
from the fans for going all-out despite hav- 
ing clinched the crown. 

The crowd seemed split between Dowd 
and Stanton as the two battled into the sec- 
ond half of the moto. Dowd made two 
passes on Stanton for the lead, only to be 
repassed by the six-time champion. He 
finally made a pass stick with 10 minutes 
to go, only to see Ward follow him past 
Stanton and start yet another battle for the 
win. But Dowd held his ground and kept 
the energetic Ward at bay all the way 
across the finish line. 

“I came here just hoping to be in the top 
five," said a surprised Dowd, "somewhere 
near Jeremy, so.I can beat him in points. I 
was in the middle of that second-moto bat- 
tle and I had a few run-ins with Jeff, but 
not as much as Jeremy did. There was all 
kinds of commotion going on. It was kind 
of crazy for awhile." 

^When Jeremy and Jeff were bashing 
together in front of me I thought, ‘Wow, I 
hope these two guys fall or something," 
said Ward. "They had nothing to gain, 
really. I think they just wore themselves 
down or something. I stayed smooth and 
consistent and just tried to go after Dowd. I 
did the best I could, but he's riding that 
bike really well. I wish I had the chance to 
ride that bike." 

“I'm really happy with my ride, 
because this is my first time ever on the 
podium in an outdoor national," said But- 
ton, who was a quiet fourth place in both 
motos. "I fell down in the first corner and 
that messed things up because I might 
have been able to get second overall. But 
third is good for today - real good." 

"That was more of a demolition derby 
than a motocross," said Stanton. "There 
was some aggressive riding out there and 
John's really hungry right now. He 
reminds me of myself just a few years ago. 
I'm just stepping out of the way now." 

The top three finishers received hand- 
carved wooden trophies resembling gog- 


gles.

When the pack hit the first turn, Team 
Yamaha's Jeff Emig hit the ground hard. 
Henry took the lead from Team Split- 
Fire/Hot Wheels/Kawasaki's James Dobb, 
Honda Of Troy's Davey Yezek and Hugh- 
es. Among the pre-race favorites who suf- 
fered poor starts were Reynard, Lamson 
and Huffman. 

Henry immediately built a small lead 
on his Pete Steinbrecher-tuned Honda. He 
was the only one to consistently clear three 
extremely difficult jump combos, including 
the Dunlop Double tabletops, a downhill 
double and a downhill triple. His lead was 
soon wiped out by such dangerous living, 
when he came up short on the long down- 
hill double and crashed in front of the 
grandstands. 

"That was a bad one," said Henry. "T 
just got a little sideways coming out of the 
rut down towards it, and I guess I really 
didn't commit to jumping it. If I had, I 
might have gone sideways off the jump. I 
kind of backed off a little, came up short 
and bounced right off over the handle- 
bars." 

Hughes picked up the lead while 
Henry quickly remounted. Within a few 
laps he was back in the lead, only to fall 
again in a slow left-hand corner. Hughes 
went back into the lead, but was passed 
again by the determined Honda rider. The 
two stayed a few comfortable bike lengths 


apart until the last two laps, when Hughes . 


made a bid for the win. He pressured hard, 
but to no avail. 
^He crashed twice and I should have

beat him," said Hughes. "I was trying to 
ride my own race and he was just going 
faster than me. I tried to stay consistent 
every lap, and I tried to make some moves 
on him but the lappers worked against 
me." 

Dobb was a steady third throughout the 
entire moto, while Team Kawasaki's Rey- 
nard rose through the pack to fourth. Huff- 
man and Emig found one another earlier in 
mid-pack, and rose through the ranks 
together. The two passed Yezek with just 
one lap to go, and battled all the way to the 
flag with Huffman holding the last advan- 
tage. Ё 
“It's about time I got a good start, but 
even after that I just didn’t feel comfort- 
able,” said Dobb. “I was making mistakes 
and couldn't really get into gear.” 

After correcting a brief problem with 
his motorcycle on the starting line, Henry 
again blasted into the holeshot from the far 
inside starting gate and immediately start- 
ed to pull away from the field. However, 
Huffman, Lamson and Reynard got better 
starts than before, and followed Henry on 
his breakaway. Back at mid-pack were 
Emig, Hughes and Dobb. 

Huffman, Henry and Honda privateers 
Tony Graves and Mike Brown led the 
charge to start the second moto. Reynard 
was fifth and Lamson seventh on the first 
lap, but the two soon joined Huffman and 
Henry up front for a multi-rider battle. 
Hughes was back in 15th, Emig 20th and 
Dobb even further back. 

“I just sucked all day,” said a frustrated 








Emig. "I was getting bad starts, missing 
doubles - everything. Oh well, when it 
rains it pours." 

Henry charged early, jumping the 
downhill double that nearly destroyed him 
in the first moto and passing Huffman for 
the lead. After five laps Huffman appeared 
ready to try a return pass on Henry, but 
instead Reynard made a pass on Huffman. 
The battle back and forth continued until 
the halfway mark, when Huffman stuffed 
Henry at the bottom of a rough off-camber 
corner, and immediately started pulling 





























away. Lamson went past Reynard and 


started an assault on Henry that lasted the ' 
rest of the race, but the defensive Henry 
never budged from his runner-up position, 
and earned his third overall win of the 
series. 

“Lami came up on me and I just tried to 
hold him off the best I could," said Henry. 
“I was a little tired, but I felt that I could 
hold him off and I did. Now we've got one 
(race) to go." 

“I was doing everything I could to get 
by Doug, but nothing worked," said Lam- 
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son. “Maybe our luck will change a little 
bit next week and things will be different." 

"I've always felt that I have the speed, 
but the starts haven't been there for me," 
said Huffman. “This time I nailed the start 
and rode my usual race. Henry got by me, 
so I stuck behind him for a while. I made a 
move, kept my pass and just finished the 
race. When I'm riding smooth like that, I 
really don't get tired. I just stick to my lines 
and concentrate. The ruts were deeper that 
time out, and I usually don't do so well on 
ruts because of my long legs. It just didn't 
seem to bother me today." 

When asked if he was happy with the 
way his day turned out, Reynard said, 
“No, not at all. My wrist is sore and I just 
didn't have a whole lot of energy in either 
moto. I was fast at the beginning, but then 
just dead after that. I don't know what was 
wrong." ex

28 
aybe because he had to, 
Harley-Davidson's Scott 
Parker dominated the inau- 
gural Hoosier Half Mile. 
The Harley-Davidson 
Inc./Bell/Yeti/HOG/D's/RC Cola- 
sponsored Parker had fallen once again 
to his Halrey-Davidson teammate and 
AMA Grand National Championship 
Series points leader Chris Carr at the 
Indy Mile, the first event of the week- 
end's Indiana Grand National double- 
header. But Parker led every lap of the 
25-lap National on the limestone half- 
mile at the Elkhart County 4-H Fair- 
grounds and gained ground on Carr, 
who finished third, in the process. Rod- 
ney Farris finished a distant second. 
Rounding out the top five were Steve 
Morehead and hometown hero Kevin 
Atherton. 

"Everything worked great right from 
the git-go," Parker said. "We got great 
holeshots all day, then all I had to do was 
hang on. It was really a hard track to race 
on. Turns one and four were good, but 
turns two and three and the back straight 
were really deep and rutted. 

Though Parker was pleased with his 
win, the former four-time AMA Grand 
National Champion recognized that the 
track problems and subsequent lack of 
passing may not have given the fans all 
they'd hoped for. с 

"It's too bad we couldn't put on as 
good a show for the fans," Parker said. 
"If we come back here again, hopefully 
they'll be able to do something about 
that."

Farris on the other hand was just glad 
to be back on the box again. 

"Early in the year things were going 
real good and I was running right with 
these guys," Farris said. "Then we had 
some problems a few times. Here, every- 
one was talking about running up on the 
cushion. I said I'm going to the bottom 
and hope they make some mistakes. 
They did, and here I am. That back 
straight was really tough. I did a lot of 
dancing on my gas tank back there." 

Early on it appeared Carr might have 
a shot at catching Parker, as he worked 
his way around Geo Roeder. But Roeder, 
who was using the high line, dove under 
Carr entering turn three. That's where 
the trouble began. 

"T'tried to get down on the groove but 
couldn't get it to stick,” Roeder said. “It 
messed up both me and Carr. I probably 
stayed up top too long trying to catch 
Parker, but hindsight is 20/20," said 
Roeder of the incident that gave Farris 
the room he needed to capture second. 

“He stuck a wheel in where there 
wasn't room, and I backed out," Carr 
said. "I had to give him room. He's a lot 
bigger than me. I don't think that had 
anything to do with who won the race. 
Scott Parker was going to win today, but 
it wasn't a very safe thing to try." 

With Parker's victory and Carr's 
third-place finish, the points race once 
again tightened up, as Parker gained 
seven points on his factory teammate. 

"It's late enough in the year," Parker 
said. "We can admit we are counting 
points. I’m within four now heading to 
Springfield."

Greg Sims kept his 
Marine Transport Harley in second as 
the field freight trained by, but Terry 
Poovey brought his Gilco Harley home 
third. 

"That was really a pretty reasonable 
start for me," Evans said. “I’m not much 
of a starter. There's only one place for 
me to ride and that's up top." 

Kris Kiser led the second semi into 
turn one, but it was James Hart out front 
at the end of lap one. Hart kept his F&S 
H-D/KK-sponsored mount out front 
until Roeder blasted by in turn three on 
his Mike's H-D/Roeder H-D Harley. 

“I wasn't making much time on the 
top," Roeder said. "When I switched to 
the groove I really made up ground on 
James. You can run on top for a few 
laps, but it goes away fast." Kiser held 
down third until just past the halfway 
point, when he left just enough room for 
the Mockbee-sponsored Jeff Eklund to 
slip a wheel inside going into one.

Parker got the holeshot he wanted `

“I planned to ride about five laps up 
top then come down," Roeder said. "But 
I was gaining on Parker and thought if I 
could just get by him then (I would) 
come down." 

After Roeder and Carr had their 
problems the race for first was as good 
as over. Carr set about methodically 
working his way back up from fifth to 
third. Morehead passed Coolbeth for 
sixth, then hooked up with Atherton to 
take fourth and fifth place past a fading 
Roeder. 

“You just couldn't really race on this 
track," Morehead said. "The back 
straight and turns two and three needed 
to have a grader used on them. If you 
used the high line coming out of two it 
put you in the real deep stuff on the back 
chute. If you pinched it off and came out 
low, you lost all your momentum. Basi- 
cally, you had to wait for someone to 
make a mistake or you could pressure a 
mistake. I think a little grader work and 
we could have a great race here for the 
fans." 

The storybook ending that Atherton 
was looking for never materialized. 
After setting fast times for each race, 
Atherton was on the pole for the Nation- 
al, but changing track conditions 
doomed him. 

“We were set up to ride the cushion,” 
Atherton said. "And that was the fast 
line all day, until the National. We were 
just off a little. It was still fun. There was 
a good crowd and I think they got a 
good show." 

Coolbeth put in another solid ride for 
seventh over Evans, and Springsteen 
slipped around Landes on the last lap 
for ninth. Georgie Price had been as high 
as seventh, but slipped down the ladder

Ge kicked off an unscheduled 

doubleheader weekend as he 
swept around factory Harley-Davidson 
teammate Scott Parker out of the last turn 
and led a three-rider pack including 
Parker and Davey Camlin across the fin- 
ish line to win the rain-delayed Indy 
Mile. Officially, the race had six different 
leaders and 11 lead changes, but there 
were changes going on all around the 
track. 

“I think that was the best race we've 
had here at Indy in a long time, even if I 
hadn't won,” said the Harley-Davidson 
Inc./Arai/RC Cola/Hap Jones/White 
Bros.-sponsored Carr. “Anytime you 
have that many leaders, it'll make for a 
great race. Anytime you can beat Scotty 
on a track like this, where he's had so 
much success, it's a great night." 

"You put yourself where you think 
you need to be, then when it doesn't 
work you second guess," said Parker of 
his strategy that fell just inches short. “I 
really didn't have much choice. 

I had to try to lead off four. I was 
afraid Davey was going to get between 
me and Chris, and I would have to try 
and draft both of them. I didn't think that 
would work." 

"We've been struggling on the half- 
miles," said the ever-emotional Camlin, 
winner at DuQuoin. "It's great to get 
back on the miles. About 10 minutes after 
DuQuoin, I thought, ‘Man, we've got 
about two months without a mile!’ Skip's 
(Eaken) been working hard to get me 
going on the half-miles, but I really love 
the miles." 

A close fourth went to semi-retired 
Davey Durelle. "We've been pointing to 
this race all year," he said. "Fourth is 
alright right, I guess, but I sure would 





have rather been up front, or at least on 
the box. After I saw I couldn't pull away, 
I decided to drop back in line and wait. I 
don't know if I lost power late or what, 
but when I tried to draft back by Scott I 
couldn't do it. Then I was stuck." 

Terry Poovey ran in the lead pack all 
night, and came home fifth. ^I just lost 
my tire," said the Texan. "The bike ran 
great; I was still right up there at the end, 
but just couldn't get the drive I needed.

Carr posted the fastest qualifying heat 
time, turning the four laps in 2:32.47.

The big surprise came when Parker 
dropped out of the sixth heat. "It was just 
dirt in the carburetor," said Parker's 
mechanic, Bill Werner. Parker came back 
in the second-chance race and blistered 
the smooth oval at 2:32.06, but would still 
start his heat from row two. 

Three-time Grand National Champi- 
on Jay Springsteen led the charge into 
turn one of heat one. Springer was fol- 
lowed by Greg Sims, Bret Beyer and 
Carr. Carr led as the pack dove into turn 
one to start lap two, but Springsteen 
didn't give up the position that quickly. 

Springsteen and Carr hooked up in a 
crowd-pleasing battle, with Beyer follow- 
ing right behind. Carr edged by for the 
win. "That was really fun," said the Bar- 
tels’ H-D-sponsored Springsteen. "I 
waved for him a couple of times to come 
on. It was a good, clean race." Beyer 
slipped a little and finished third, just off 
the pace. 

The second heat was another nail-nib- 
bler, as four riders broke away from the 
field. Poovey, Rich King, Pegram and 
Steve Morehead hit turn one together 
and began swapping positions. Poovey 
had his Gilco/USC Racing Honda up 
front for several laps until Morehead 


took over for a couple. King dove into 
the lead on lap seven, only to be quickly 
shuffled back to third. Poovey regained 
the lead until the last lap, when More- 
head forged his KK/Shepherd Chemi- 
cal/F&S-backed Harley backed ride into 
the lead and on to the win.

Hart made the draft pass at the line for 
the win over Jones' Loral Lake Racing 
Honda. Hart's win qualified him for his 
first mile GNC as he makes the transition 
to the 750cc machinery. 

Three riders were shooting for the sin- 
gle remaining transfer. Aaron Hill pro- 
pelled his Sacramento Harley-Davidson 
into the National over Eagle 1's Kevin 
Varnes and Marine Transports' Greg 
Sims. Varnes' last-lap draft pass fell just 
short. The second semi was a real barn- 
burner, as six riders rode in the lead 
pack.

The only 
question about Parker was if his bad luck 
would return for a third time; it didn't, 
and he left everyone well behind. 

Hacker's charge was momentarily 
thwarted when his throttle came loose 
and spun on his handlebar. "I thought, 
‘Oh no, not now.’ I just kept twisting it 
until it got tight. Then we took off. I can't 
believe how much power that bike has," 
said Hacker. 

Herndon held his Plano Honda/ 
H&H Racing Honda in second as King 
moved his Garvis Honda through the 
pack for third. On the last lap, as things 
looked bleakest for young Hacker, he 
rode deep into turn three under both 
King and Herndon. "I thought if I could 
get under them there, it would surprise 
them," said Hacker. The move worked, 
as both Herndon and King were forced 
to back off, and Hacker was in the main.

Durelle had fast heat time and first 
choice of starting positions.

At the end of lap one Camlin, Farris, 
Poovey and Morehead were bunched at 
the front, but there were wholesale 
changes going on all through the pack.

The difference 
between the heat race and the F-USA

In the first 12-lap race, Sadowski was 
in front for every lap, stretching his lead 
to 6.03 seconds over Quarterley when 
the checkered flag fell. 

The second leg was more impressive 
with Sadowski winning by a smaller 
margin - 4.67 seconds - but covering the 
12 laps seven seconds faster. 

Quarterley would tally second- and 
fifth-place finishes, good for third 
behind European Cycle Specialties’ Brad 
Hazen whose fifth and second added up 
to second overall. Hazen was in second 








in the first leg when the clutch on his 
Ducati 888 began to slip on about the 
sixth lap. He held the spot until there 
were less than three laps to go, then 
slipped back to a close fifth. 

During the break between races, 
Hazen tried a few different clutches, hit- 
ting on one that worked with just a few 
minutes to go. 

“We tried one as a last resort and it 
worked for us,” the Californian said. 

In the second race Hazen hooked up 
with Quarterley and Glenn Szarek on 
the powerful Virginia Breeze Racing 
Yamaha FZR1000. Using the draft and a 
late braking move, Hazen moved from 
fourth to second on the ninth lap and 
quickly opened up a gap, though Szarek 
would be less than a second back at the 
finish, with Team Valvoline Suzuki's 
Chuck Graves fourth, and Quarterley 
fifth. 

Quarterley had misjudged his carbu- 
retion in the second leg, losing some of 
the top end that he’d sought. Once he 
got in with the four-rider battle for sec- 
ond, he decided to go for the consistent 
finish with an eye on the series prize 
money. 

“There’s a big purse at the end of the 
season and I wanted to make sure we 
finished,” Quarterley said. 

Fourth overall went to Szarek, the 
Baltimorean finishing sixth in the first 
leg with rear suspension problems that 
hampered traction. In the second he 
hooked up better, but found he couldn't 
get through the corners as well as Hazen 
and Quarterley. 

Defending WERA F-USA national 
champion Chuck Graves finished fifth 
overall with seventh and fourth place 
finishes on a nearly supersport-spec 
Suzuki GSXR750. After finishing seventh 
in the first leg, where he realized he'd 
reverted to some old riding habits, 
Graves said he "got really mad" at him- 
self and realized he had to be a lot more 
aggressive. Though he couldn't match 
the other bikes straight-line power, he 
was determined to make it up in the cor- 
ners. 

With one race remaining, at Road 
Atlanta, Sadowski holds an insurmount- 
able lead in the Motoport Formula USA 
championship. His 57 points are 20 bet- 
ter than defending champion Graves’ 37, 
and even if Graves won in Atlanta, and 
they were tied in points, Sadowski 
would win by virtue of his two series 
wins. Starsport's Scott Gray, ninth over- 
all today, and Quarterley, are tied for 
third in the points with 35. 

In the EBC Brakes Triple Crown 
Challenge, the Gray /Quarterley team 
are in the lead with 38 points, three bet- 
ter than the Valvoline Suzukis of Graves 
and Michael Martin. Sadowski and Mike 
Harth, 12th overall today, are third with 
80. The winning team will split the 
$20,000 first prize from the $35,000 chal- 
lenge purse at the Road Atlanta finals. 

Another rider that will have to wait 
for Road Atlanta for his payoff is Perfor- 
mance South Racing's Rich Oliver. A 
week after clinching his first AMA 250cc 
GP title, the defending Goodridge For- 
mula II champion moved a step closer to 
retaining his title with a wire-to-wire 
win over his teammate Chuck Sorensen. 
Oliver won the 10-lap, 19.22-mile race by 
6.49 seconds, then afterward was quick 
to praise Sorensen. 








"I'm definitely going to have to slow 
down Chuckie. His bike's too fast and 
he's a little closer every time," Oliver 
said. 
"I'm really, really happy to be able to 
run up front. I’m not quite there, but I’m 
definitely close," Sorensen said. "This is 
the closest I've been so far." 

Third went to Southwest Motor- 
sports' Danny Walker, who realized 
early on that his setup wouldn't allow 
him.to run with the leaders. He would 
finish almost 10 seconds behind 
Sorensen with Terranova Painting's 
Geep Terranova fourth and Dick 
Wall/Brian Swart/Centralia Knitting 
Mills' Mike Sullivan fifth. 

Oliver's third win in a row gives him 
60 points, 17 more than Sorensen. In 
order to retain his number one plate, 
Oliver only needs to finish 13th or better 
at Road Atlanta, even if Sorensen wins. 
Walker is a distant third in the points 
with 28. 

Like their Grand Prix counterparts, 
the WERA 125cc racers provided the 
most exciting race of the day in a contest 
of stark differences. MCE Racing's Kevin 
Murray had the fastest bike on the track, 
but Geep Terranova had the best line 
through most of the corners, including 
the final one, and used a late braking 
maneuver in the final turn to take the 
win at the line. 

At the end of the eight-lap, 15.38-mile 
race it was Terranova by .14-of-a-second 
with Murray still charging at the line. 
Roadracing World's Chris Rogers, 
who'd been up with the leaders for more 
than half the race, finished a few seconds 
back in third, with Southwest Motor- 
sports' Chris D'Aluisio fourth. 

Murray had a few good reasons not 
to risk too much for the win; he's leading 
the RK Chain Formula III championship 
and he's one of the 125cc Wild Cards for 
the U.S. GP. 

"I've got the GP in two weeks and it 
ain't worth going to that with a broken 
hand," Murray said. 

“Thad a really good dice with Kevin,” 
Terranova said. ^I just set him up for the 
turn and ran it up there." 

Murray leads Rogers by 16 points, 
128-112, in the standings, with Roadrac- 
ing World editor John Ulrich (eighth 
today) third with 82. 

The top finisher in the Michelin 
Superstock sprint races was Kawasaki- 
supported Gerald Rothman Jr. The Con- 
necticut rider won the red: flag-short- 
ened 600cc race, finished second in the 
1100cc race, and came fourth in the 750cc 
race. Only local hero Shawn Roberti 
could keep pace, though he dropped out 
of two of the three races, winning one. 

In the 600cc race, Rothman Jr. took 
over the lead when Roberti, of nearby 
Oregon City, retired with machine trou- 
bles on the fifth lap while leading. Roth- 
man Jr. was comfortably in front when 
the race was stopped. Jemal Mfundshi, 
of Tigard, Oregon, crashed in the final 
turn and had to be transported to a local 
hospital with suspected back injuries. 
Tim Tillman led a tight bunch across the 
line to finish second in front of series 
points leader Mike Reed. 

Triple R Racing's Reed leads Tillman, 
115-91. Mark Black, who finished 17th 
and out of the points today, is third with 
74. 

The 1100cc race began and ended 
with Team Suzuki Sports' Mark 
McDaniel leading. In the middle, Velas- 
co Racing/The Brothers Honda's Roberti 
took the point, only to crash on the sixth 
lap. That gave McDaniel back the lead 
with Rothman Jr. taking over second, a 
spot he would swap with Team Valvo- 


line Suzuki's Steve Patterson before edg- 


ing him at the finish. 








Patterson kept his third place in the 
championship, with Tray Batey sitting 
the race out and David Stanton finishing 
seventh. 

The one race Shawn Roberti did fin- 
ish, the 750cc Superstock, he won, 
though just barely with McDaniel shad- 
owing him to the flag. Kinko's Thomas 
Wilson Jr. was third with Rothman Jr. 
getting Patterson on the last lap for 
fourth. 

The top three in the 750cc class are 
the same three Suzuki riders that lead 
the 1100cc class - Batey, Stanton (16th 
today), and Patterson. 

The best of the five riders in the 
Yamaha Seca II Challenge was Tommy 
McComas, with Tracy McIntyre second 
and Thomas Rose third. 


F-USA 


After the previous weekend spent on 
the dangerous bends and bumps of 
Sears Point, the top AMA riders found 
PIR a welcome relief. The track was 
smooth and had plenty of runoff, except 
in the final turn where there was Armco 
guarded by hay bales and where the fin- 
ish line was strangely placed - near the 
exit to the carousel corner where the rid- 
ers were still well banked over and get- 
ting on the gas. 

On the third lap of the first attempt to 
start the F-USA race the track changed 
considerably. A blown engine coated 
turns three through five, bringing out a 
red flag a more than one-hour delay. 
WERA officials also shortened most all 
of the races, except the F-USA which 
stayed at 12 laps. 

"The whole track is completely 
oiled," Performance South's Rich Oliver 
said. "You can still go fast, but you don't 
have that planted, solid feeling. You 
have to ease into the corner." 

Sadowski was leading when the race 
was halted and, after an all too brief 
clean-up, the riders were sent back out 
for a warm-up lap. They discovered the 
oil hadn't been sufficiently removed and 
the longer delay was necessary. Once the 
racing got started, no one was complain- 
ing. 

Picking up where he left off, Sadows- 
ki blew into the lead never to be headed 
or challenged. He had close to three sec- 
onds at the halfway point of the 12-lap 
race and had doubled it by the end, lap- 
ping half a second quicker than anyone 
else. 

^We got that thing working;" he said 
afterwards. "The whole team is working 
real good and I'm confident in my rid- 
ing. Everybody is moving in the same 
direction." 

His only scary moment had come ear- 
lier when he hit the oil before the race 
was stopped. 

"I hit this stuff and thought my elbow 
hit the ground,” he said. 

His lap times were in the 1:08s, better 
than a second off the lap record of 
1:06.94 he'd set on Saturday. 

"I was just seeing how much traction 
was in those corners," he added as a pre- 
lude to the second leg, 

Behind him the racing was hot with 
six riders dicing for second until the 
halfway point when one dropped off. 
Then it was Brad Hazen leading Glenn 
Szarek, Mike Martin, Chuck Graves, and 
Dale Quarterley, an order that wouldn't 
change until the ninth lap. That's when 
Quarterley would pass Graves and 
Hazen would begin to be slowed by his 
slipping clutch. 

The next lap, Hazen was third behind 
Martin, but ahead of Quarterley, who 
struggled to get past Szarek and his 
rapid Yamaha. On the final lap, Quarter- 
ley moved up to second, Martin to third, 
and Scott Gray to fourth ahead of Hazen. 





"They all have more straightaway 
speed," Quarterley said. "We can get 
them in the infield, but there's not 
enough infield before you get to the back 
straight. You really have two turns to 
make it happen. If you bobble up, you 
have to wait a lap to try again." 

Martin, Szarek, and: Sadowski all got 
pretty good starts in the second leg with 
Martin leading at the end of the first lap 
with Sadowski in tow. 

By the second lap Sadowski was in 
front and beginning to pull away. This 
time he had 3.3 seconds at the mid-point, 
a gap he would stretch a bit, then hold. 

^My wife was timing me. Once I got a 
four-second lead, she can relax and I got 
that out early," Sadowski said. 

Quarterley was into second on the 
third lap, losing it on top end to Martin, 
only to take it back with a bold low line 
pass in the final turn. He could hold onto 
the spot for a lap before Szarek came by 
and the Team Mirage rider began to feel 
the heat of Hazen. The Valvoline 
Suzukis of Graves and Martin were next

up, with Martin falling back with 
mechanical problems. 

On the ninth lap the order of the lead- 
ers would change with Szarek drafting 
by Quarterley and Hazen getting them 
both on the takes and taking second 
into turn one. Quarterley would strike 
back, but Szarek was ready and soon 
Graves was among them. 

Two laps from the end Hazen pulled 
away slightly on his way to second, 
Szarek pushed to third, Graves fourth, 
and Quarterley fifth. 

“I think my luckiest break was in the 
draft with Szarek and Quarterley," 
Hazen said of his ninth-lap pass. "He 
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(Top) Geep Terranova (137) leads Kevin 
Murray (742) in the F-lil final; Terranova 
won. (Above) Shawn Roberti (1) leads the 
way in 600cc Superstock; the race was 
won by Gerald Rothman Jr. (32). 


(Szarek) had motor on me and Dale had 
me on the brakes." 

^He definitely gets around corners 
better than me," Szarek said of Quarter- 
ley. ^I had trouble getting on the gas. I 
adjusted my lines and it worked." He 
attributed his second-race success to a 
change in rear-shock compression. "It 
made a world of difference," he said. 

Graves rode his best on one of the 
lesser modified bikes, making time in the 
esses that he'd lose on the straights. 

"They could park it in the corners 
and pull the trigger down the straights," 
Graves said. "I couldn't get a clear shot 
in the esses in either race." He added 
that in the first race his riding habits had 
regressed to where they were before he 
began changing his riding style at the 
start of the season. In the second race he 
was more aggressive and it paid off. 

Quarterley finished just behind 
Graves, though he might not have, had 
he seen the white flag. Because of the 
position of the flagman, on the outside of 
the turn while the riders are concentrat- 
ing on the exit, some riders felt it was 
hard to see him. 

“I was biding my time focusing on 
the guys in front of me and all of a sud- 
den the checkered flag came out," Quar- 
terley said.

The Goodridge Formula II race began 
with the Performance South Racing pair 
of Oliver and Sorensen leading South- 
west Motorsports' reunited teammates 
Danny Walker and Chris D'Aluisio. (A 
parts shortage and lack of funding for 
his Aprilia forced D'Aluisio to race a 
1993 Southwest TZ250 Yamaha.) 

D'Aluisio dropped out on the fourth 
lap when the brakes failed and the front 
brake lever came back to the throttle grip 
at the end of the long front straight. 

"I sat up going into one and Chris 
goes by me and I think to myself, 'Am I 
a sissy or what?' Then he's not stop- 
ping," Walker said. 

That would be the last bit of drama at 
the front of the race. Oliver did his usual 
disappearing act, Sorensen tried to keep 
him in sight, and Walker lost track of 
both of them. 

"The harder he's pushing me the bet- 
ter I know the team's working," team 
owner Oliver said. "It says a lot about 
the engine and chassis setup." 

Walker agreed. 

"Obviously our setup wasn't as good 
as theirs was," he said. "I didn't want to 
let Rich and Chuck run away. I could see 
them up there for quite a while. I 
thought if I relaxed I could catch 
Chuck." 

The battle for fourth was decided on 
the penultimate lap when Geep Terrano- 
va's persistence carried him past Mike 
Sullivan, a Centralia, Washington, resi- 
dent with long experience at PIR.

A quartet formed early in the RK 
Chain Formula III race that would squab- 
ble over the lead for half the distance. 
That's when Kevin Murray and Geep 
Terranova raised the level just enough to 
separate themselves from the rest. 

Each had an obvious strength; Mur- 
ray's was in top speed and Terranova's 
was on the brakes. Terranova took the 
lead early in the race, then, at the 
halfway mark, Murray was in front, 
though briefly. On the run-up to the 
final turn, Terranova took advantage of 
the low line that Murray left exposed 
and scooted to the front, only to lose the 
spot by the end of the front stretch. 

Again on the fifth lap he did it, and 
the sixth, but not the seventh. 

“I didn't want to give it away right 
then," Terranova explained. “I thought 
he felt he had a fix on that turn. I knew 
he'd get me down the straightaway." 

Murray led into turn nine for the final 
time, and for the final time Terranova 
took the low line, this time taking the 
win with it. 

“I wasn't sure it would work out, but 
it did," Terranova said. "After the third 
time I thought he'd get used to me doing 
it." 

He might have made a final run at the 
flag, but Murray said that he was over- 
revved and couldn't answer Terranova. 

“I knew he'd be coming so I tried to 
stay wide. I didn't want to do anything 
dirty," Murray said. 

Chris Rogers raced early with 
D'Aluisio before leaving him behind 
toward the end. 

“I thought I could stick with Geep 
and Kevin the first couple of laps. Then 
they wicked it up and got away," Rogers 
said. 


SUPERSTOCK 


The first race of the day was the 
Michelin-sponsored 600cc Superstock 
and it would be a showcase for Shawn 
Roberti early on. Quickly breaking away, 
Roberti was in front of Gerald Rothman 
Jr. and pulling away when he stopped 
on the track on the fifth lap, giving Roth- 
man Jr. the top spot, a spot he would 
inherit with nearly a three-second cush- 
ion on second. 

“I came right around turn four and I 
noticed him," Rothmans Jr. said. 

Exiting the final turn to end the sev- 
enth lap, Jemal Mfundshi crashed into 
the hay bales, bringing out a red flag on 
what was the eighth lap for the leaders. 
Since not everyone finished the seventh 
lap the scoring reverted to the sixth with 
Rothman Jr. declared the winner. In sec- 
ond was Tim Tillman, just in front of 
three other riders, Mike Reed Thomas 
Wilson Jr. and Simon Bell, who began to 
slow starting the seventh lap. No matter, 
he was credited with fifth. 

“1 heard he was the guy to watch for 
so I hooked up a little with him in prac- 
tice,” Rothman Jr. said of Riberti. 

“I took it easy at the start. I started 
making my moves, and I was passing a 
few guys, and I saw him get away. I was 
closing up when I saw he had a problem. 
At that point I put my head down,” 
Rothman Jr. said. 

The next Superstock race was for 750s 
and there was no stopping Roberti once 
he got started, which took a few laps. 

Mark McDaniel tried to make a break 
at the start, and looked like he might be 
able to do it until the halfway mark. By 
then Roberti was on the move and 
would close right up on the leader on 
the fifth lap. The sixth lap showed a new 





leader, though McDaniel wasn’t giving 
up. It was only on the final lap that 
Roberti had any breathing room at all, 
that is if you call a 1.13 margin of victory 
breathing room. 

Wilson Jr. moved into third on the 
second lap and stayed there, but without 
threat of catching the leaders. Rothman 
Jr. passed Steve Patterson on the final 
lap and Mike Sullivan finished an 
unchallenged sixth. 

In the 1100cc Superstock McDaniel 
and Roberti hooked up at the start, 
breaking away to hold over seven sec- 
onds on the battle for third by the fourth 
of eight laps. McDaniel was in charge, 
but Roberti took the lead on the fifth lap, 
holding it only long enough to crash on 
the sixth lap and hand McDaniel the 
lead and the win. It was something 
McDaniel had seen before, but in 
reverse. 

"The last time I was up here Shawn 
and I had a good battle and I did the 
same thing,” McDaniel said. “I was con- 
fident I could win. Once he got by me I 
thought I could get him and I was set- 
ting him up. No problem at the end." 

When Roberti left the race the battle 
for second was again between Patterson 
and Rothman Jr. Patterson was in front 
until the sixth lap when the Kawasaki 
rider got by, though just briefly. Patter- 
son was in front for a lap, then ceded the 
spot to Rothman Jr., who carried it to the 
flag 8.94 seconds behind McDaniel. Pat- 
terson was third, nearly eight seconds in 
front of a three-way battle for fourth 
won by Robert Marsh over Mike Sulli- 
van and Mark Junge. с

VOJENS, DENMARK, AUG. 20 

, alifornian Sam Ermolenko's 
reign as the World Speedway 
Champion ended at his first 
defense in Vojens, as Swe- 
den's Tony Rickardsson was 
crowned the new World Champion. 

"So much is happening inside me - 
you can't believe it has happened to 
you," said the jubilant Rickardsson. 
"You wait a year for it (winning the 
championship) to happen. You wait all 
your career for it to happen. Sometimes 
you just wait and wait, and it never hap- 
pens. Now it's happened, and I can't 
really believe it." 

Ermolenko had a nightmare time of it 
in Vojens, starting off his defense with a 
controversial exclusion after tangling 
with England's Mark Loram on the sec- 
ond lap of heat two. 

Most onlookers felt that Ermolenko 
was unfairly treated by Dutch referee 
Hennie Van Den Boomen because it cer- 
tainly looked as if Loram had locked in 
front of the American, causing him to 
crash. 

“I didn't feel comfortable as the race 
went on," Ermolenko said. "I missed the 
corner on the pit turn and then Loram 
locked, and I couldn't avoid his back 
wheel." 

But that exclusion wasn't the only 
trouble to befall Ermolenko, who has 
spent much of his World Championship 
reign as he has much of his career - 
plagued by injury. 

“I couldn't keep myself in front of 
them," Ermolenko said. "The track was 
definitely different in practice. Normal- 
ly, in a World Final you can race some- 
one. The track was too wet. If you made 
the start you were okay, but I wasn't 
making the start. 

“But I thought back to how I’d won 
the world title with 12 points last year 
and thought I'll just to do it again.”

But a third place in his next heat 
killed off that and any lingering hope 
Ermolenko may have had of a second 
title. 

Instead, four riders - including even- 
tual winner Rickardsson - emerged from 
the pack to challenge for the vacant title 
in a Final that contained as many twists 
and turns as roller coaster. 

Former three-time World Champion 
Hans Nielsen of Denmark was 
undoubtedly the home favorite.

Cheered on by 25,000 Danish fans, 
Nielsen rattled off three victories in his 
opening rides, the third being the most 
crucial when he ended fellow country- 
man Tommy Knudsen's unbeaten run, 
relegating him to third place. And that 
win put Nielsen two points ahead of the 
field at the interval stage, seemingly 
wrapping up his first World Champi- 
onship since his 1989 triumph in 
Munich, Germany. 

It hadn’t been a particularly smooth 


passage to that position, though. In the 
race after Ermolenko's slide across the 
Vojens mud, Nielsen followed suit in 
the tight first turn. Off the second gate, 
Nielsen was boxed in by a superb start 
from Poland’s Tomasz Gollob off the 
outside with Swede Henka Gustafsson 
trying to muscle into the gap as well. 
Nielsen went down, but referee Van 
Den Boomen ordered a rerun with all 
four riders. 

Nielsen shot from the tapes in the 
rerun, but the stop lights came on once 
again, this time for an unsatisfactory 
start. With nerves at the breaking point, 
the race finally got underway with 
Nielsen a tapes-to-flag winner. 

Shuffling two points behind Nielsen 
at the interval were American Champi-

on Greg Hancock, Australian Craig 
Boyce, Knudsen and Gustafsson. At that 
point, few rated the 24-year-old 
Rickardsson, who had failed to collect 
anything but second places in his three 
opening rides, as anything but an also- 
ran. 

“I feared for the worst in the first 
three races and wondered if it was 
going to be one of those World Finals 
where everything was going to go 
against me," Rickardsson said. “But I 














felt I could win - that was something I 
had felt after practice because I knew 
that this year my equipment was as 
good as anyone else's." 

But the final was to be blown wide 
open yet again in heat. 14. This time, 
Nielsen was off the outside gate, and he 
tried to repeat the blistering start that 
he'd enjoyed off the same gate in heat 
nine. But on this occasion he met with 
resistance at the first turn from Boyce 
and Loram, appeared to be clipped by 
Loram's back wheel, and Nielsen went 
down again. 

The Danish crowd was stunned 
when Nielsen's exclusion light came on 
- а strange decision by Van Den Boomen 
in view of his generosity on several pre- 
vious similar incidents. 

“It’s become a habit that something 
goes wrong in my fourth race in the 
World Final," Nielsen said. "It seems 
like every year something has to hap- 
pen, and this year it struck again in my 
fourth race. At the moment, I have not 
seen the video playback, so I can't be 
sure what happened." 

Nielsen was unsure of what exactly 
happened in the incident. 

"I was aiming to get on the inside 
line," Nielsen said. "It felt like I took a 
bump. The next thing I knew, I was 
heading for the fence and I had to put 
the bike down. I'm sure I will have to 
watch the video many times before I am 
certain what happened and why." 

Realistically, Nielsen only needed 
two points in that race and the title 
would have been his. 

“I went into that race with nine 
points, two ahead of everyone else, so I 
wasn't giving it everything or taking 
desperate chances," Nielsen said. “I was 
just doing what I needed to get on the 
inside line." 

The crash shed new light on the 
championship chase. With Nielsen left 
on nine points, Hancock and Boyce 
overtook him with 10 apiece by winning 
their fourth outings. Ironically, Boyce's 
came in the rerun of heat 14. Rickards- 
son, too, hauled himself up a notch by 
an all-the-way victory in heat 16 to tie 
Nielsen. 

All eyes turned to heat 19, which 
brought Hancock, Boyce and Rickards- 
son together. Victory for either of the 
first two would crown them the new 
World Champion, while Rickardsson 
had to win to keep alive his hopes of sal- 
vaging anything. 

They lined up with Hancock off gate 
two, Boyce in three and Rickardsson in 
four. It was the Australian who made 
the break from the tapes to arrive at the 
first corner in front, but Rickardsson 
grabbed a handful of throttle and shot 
around the outside into the lead. Boyce 
hung on to second place, with a disap- 
pointed Hancock trailing in third and 
out of the title reckoning. 

“I guess that in a week's time I will 
look back and accept that I did a good 
job out there tonight," Hancock said. 
"But right now I feel gutted that I didn't 
get on the rostrum at the very least. 
Chris Louis was on the inside of me, 
and he moved just before the tapes went 
up. It broke my concentration, and 
before I knew it the others were away." 

Hancock was aware of the pressure 
going into the round, as he was but one 
step away from the title. 

"There was a lot of pressure there," 
Hancock said. "A win for either Craig 
(Boyce) or myself would have made us 
the champion, and maybe that just got 
to me. All I know is that I felt so deject- 
ed after the race was over. I'd had the 
title in my hands and then just let go. I 
just can't explain my feelings right now. 
I'm that mixed up." 








Incredibly, that result threw a last 
lifeline to Nielsen. If he could win heat 
20, he'd tie on 12 points with Rickards- 
son and Boyce and thus force a three- 
man runoff for the world title. The last 
time that happened in a World Final 
was 1985 at Bradford, England, when 
Denmark's Eric Gundersen beat Nielsen 
and Ermolenko. 

Win it he did, with a nerveless, near- 
perfect start, one that made most believe 
Nielsen would gain his fourth title. 

With the regular heats concluded, the 
riders drew for their starting positions 
in the runoff. Boyce collected gate one, 
Nielsen three and Rickardsson four. So 
surprised was Rickardsson to get the 
outside again that he asked to see if gate 
two had been in the hat. 

As the tension mounted, Nielsen yet 
again flew from the start, and the Dan- 
ish crowd went wild. But the roars only 
lasted a lap. As the riders came off the 
final bend of the first lap, Rickardsson 
got his wheels in line for a drive up the 
inside line, which totally caught Nielsen 
by surprise. 

Instead of sweeping into the first 
turn on lap two, Nielsen had to move 
wide as Rickardsson blasted through, 
and the World Championship was on its 
way back to Sweden for the first time 
since Per Jonsson's 1990 victory at Brad- 
ford. 

"It feels so good that I just want to 
quit right now," said Rickardsson, who 
hails from Grytnas, Sweden. "I won't 
because life's not easy, and I don't earn 
enough money to retire as the 1994 
World Champion." 

"| made a dream-start in the runoff, 
just what I wanted," Nielsen said. "Then 
I made a mistake and maybe I was too 
tight to the line. I hit a couple of slick 
patches and locked up, which lost a lot 
of my momentum." 

Nielsen paid tribute to his Swedish 
opponent, but could not mask his own 
disappointment at finishing in the run- 
ner-up spot for the second straight 
year. 

“I must say that Tony produced a 
really great corner," Nielsen said. "He 
moved out into the dirt to build up his 
speed, and that enabled him to cut 
under me going into the first bend of 
lap two. It was a tremendous ride for 
Tony, and I can only corigratulate him 
for it, but of course it was very disap- 
pointing for me. In some ways I had 
two chances to win it, and it slipped 
away from me. To have two chances 
and lose them is hard, and this is the 
second successive year that I have felt 
I've been going well enough to win the 
world title, and it has not gone my 
way." 

Further down the field, America's 
Josh Larsen completed his World Final 
debut by tying on nine points with Den- 
mark's Jan Staechmann despite breaking 
his wrist in his third ride! 

“I knew the wrist was broken as soon 
as I hit the track, and I also knew that 
the track doctor wanted to have a look 
at it back in the pits," Larsen said. "I 
was scared he'd rule me out of the rest 
of the meeting there and then, so my 
mechanics assured him that I was 
alright and, luckily, he said he'd come 
back later." єх

Grand Prix format to 
debut in 1995 


ust hours before the World Final, the FIM announced it would be the last 

World Speedway Championship to be decided under the current format. Next 

year, the World Championship will be decided by a Grand Prix system, with 
the top 10 from this year's final joined by five seeded riders to contest six rounds. 
The FIM reports that it has signed a three-year, $2.5 million deal with the London- 
based TV3 satellite television company. : 

America will be represented in the 1995 Grands Prix by Sam Ermolenko, Greg . 
Hancock and Josh Larsen, Ermolenko's seeded spot being rewarded for his ‘93 tri- 
umph while the other two Americans get in by finishing in the top 10 at Vojens. 

The other qualifiers are new World Champion Tony Rickardsson, Hans Nielsen, - 
Craig Boyce, Tommy Knudsen, Marvyn Cox, Henka Gustafsson, Mark Loram, and 
Jan Staechmann. The other seeded riders are Chris Louis, Andy Smith, Gary Have- 
lock and Tomasz Gollob. 

The scheduled rounds are: Poland (Katowice or Wroclaw) May 20; Wiener 
Neustadt, Austria, June 17; Landshut, Germany, July 8; Kumla, Sweden, July 29; 
Vojens, Denmark, August 19; England (TBA), September 9. 
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BRNO, CZECH REPUBLIC, AUG. 21 

or the first time all season, 
Michael Doohan was happy 
to mention the World Cham- 
pionship. For the first time 
all season, there was no 
longer even the smallest pos- 
sibility of doubt. He’d won it. While his 
last rival Kevin Schwantz on the Lucky 
Strike Suzuki slumped to a disappoint- 
ed seventh, Doohan had won the Czech 
Republic Grand Prix as well. 

The 29-year-old Australian has been 
haunted all year by memories of 1992, 
when he seemed to have the title in the 
bag only to suffer serious leg injuries at 
Assen, and watch helplessly as his com- 
manding title lead slipped away. 

Now he has avenged that awful year, 
scoring his eighth victory of the season 
on the 3.34-mile circuit of Brno after 
qualifying on pole. Watched by 80,000 
fans crowding the hillsides of the 
sweeping one-time communist track, he 
took the lead on the second lap, and 
never looked back; while Honda team- 
mate Shinichi Itoh moved into second 
and helped protect Doohan from the 
„attentions of third-placed Luca Cadalora 
on the Marlboro Yamaha. 

“Now it's won, I'm looking forward 
to next year and winning it again. That 
will make it seem real," said Doohan, 
who allowed himself a broad grin after 
the race. But he declined the opportuni- 
ty to play the superstar. "It's not going 
to change me,” he insisted. 

Alex Criville was a lucky fourth. The 
third Honda rider had been beaten by 
John Kocinski's Cagiva, but the Ameri- 
can coasted to a stop on the penultimate 
lap, his gearbox failed. Teammate Doug 
Chandler had also retired from the 
group behind, with his Cagiva overheat- 
ing. 

Early leader Alberto Puig on the 
Ducados Honda was fifth after finally 
prevailing in a torrid battle with Nori- 
fume Abe, riding the injured Daryl Beat- 
tie's Marlboro Yamaha. Abe faded at the 
end to sixth, his first GP finish. 

Schwantz had qualified sixth, but 
was fourth in the morning warm-up. 
Then tire chatter problems added to his 
injured wrist to spoil his race complete- 
ly. He never recovered from a bad start, 
finishing seventh. 

"I'm disappointed," he said. "But the 
way Mick's season had gone, there was 
nobody who could beat him. After all 
his medical problems in 1992, I'm happy 
for him." 

With Lucky Strike Suzuki teammate 
Alex Barros lucky to get eighth behind 
him after Niall Mackenzie's Slick 50 
ROC Yamaha slowed with fuel starva- 
tion on the last lap, the team stayed on 
at Brno for further tests. 

Chesterfield Aprilia's Max Biaggi 
won the 250cc race going away after 
qualifying on pole position. He also 
reclaimed the title lead after erstwhile 
leader Loris Capirossi crashed the Marl- 
boro Honda out of a certain third and 
possible second on the last lap. At that 
stage he was behind HB Honda's Ralf 
Waldmann, but ahead of eventual third- 
placed Chesterfield Aprilia rider Jean- 
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Philippe Ruggia. Jha Honda’s Nobuatsu 
Aoki was a distant and lonely fourth. 

Capirossi's title hopes took a further 
blow because of right hand injuries sus- 
tained in the fall. He dislocated all four 
metacarpals, and was not sure if he 
would be fit in time for the U.S. GP in 
three weeks. 

Front-row starter Doriano Romboni 
crashed his HB Honda on the first lap, 
fracturing his right scaphoid (wrist) 
bone to make him a doubtful starter for 
the U.S. GP. Jurgen van der Goorbergh 
also fell while holding an excellent 10th 
place, after the Dutch Aprilia rider was 
unable to avoid running into the fallen 
machine of Carles Checa. 

Kenny Roberts Jr. also crashed out of 
his first GP this year while lying a 
strong 11th in the early laps. “About the 
only good thing is I landed hard on my 
left arm, and it stood up to it,” he said. 

Semprucci-Aprilia’s Kazuto Sakata 
started from pole position and extended 
his title lead with a runaway win in the 
125cc GP; he was able to slow on the last 
lap and still win by more than 2.5 sec- 
onds. Givi Honda's Noboru Ueda won a 
desperate battle for second, with Aprilia 
rider Stefano Perugini recovering from

near last-lap disaster to pip Yamaha- 
mounted Jorge Martinez for third. 

Front-row qualifier Herri Tor- 
rontegui suffered a badly broken leg in 
a horrific start-line pileup. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Puig grabbed a flier to lead the first 
lap, with Doohan climbing all over him 
on the way out of the corners, only to be 
outbraked by the Spaniard with his dif- 
ferent technique. They came close to col- 
lision at least once, then Doohan moved 
cleanly past at last, halfway around the 
second lap, and the risk was over. His 
only problem now was that his on-bike 
lap timer had failed and he was having 
trouble seeing his pit board, so it was 
hard to pace himself. 

On lap three, Cadalora moved past 
Puig into second and closed up on the 
Australian's back wheel. That helped - 
Doohan had to go a bit faster; and he 
held off the challenge for the next four 


laps. 











Itoh, meanwhile, full of painkillers 
after having difficulty even riding his 
scooter in the morning following a prac- 
tice crash, was charging through from 
seventh on the first lap. Riding better 
than for most of the year, he was in third 
on lap four, and in second on lap seven. 

The leading trio remained close for 
the first 10 laps. "When nobody had 
come past me then I started to feel it 
would be alright," said Doohan, who 
had so little time to look back that he 
thought it was Kocinski behind him. 

Two laps later, he'd opened up a 
one-second gap on second place, while 
Cadalora was about to run into trouble. 
“1 heard a noise from the engine, and it 
lost power. I knew then I had no chance 
of challenging," he said later; and he 
started to drop back. 

The leading trio finished in that 
order, with Doohan 3.3 seconds ahead at 
the finish, and Cadalora five seconds 
adrift of Itoh. 

Behind them, Puig had delayed the 
pursuit for the first five laps, with Criv- 
ille, Kocinski, Abe and Chandler packed 
close up behind. 

Criville was the first to get by, on lap 
six, with Kocinski following him 
through two corners later, and this pair 
now started to draw away. Kocinski had 
several attempts at outbraking the faster 
Honda before he finally succeeded on 
lap 10, but then it was his turn to come 
under severe pressure, with Criville 
finally dropping away five torrid laps 
later. 

Kocinski had no chance of catching 
Cadalora, but seemed to have fourth 
sewn up. Then on the second to last lap 
he was missing as the bikes appeared on 
the start/finish straight, coasting into 
view soon afterwards to stop by the pit 
wall. 

Puig, Abe and Chandler stayed close 
as paint until the 12th lap, when Chan- 
dler went missing, also pulling into the 
pits with his engine overheating again, 
this time with a cylinder-base water 
leak. At this point, Abe started to push, 
with a repeat of his dashing perfor- 
mance in Japan. He was trying to get 
past into the corners, round the outside, 
on the way out - everywhere, and he 
seemed to have succeeded finally on lap 
13, even opening up a little gap over the 
next three laps. But his Yamaha was also 
to lose power, and when Puig came 
back on lap 16, there was nothing he 
could do but watch as the Honda gradu- 
ally drew away. Thus Puig was fifth by 
nine seconds at the end, with Abe's 
sixth his first-ever GP finish. 

Schwantz's last-ditch title defense had 
started badly, and got worse. He wasn't 
even in the top 10 into the first corner, 
though he moved through to 10th at the 
end of the first lap. By then he already 
knew he was in trouble. "We thought we 
had a good setup, and we tried two front 
tires in the morning. One chattered, so I 
used the other one. But that one had the 
same trouble right from the start, and if 
you don't have confidence in the front 
here you can't do anything." 

He followed Barros, who had-similar 
trouble, the pair losing ground at almost 
a second a lap. Then things got worse as 
privateer Mackenzie caught up and 
passed the champion on lap 10. Three 








laps later the Scot was past Barros too, 
and now Schwantz - shaking his injured 
wrist whenever he had the chance - dug 
a little deeper and was in front of both 
of them by lap 19. 

Mackenzie was on his tail and might 
even have challenged again, only to suf- 
fer fuel starvation on the last lap, giving 
Barros the chance to get past again. The 
Scottish privateer was running the Slick 
50 ROC-Yamaha for the first time with- 
out the pressurized airbox and atten- 
dant fuel pump. He finished to take a 
disappointed ninth. 

Twelve seconds back, Jeremy 
McWilliams won a close battle from 
Bernard Garcia and John Reynolds. Sean 
Emmett was almost half a minute 
behind in 13th, leading another group of 
Jean Foray, Marc Garcia and Jean Jean- 
dat, the last named, just out of the 
points. 

Itoh claimed the fastest lap, short of 
Wayne Rainey’s 1993 lap record. 

Thus Doohan brought his total to 256 
points, 87 ahead of Schwantz, and 
impossible to beat even if he doesn’t fin- 
ish another race. Kocinski's non-finish 
cost him third overall and dropped him 
to the thick of the battle with six riders 
within a spread of 15 points. Puig has 
123, Kocinski 122, Itoh 115, Cadalora 114 
and Barros 108. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Biaggi's tale is soon told. He started 
from pole, led from start to finish, broke 
the lap record on lap five, and moved 
into a one-point championship lead. It 
sounds easy and it looked easy, but he 
was kind enough to say that pressure 
from Capirossi in the first half of the 
race had made it harder. "I was on the 
limit from the start, but I was sliding 
from the second lap and Capirossi made 
the job harder still," he said. 

In fact a gap of two seconds had 
stretched to five seconds by lap 12, and 
Capirossi was soon to slow with his tires 
sliding badly. 

Romboni had highsided on the first 
lap just in front of Waldmann, which 
gave him a bit of a scare; but soon after- 
wards he saw that he was not only able 
to hold off Ruggia, but was slowly gain- 
ing on Capirossi, who was some five 
seconds ahead. He began a relentless 
pursuit, closing the gap gradually but 
steadily, and by lap 13 he was on the 
Italian's back wheel, and passed quite 
easily on the next lap. 

He didn't actually pull away, and as 
they started the last lap Capirossi had 
‘caught right up again - enough to tempt 
him into a costly indiscretion. The Ital- 
ian fell, quickly remounted, but then 
parked the bike a few hundred yards 
later, in agony from his hand injury and 
also badly. winded. 

Thus Waldmann scored his second 
rostrum in his first 250 year, saying later 
he had no problems. "I could see 
Capirossi was sliding, but my tires were 
perfect and with the new parts that I got 
from Honda, my bike was fine." Ruggia 
was third, some three seconds down, 
saying he didn't have quite enough 
power to catch the Hondas, but adding: 
"| had a lot of fun." 

Nobuatsu Aoki finished more than 
20 seconds adrift after a mainly lonely 


race. He'd disposed of Luis d'Antin's 
Pepsi Honda quite easily in the early 
stages as the Spaniard ran into intermit- 
tent misfiring problems, but he'd been 
unable to catch Tetsuya Harada up 
ahead. The Yamaha man had caught up 
to Ruggia before dropping back again 
behind Aoki, his tires sliding and his 
engine losing power, eventually causing 
his retirement on lap 10. 

D'Antin dropped behind Jean-Michel 
Bayle's Aprilia, then was soon in the 
thick of a fight with Wilco Zeelenberg 
and Tadayuki Okada, who had dropped 
from eighth to 11th with a near-crash on 
lap five. The works Honda man then 


outstripped the group and caught Bayle 
again. At the finish Okada took fifth by 
less than à tenth, with Bayle missing a 
gear on the last lap to spoil his planned 
attack. 

Eskil Suter joined Zeelenberg and 
d'Antin on lap 13, and the trio went 
back and forth. At the finish, d'Antin led 
Suter by less than half a second, but 
Zeelenberg was four seconds adrift. His 
throttle had jammed open briefly on the 
penultimate lap and he'd lost touch, his 
tires sliding too much to try to catch up. 

Andy Preining led the next group 
across the line to claim 10th, closely fol- 
lowed by Luis Maurel and Patrick vd

Goorbergh. He had benefited from a fly- 
ing start, апа was able to stay with the 
group.

125cc GRAND PRIX 
Kazuto Sakata had qualified his 
works Aprilia on pole by miles, but it 
was Stefano Perugini's Aprilia heading 
the first lap. The situation didn't last for

long, with Sakata breaking the lap 
record as he swept past on lap two. 
After that, he powered away as expect- 
ed, and could throttle right back at the 
finish to win by 2.6 seconds. 

Second was fiercely disputed, with the 
youngster Perugini riding wildly enough 
to earn criticism from Martinez on the

Yamaha. The Italian was in second at the 
start of the last lap, but Ueda was also 
part of the group, and seized the position 
into the first turn, keeping it together to 
stay out of trouble to the finish. 

It was a good move, because Perugi- 
ni had the red mist over his eyes. Trying 
to get back, he slid and ran wide over 
the curbs on the downhill double left 
where most of the spectators gather, 
dropping to third and apparently out of 
touch. But he wasn’t finished, and 
almost knocked Martinez off as he 
barged back past to reclaim third in the 
final chicane. 

The next group was as dramatic, 
though Takeshi Tsujimura managed to 
take control at the finish for fifth. Then 
came Masaki Tokudome, closing right 
up in the last corners, and opening up a 
two-second gap on World Champion 
Dirk Raudies. On his back wheel came 
Nakajyo, Petrucciani, Geissler and 
Prein. Seventh to 11th positions were 
covered by less than half a second. 

The race started badly with a bad 
start-line pileup. Spaniard Torrontegui 
was on the front row, moved early, then 
stopped, only to be knocked off his bike 
by Perugini coming from behind. The 
fallen bike was then promptly hit by the 
last qualifier, Wild Card Benjamin 


Cadalora’s last- 
minute pole 


T went smoothly for World Champion-elect 





Michael Doohan until the closing minutes of prac- 

tice. Then Luca Cadalora (right) went out, his 
Yamaha reputedly on soft "qualifying" tires, found a 
clear track, and set a flier to slot onto his third pole of the 
season by an impressive half a second. Meanwhile, sole 
remaining (if distant) title rival Kevin Schwantz was all 
at sea, one of a handful of riders not to improve on day 
two, and dropping off the front row as a result. 

The Yamaha's belated return to form left Cadalora 
calm and confident. "We modified the front today and it 
feels a lot better. That means I can ride it to 100 percent," 
he said. The track has many downhill corner entries and 
off-camber bends, which make front wheel adhesion and 

confidence crucial. ; 

Doohan had been concentrating on endurance, and 

had run a number of laps at close to his best time, inside 
the lap record, while building confidence that his tires 
would last the distance. "We went faster than last year 
without any trouble," he said. But while he too fitted 
new tires and went out at the end to try and reclaim 
;pole, he was thwarted by traffic. 
| If he was feeling the pressure of the championship, he 
"was determined not to show it. Nor would he ride tacti- 
cally, keeping an eye on his rival Schwantz. "It's safer if I 
just ride in my usual way, going as fast as I can while 
trying to be sure of the finish,” he said. “I haven't won 
the title yet, and until that happens the points position 
doesn't mean anything. It's just another race." 

John Kocinski moved up to third in the closing ses- 
sion, after a somewhat fraught two days when he was 
making change after change to the bike, and getting 
nowhere. In the end he took it back to the settings he'd 
started with, and slotted in half a second down on 
Doohan. “It’s not so much trying to get pole; I just want 
to get it competitive,” he said. 

Alberto Puig also improved in the last session to push 
onto the front row. By now it is no longer so surprising 
that the ex-250 rider can go so fast, but he admitted it 
had been difficult. “Each track is so different on a 500 
than a 250 that you only know where it goes. The brak- 
ing points must all be learned again. I was having trou- 
ble until the end when I tried to relax and follow other 
riders, and found some better lines,” he said. 

Doug Chandler led row two, after having been in the 
top four until the last session. “With the Cagiva you have 





to keep the bike 
leaned over such a 
long time to carry cor- 
ner s to make up 
for lack of exit speed," 
he said. "You really 
lean on the front 
wheel, and I had a 
real big slide today 
that cost me a lot of 
confidence, though it 
actually happened on 
the uphill stretch 
rather than the diffi- 
cult downhill cor- 
ners," he said. 

Only then came 
Schwantz, whose second timed session was spoiled by 
niggling engine problems that meant he couldn't really 
get to work on the front-wheel adhesion difficulties. He 
drew comfort from the fact that he'd been faster in the 
morning. "We have some good settings, so we can go 
back to them," he said. He shrugged off the fact that he'd 
fallen in that session, pushing too hard on a cold front 
tire, and added: "Until the championship is mathemati- 
cally impossible, I have to keep on pushing to win races. 
Ithink I have a chance tomorrow - we'll see how Doohan 
rides under the pressure of the title." He was using the 
mysterious rear suspension last seen in Austria, where 
some sort of auxiliary rear damper behind the main unit 
is concealed by a carbon-fiber shroud. "It seems easier on 
the tire," he said. 

Shinichi Itoh came next, recovering from the deleteri- 
ous effects of a heavy spill on Thursday that had hurt his 
hand and spoiled his progress on getting the bike right. 
Then came Alex Criville, who also crashed, on Saturday, 
while trying to solve persistent patter problems. 

Alex Barros led row three, after also failing to 
improve his time, which left him baffled, because he had 
been significantly faster here 10 days before in private 
Suzuki tests, when the weather had been hotter and he 
had still been suffering the aftereffects of his Donington 
foot injury. ^I just don't know what the problem is. 
We'll have to try and analyze the computer data," he 
said. 

Then came Niall Mackenzie, going well after a fruitful 
break spent at Harald Bartol's workshop in Austria, 
where the team went through 75 separate dyno runs. 
This put his private bike ahead of Norifume Abe's works 
Yamaha, the young Japanese star saying that his main 
aim was to finish the race - which would be his first GP 
finish. Riding Daryl Beattie's bike, he'd been persuaded 
to stop coming into the pits after only a few laps to make 


constant adjustments, and to stay out on the track to get 
some distance. 

The contest for pole in the 250cc class was open right 
until the closing minutes. Ralf Waldmann had held the 
advantage for most of practice, then Loris Capirossi 
came through to lead. Then in the last moments Max 
Biaggi found the clear track he'd been waiting for, and 
scorched round to lead by better than half a second. 

The Aprilia rider had the benefit of new engine parts 
and settings that chief engineer Witteveen said had been 
aimed at improving the whole package. The exhaust 
power-valve curve, combustion chambers and exhaust 
pipes had been among a number of modified items in 
response to Honda's power-up parts of two races ago, 
and Biaggi was pleased that his top speed advantage had 
been restored. His problem of instability under braking 
remained: although for practice he'd used front-end set- 
tings that put the emphasis on corner stability rather 
than braking, he would revert to the other settings for 
the race, on the grounds that being able to brake late 
would be more important in a close battle. “I might try 
and break away tomorrow," he said. "But I'm afraid the 
others will follow me, and I will use up my tires." 

Half a second on a long track is not a great advantage 
when the next man is a confident title leader Capirossi. 
The Honda man had made steady progress throughout 
practice, trying then rejecting the new 16-inch rear Dun- 
lops to stay with the 17-inch he knew well. The demands 
of the long fast track tipped the balance back towards the 
Aprilia, but not by much. “A lot will depend on tire 
choice," he grinned. 

Third was Doriano Romboni, three-tenths down and 
anxious for his first win of the year. He was the only per- 
son to have used the new 16-inch rear, which he raced at 
Le Mans, but he too was back on the larger tire on the 
big corners here, and feeling good. “If I had risked a little 
more I could have gone for pole, but a front-row start is 
all that matters," he said. 

Last man on the front row was Waldmann, who had 
been fastest through most of practice after getting the 
power-up parts that Capirossi and Romboni already 
had. Brno is his test track, and with the extra boost he felt 
capable of dominating. But he had a slip-off in the final 
timed session and was forced to switch to his spare bike, 
without the new carbs and other bits, and wasn't able to 
improve along with the rest of the field. "My good bike 
wasn't damaged. I should have tried to get it back to the 
pits," he said. 

Kenny Roberts Jr. had arrived for his first GP of the 
year, but dropped from an impressive 11th on day one to 
16th on day two, on the far end of row four. "We 
improved everything on the bike except the lap times," 
he said, unable to explain why. | 
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Weiss, which caused the injury. Officials 
just managed to clear the start line 
before the field came through again. 
Peter Oettl also failed to complete the 
first lap. He had qualified second- 
fastest, but fell after his engine seized. 
Sakata's championship lead stretched 
again to 208 points over Ueda's 157. 
Tsujimura has 143, then Oettl (121), 
Raudies (119) and Martinez (99). 


SIDECAR GP 


Rolf Biland qualified on pole and 
won the race, his fourth victory in six 
races this season. But he didn't lead 
immediately. First out of the box was 
Darren Dixon, who led for three laps 
until he was forced out with a broken 
water pump. 

Derek Brindley/Paul Hutchinson 
took over for the next five laps, but 
Biland was watching and waiting, and 
took the lead on lap eight. He was never 
headed, though he was under some 
pressure, and won by four seconds. 

There was a good fight behind, with 
Markus Boesiger holding second; Steve 
Webster and Brindley swopping back 
and forth just behind. In the end, Web- 
ster was able to use the backmarkers to 
take third, only a second behind Boe- 
siger, with Brindley was a close fourth. 
Ralph Bohnhorst was fifth, 12 seconds 
adrift. 

There were 15 finishers, just enough 
for a championship quorum. Retire- 
ments included the Wyssen brothers, 
who overheated, and Steve Abbott, with 
a broken gearbox. 

Biland now has a 37-point lead with 
two races left. Webster is second on 79, 
then Brindley on 74, Boesiger on 72, and 
Guedel on 65. сх

World Championship Superbike Road Race Series

SENTUL, INDONESIA, AUG. 21 
aron Slight’s biggest victory of 
the season: may have come 
when he was reinstated by the 
FIM for his early season dis- 
qualification from the British 
round of the World Superbike Series. 
The New Zealander came to the Sentul 
circuit as the new championship point 
leader, and he left Indonesia with an 
even stronger hold on the title. 

Slight and the Castrol Honda RC45 
finished second for the sixth and sev- 
enth time this season in the two legs, 
and this incredible consistency has 
given him a 27-point lead over Carl Fog- 
arty and Scott Russell, who left Indone- 
sia tied for second. 

The fastest man on the track, howev- 


er, was Fogarty. The Brit winning streak 
was stopped only because of a mechani- 
cal failure with his Ducati 916. The Brit’s 
retirement in the first Indonesian race 
allowed Jamie Whitham to score the first 
World Superbike victory of his career. 
Fogarty’s luck took a turn for the better 
in the second race as he was able to score 
his sixth race victory of the season. 

But Slight always had the leaders in 
sight, and he only lost out to Whitham 
on the final lap of the first race. Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Scott Russell was more than 
pleased to finish third twice, consider- 
ing his recent run of misfortune. The 
Georgian, though, again struggled to 
find the correct setup, but last-minute 
changes during Sunday morning’s 
warm-up resulted in two rostrum finish- 
es, his best result since the Italian round 
at the end of May. 


Round 6: Indonesia 
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Doug Polen reflected the consistency 
of his Honda Castrol teammate, and 
notched up a fourth and a sixth; the 
Texan is now a strong fourth in the 
point standings. 


RACE ONE 


The first World Championship 
motorcycle race in Indonesia turned out 
to be a fairly popular success as some 
30,000 people showed up - most arriv- 
ing on small Japanese motorcycles, in 
Japanese four-wheel drive cars or in 
rusty old buses. In the first race, they 
witnessed Fogarty getting the holeshot 
as soon as the lights turned green. After 
one lap, the Ducati rider already had a 
handsome lead over Pirovano, Polen, 
Russell, Stephane Mertens and the rest 
of the pack. With Fogarty pulling away, 
Russell seemed to be the man in the

biggest hurry. After a reasonable start, 
he worked his way around Polen and 
Fabrizio Pirovano to take second on the 
third lap. His progress would stop 
there, however, as Whitham, Pirovano 
and Slight were getting their act togeth- 
er after some hectic first laps, and were 
holding on to the green Kawasaki. 

A few laps later, Pirovano went into 
the pits with a battery problem. The Ital- 
ian rejoined the race after emergency 
repairs, hoping that with only 16 riders 
on the track there was still some chance 
of scoring points. 

At the halfway stage, Fogarty was 
firmly in command, with an eight-sec- 














ond lead over the battling duo of 
Whitham and Slight. Russell had lost 
some ground, while Polen watched 
from a safe distance. Elsewhere, 
Andreas Meklau and Simon Crafar were 
battling it out for sixth spot. 

Everything changed, though, five 
laps from the end, when Fogarty went 
missing. “The engine just stopped when 
I wanted to accelerate out of a corner,” 
the Briton explained later. “I don’t 
understand; I was starting to slow down 
as my lead was comfortable enough.” 
The problem was later diagnosed as a 
broken valve. 

Meanwhile, Slight had moved past 
Whitham to take over the lead and a 
nail-biting finale seemed to be in the 
works, with either a first victory for the 
RC45 or a first for Whitham guaranteed. 
Even though Slight seemed to be very 
close to a historic feat for his employer, 
Whitham seemed destined to profit 
from the superior acceleration of his 
Ducati twin in the last few miles. And 
that’s exactly what happened. On the 
last lap, Whitham got past Slight while 
accelerating, condemning the Kiwi to 
his sixth second place of the season. 

"I wasn't feeling too comfortable 
leading the race after Carl's retirement," 
the eventual winner said. "That's why I 
was happy that Aaron took over com- 
mand. I saw he was in trouble because 
of his tires, and that I might have my 
first win here." 

Slight wasn't too unhappy with his 
result: "The top speed of both bikes is 
the same, but the Ducati pulls better out 
of the corners than the Honda. When T 
was in front, I knew that Jamie had an 
advantage, and on top of that, I lost the 
front a couple of times. So I wasn't real- 
ly surprised to see James storming 
through when it really mattered. But I’m 
happy for him; he was riding a very 
intelligent race." 

Russell was third, clawing his way 
back in the point standings, at the 
expense of the luckless Fogarty. "This 
third place is not something to cheer 
about, as some people up front have 
retired. Right from the start I knew T 
was going to be in trouble; the front was 
chattering like hell. I tried to make up 
for that by braking late, but because of 
the handling problems, I didn't have all 
the stopping power available that I 
would have liked." 

Polen finished fourth and in the last 
couple of laps Simon Crafar got the bet- 
ter of Andreas Meklau in their scrap for 
fifth. 

"The track temperature was higher 
than during practice," Polen explained. 
^Which resulted in me not having the 
right compound. I was sliding every- 
where. In addition, I noticed that some 
oil leaked out of the side of the engine; 
my foot kept slipping off the shifter 
when I upshifted." 


RACE TWO 


Two hours later, the same 18 riders 
turned up for the second heat. In Fogar- 
ty's garage, the mechanics had installed 
a new engine in chassis that the Brit had 
used in race one. The new package 
turned out to do the job. Fogarty, once 
again, shot to the front and was never 
threatened. 

Russell - on a bike which was once 
again changed considerably suspension- 
wise - also seemed to have regained his 
old form and soon occupied second 
place, even though he came under 
increasing pressure as the race went 
along. Slight had escaped from the 
clutches of Whitham and Polen, who 
would keep each other company for 
most of the race. Meklau was a lonely 
sixth.

ith only 19 of the 
W series regulars mak- 

ing the long trip to 
Indonesia and the best of the 
four local riders several sec- 
onds off the pace, qualifying 
didn’t cause many to worry. 
Well, there was one who was 
a little concerned: French- 
man Barnard Cazade took 
his Honda RC45 out of the 
crate, only to find major 
damage in the bike's inter- 
nals. He failed to qualify, as 
did the four local heroes, all 
of whom lapped some 10 
seconds a lap slower than the 
man who earned the pole position, Carl Fogarty (right). 

Even though the fast man from England was able to shake 
off all attacks from his arch rival Scott Russell, the two official 
Honda riders - Aaron Slight and Doug Polen - and a surprising 
Fabrizio Pirovano, he was not very happy with his one-minute, 
28.020-second lap. 

“We are still struggling to find a good set-up for the chas- 
sis,” Fogarty said. “Despite having run private practice sessions 
in Mugello before coming here, it remains difficult to hold a 
line. The bike is still running wide in some corners.” 

Most of the riders were unanimous about the two-year-old 
track, which is located some 25 miles from the Indonesian capi- 
tal of Jakarta: They all agreed that it wasn’t very challenging 
and there were a few places that were dangerous, due mainly to

Slight was half a second behind Fogarty, and he was run- 
ning into tire problems. On Sunday morning, Slight discovered 
that the tire he'd chosen to race on, wouldn't go the distance in 
the morning warm-up. 

Italian Fabrizio Pirovano - not normally a very enthusias- 
tic qualifier - turned in the third quickest time and seemed to 


' be on his way back after an incredible series of technical fail- 


ures with his Ducatis. “Just a matter of bad luck," the 
diminutfve Italian said. “Carl (Fogarty) or James (Whitham) 
could have had the same problems as us; the mechanics of 
the official Ducati teams can chose any engine they like when 
they go to the factory to prepare for the next race. But the 
bad luck sure has an effect on your motivation. For this race, 
I have found a new aggression, after having relaxed for a 
couple of weeks in my home in Monte Carlo, and after hav- 
ing spent some days riding my Ducati Mostro in the north- 
ern part of Italy." 

Castrol Honda's Doug Polen was fourth fastest in practice, 
after having juggled with the gearboxes in his bikes while try- 
ing to get both bikes to steer better. The last position on the 
front row was taken by Scott Russell, who had looked set for 
another disappointing weekend as the team continued to strug-

"Ever since Albacete, we seem to have veered off the right 
path for setting up the bike," Russell said. "Acceleration is one 
of our biggest problems, so I have to try to compensate for that 
by carrying more cornering speed. Chassis-wise, we have two 
different solutions, and even though I tried very hard to make 
the stiffer frame work well, I spent most of the second session 
on the other bike, which allowed me to put down consistent 
and acceptable times." 


Jamie Whitham, Andreas Meklau, Piergiorgio Bontempi and 


Stephane Mertens made up row two and Simon Crafar was 
10th. Strangely, the Team Rumi Honda rider had serious prob- 
lems finding the correct racing line, and it was only in the last 
15 minutes of the final session that he started charging. :

By now, Pirovano was back in the 
pits, this time the victim of a broken 
valve. Apart from Pirovano's early exit, 
the top six seemed quite happy with 
their respective positions. Behind them, 
four riders were involved in a fierce bat- 
tle: Rymer, Morillas, Mertens and Cra- 
far. 

Five laps from the end things finally 
changed among the top riders. Fogarty 
was still leading, but now Slight was a 
secure second, with Russell trailing a 
few hundred yards behind. And the fin- 
ishing order was set. 

“We had the bike back to where we 
wanted to be at the beginning of the 
weekend,” Russell said later. “I had 
my usual terrible start, but I managed 
to climb back to second. But then the 
electric shifter started to fall out. In the 
chicane, it made the bike go sideways 
and I barely survived the slide that 
followed. After that I settled for 
third." 

Slight had actually turned down the 
pressure a few laps earlier: "I was feel- 
ing confident on the harder front tire, 
and I didn't really worry when Scott 
passed me. Carl was way out of sight 
already, so we didn't have to worry 
about that. When Scott struck trouble, I 
knew I was going to get second once 
again." 











Despite his victory, Fogarty wasn't 
too pleased with his weekend. 

"This result doesn't make up for my 
DNF in the first heat,” he said. “A lot of 
work stilf needs to be done on the bike's 
chassis." 

Whitham came home fourth, in front 
of Meklau and Polen. "I was very happy 
with the setup of the bike," the Texan 
said. "I would've been able to run up 
front with the others, but the engine 
started cutting out in a very inconsistent 
way. In those conditions, I'm glad to 
have finished where I did." 

Rymer had come away the better of 
his small group of companions. Of 
these, Crafar was the least happy. "It's 
frustrating to come all this way and 
spend so much money, only to have to 
have do with fuel from the local pump," 
the 10th placed Kiwi said. "I lapped 
faster than the rest of the pack, but I 
couldn't get past them because of the 
poor acceleration we got out of this 
Indonesian car fuel. Too bad, because 
five or six extra points would have 
helped me a lot." сх

The double Ducati win in Sentul will probably 
have the effect of a red cloth waved in front of 
a bull on Japanese factories, who will surely 
line-up a formidable opposition to the “Red 
Brigade” next week, when the Superbike 
teams will battle it out in Sugo during the 
Japanese round. Aaron Slight will have a 
completely new engine at his disposal, and 
HRC will also lend a full works engine to 
Simon Crafar for Sugo. Actually, the Castrol 
Honda team had already received the engine 
before arriving at Sentul, but they didn’t have 
the correct gearbox which made it impossible 
for them to run the “second evolution” RC45. 
At Kawasaki, things are ‘not quite so clear cut, 
and Scott Russell and his team hope to get 
more support from the factory from the 
Japanese round onward. 


Team Rumi has done quite a good job with 
its semi-official Honda RC45. At Sentul, the 
technical team led by American Merlyn Plum- 
lee experimented with two different solutions 
to keep the engine temperature down Simon 
Crafar and Brian Morrison's bikes. Both sys- 
tems (one with a water cooler and another 
with an oil radiator) did the job perfectly, and 
the black and purple Hondas showed engine 
temperature-in the seventies, whereas the 
temperature gauge on the official Castrol 
Hondas indicated 82 degrees Celsius. The 
Italian-based team had also received some 


more parts from Japan (fuel-injection control 


box, CDI box, wire harness) that will be used 
in the ‘95 NLS kit, and which is said to add 
three horsepower to this year’s version. Team 
Rumi rider Simon Crafar isn't doing that bad 
either; the 25-year-old New Zealander is now 
competing in his first World Superbike season 
and has scored in every. race of the year, 
except one. This puts him sixth in the title 
chase and he is getting a lot of attention from 
the factory teams where-he's sure to be high 
on everyone's shopping list when silly season 
starts. On Saturday evening, Crafar got news 
from Honda that he would have a full works 
engine at his disposal for the Sugo race:

Until last year, 
Doyle led the official Kawasaki effort in the 
World Superbike Championship: 


The two-year-old, 2.45-mile circuit of Sentul 
may have scared а few of the riders, but 
adrenaline levels were at an all-time high 
level each time the riders went back to their 
hotel in Jakarta, at some 25 miles away from 
the circuit. The organizers had rented the ser- 
vice of a bus company, which took care of 
transporting the superbike teams. The three 
bus drivers were mere mortal Indonesians; 
extremely friendly people, who lose their 
good manners as soon as they are put 
behind the wheel of a motor vehicle. The 
daily ride to and from the hotel was for most 
riders an ordeal much bigger than their 
chance for good lap times on: the Sentul 
track. 


The "fuel affair" which caused Aaron Slight 
and Andreas Meklau some sleepless nights, 
might turn into а never-ending story. In Sen- 
tul, Ducati team manager Virginio Ferrari 
handed over a letter to Slight and to the FIM 
officials to formally protest against the 
“incomprehensible decision of the federation" 
lo give both riders back their points. "This is 
not a reaction against Aaron or Andreas, but 
we need a consistent policy by FIM. We have 
seen in the past in: the Grands Prix that the 
federation can hamper the development of 
the sport by making this kind of decisions," 
Ferrari said. According to’ Honda team man- 
ager Neil Tuxworth, there is no reason why 
FIM should change their decision. "The main 
reason why we protested against the exclu- 
Sion is the fact that no ballot had taken place 
in Donington to determine the riders that 
were going to be checked. In addition, the 





contrary to the customary way of introducing 
new rules.

No less than five French riders turned up at 
Sentul, giving the French the largest national 
delegation. Because of that, one might be 
tempted into thinking that the World Super- 
bike Series is big in the country of the Eiffel 
tower.

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RALLY | 2nd Annual Nevada Rally

n paper, the results of the Second 

Annual Nevada Rally looked a 

lot like the results of any other 

off-road race. 

Last year's winner, Kawasaki 

KLX650-mounted Alain Olivier, 
took his second win in a row by a five- 
and-a-half-minute margin over Ameri- 
can Honda's Johnny Campbell, and a 
second factory-backed Honda XR620 
piloted by Jimmy Lewis finished 16 min- 
utes back to take third. 

But it was what the results didn't say 
that was really important. 

The results didn't say that Olivier, 
one of the top off-road racers in the 
world, travelled all the way from France 
to compete in the event, or that his five- 
minute margin was painstakingly eked 
out one second at a time over six days 
and 1700 miles of off-road racing. They 
also didn't say that his bike blew a head 
gasket just five miles after the end of the 
last special test when he was taking part 
in a post-race photo shoot. 

The results didn't say anything about 
mid-summer temperatures that soared 
over 110 degrees, chase vehicles that 
clocked up more than 2000 miles apiece, 
and pit crews that worked from 4:00 a.m. 








each morning until 11:00 p.m. every 
night. 
And they didn't say anything about 
the massive organization effort mounted 
by Acerbis Adventure, the promoting 
arm of the Italian plastics manufacturer 
Acerbis Italia, best known in the U.S. for 
motorcycle fenders, tanks and other 
accessories. That effort involved two 
full-time helicopters, five Italian doctors, 
scores of course workers in bright red 
overalls, and $25,000 in prize money. 

Despite results that looked like any 
other off-road race, the Nevada Rally 
was one of the most spectacular motor- 
cycle events ever seen in North America 
and, in just its second year, it has already 
established a reputation that draws top 
riders from all over the world. 

“It’s one of Franco's (Acerbis) goals to 
have a rally that draws the best riders 
from around the world - not just the best 
French or the best Italian riders, which 
happens in many European rallies - and 
we think we are on the way to achieving 
that," said Event Supervisor and Acerbis 
USA Vice President Bill Berroth. "That 
takes care of the front half of the field. 
For the later riders, we want to put 
together a good, fun ride and a good 
adventure, and try to 
build some camaraderie 
so we have a big family 
come back to Vegas at 
the end of the week."

Two-time winner Olivier, who has 
twice won the Tunisia Rally in North 
Africa and is a seven-time ISDE medal- 
ist, described the rally as one of the most 
important events he has ever raced. 

^What I like most is the idea of com- 
peting with Americans," said Olivier, 
speaking through an interpreter. “This is 
an opportunity to have European and 
American riders competing together, 
which has never been done before. It is 
our first chance to meet American com- 
petitors." 

Off-road experts from as far away as 
Germany, Austria, Italy, Japan, Spain 
and Australia took up this year's chal- 
lenge and flew in to do battle with the 
Americans. The field included former 
World Motocross Champion Heinz Kini- 
gadner of Austria and three-time Paris- 
Dakar winner Stephan Peterhansel of 
France. 

America's best, including ISDE veter- 
ans like Charles Halcomb, Baja experts 
like Chuck Miller and desert racing aces 
like Paul Krause, turned out to meet the 
challenge, but the format of the event 
gave rally veterans like Olivier and 
Peterhansel a distinct advantage over the 
Americans, most of whom had exactly 

one rally - last year's 
Nevada event - under 
their kidney belts.

boat Hotel and Casino in Las Vegas, and 
the event's international flavor was 
apparent from the get-go when the first 
of the daily riders' meetings was held in 
a mixture of English, Italian and French. 

Starting positions were determined 
by a blast around a one-rider-at-a-time 
motocross course in the vacant lot next 
to the Showboat on Saturday afternoon. 
Tight corners and slippery transitions 
from asphalt to dirt put several of the 
top racers on their heads and left them 
way back in the dust for Sunday's open- 
ing stage. Honda riders Jeff Capt and 
Lewis tied for the fastest time around the 
one-mile course. Capt got to start the 
next day first, by virtue of having run 
the prologue earlier, but would have 
preferred to start back in the dust. 

"I wasn't expecting to win the Pro- 
logue - it's a little intimidating," said 
Capt. "I would've been happy to be in 
the top 10 so I could watch trails, 
because I've never read a roll chart 
before. I'm going to learn how to do it 
going up the pavement tomorrow." 

Chuck Miller, France's Richard Sainct 
and Italy's Enzo Manetti, all on XR628s 
or XR600s, made it Honda all the way in 
the top five. Olivier's slow but steady 
approach put him in 18th. 

“He says he has often noticed that the 
first day's winner is not the winner at 
the end of the rally," said Olivier's inter- 
preter. "He who starts first, doesn't fin- 





ish first. You have to ride smart every 
day and not get lost. That’s the key to a 
rally - not being the first rider on the 
course.” 

Capt continued to worry about his 
number-one position all the way up to 
7:00 a.m. the following morning, when 
the riders followed a police escort out of 
the casino parking lot and down Boulder 
Highway. 

The Showboat’s marquee flashed 
good luck messages to the racers as they 
departed, and some them looked as if 
they might need it. Las Vegas desert 
expert Scott Morris, who led the Ameri- 
can charge for much of last year’s Neva- 
da Rally, was reviewing the owner’s 
manual for his computerized odometer 
15 minutes before the parade began; the 
wife of a German competitor was trying 
to decipher the 74-page pit crew manual 
using a German-English pocket dictio- 
nary; and Jean Claude Olivier needed all 
the power in his “whines like a Porsche” 
Yamaha 850cc twin to catch the back of 
the pack, which was almost out of sight 
by the time he made it to the highway. 
Jean Claude withdrew from the rally at 
the end of Day Two and flew home to 
France after hearing that his father-in- 
law had died. 

The first transfer section led north 
through Pahrump, setting the riders up 
for the Rally’s huge clockwise circle that 
would take them almost all the way 
around the edge of the nation’s seventh- 
largest state - from Tonopah in the west, 
to Elko in the north and Mesquite in the 
east, before returning to Las Vegas a full 
week later. 

The first special test began in Beatty, 
and the 77 starters made a spectacular 
sight as they were waved off the line one 
bike at a time every minute. By the time 
the first day ended 216 racing-miles later 
in Tonopah, the American riders had put 
the Europeans on notice. 





Lewis, who took the lead after Capt 
missed a corner just a mile and a half off 
the start, completed the cross-country 
dash in four hours and 16 minutes to 
take the $500 purse that was offered for 
each day's special test win. Honda 
teammate Miller was less than six min- 
utes behind in second, and third overall 
went to Olivier, with Campbell, Italy's 
Davide Trolli, Sainct and Austrian hot- 
shot Kinigadner rounding out the top 
seven. 

But not all the American racers were 
so lucky. Sixteen-year-old Nick Pearson, 
the youngest racer in the rally, had to 
quit for the day when his ignition went 
out. Daryl Folks lost time after he turned 
his KTM upside down and pumped oil 
into the airbox, and brother Bryan Folks, 
who destroyed the front end of his KTM 
in a crash, described his first day as 
“pretty hideous.” 

Utah’s Mark Lundgreen sacrificed 
speed for survival, remembering the 
crash that saw him helicoptered out of 
Day Three of last year’s rally with a bro- 
ken pelvis and hip, and Dirt Rider maga- 
zine editor Tom Webb began what 
turned into an almost week-long strug- 
gle with flat tires. 

The last rider in at the end of Day 
One was Enrico Della Porta - a deaf- 
mute from Italy. The XR600 racer report- 
edly wandered off the course and he had 
racked up an impressive set of penalty 
points before his day was finally over. 

Day Two’s run from Tonopah to Fal- 
lon included 12 transfer miles and 232 
hard-on-the-gas special test miles. Lewis’ 
day-one win put him in the lead at the 
start of the second day’s racing but he 
missed a corner in the opening section, 








ner battled for the lead throughout the 
day, but a wrong turn at the end of a dry 
lake bed near the end of the special test 
let Halcomb slip by the more experi- 
enced rallyists to take the Day Two win. 

By Day Three, with its 6:00 a.m. start, 
sleep was starting to seem like a thing of 
the past to most racers. 

“With the early starts and working on 
the bike, we were averaging maybe five 
or six hours sleep at the most,” said Dan 
Worley, who was campaigning a 
Kawasaki KX500 in the 30+ class. “And 
it was so hot that, after about Day Three, 
you didn’t feel like eating anymore - one 
bite of spaghetti and that was it. One 
meal a day and five hours of sleep a 
night for a week sure takes a toll.” 

Day Three involved a grueling 293- 
mile sprint north through Salt Wells and 
Humboldt to Elko, with blinding thick 
dust almost all the way. Olivier led 
much of the way. The reigning champ’s 
flawless ride gave him top billing in the 
day’s special test results and finally 
bumped Lewis out of the overall lead on 
total elapsed time. Olivier’s Moose Rac- 
ing-prepared Kawasaki completed the 
course in five-and-three-quarter hours 
at an average speed of 50.61 miles an 
hour. 

Campbell used an almost flawless 
ride to turn his fourth-place start into 
second overall at the end of the day. 
The rookie finished just two minutes 
behind Olivier but learned a valuable 
lesson in rally tactics from the wily vet- 
eran. 

“My odometer wasn’t working, so I 
was following (Olivier),” Campbell 
explained. “He led me past a turn we 
were supposed to take, but I was in his

like he had a flat or broke a disc or some- 
thing, so I passed him and took off." 

The minute Campbell was out of 
sight, Olivier got back on his bike, 
retraced his steps to the course and con- 
tinued with the race. 

While the lead duo were busy trying 
to outride and outwit each other, may- 
hem reigned in the rest of the field. 

Halcomb and Kinigadner wandered 
off the course after their navigation 
equipment failed - a common problem 
when fragile electric rollchart holders 
and odometers were pounded by the 
Nevada desert, and Lewis followed suit 
because his rollchart holder had been 
wiped out by a crash. 

Trolli followed the lost riders so far 
off the course he ran out of fuel seven 
miles from the last check, and sat and 
waited almost two hours before another 
rider gave him gas. Michigan's Ron 
Flagg failed to finish the day after he 
crashed and separated his shoulder, and 
Miller was forced to take a two-hour 
penalty when his pit crew replaced his 
blown engine at a gas stop. 

Further back in the pack, where the 
emphasis was on completing the course 
rather than winning the race, the miles 
were passing fairly smoothly for Lori 
Conway, the only woman in the race, 
and 50+ class leader Sam Bass, who, at 
65-plus, was the only racer in the field 
carrying a Medi-Care card. 

"A mama cow and a baby were in the 
middle of the road and I didn't want to 
charge them in case the mother thought I 
was going to hurt the baby and charged 
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me," Conway said. "I had to stop and 
keep revving my motor until they finally 
got off the course." 

Bass, who was competing in his first 
rally, faced tough competition from the 
only other entrant in the 50+ class - 61- 
year-old Herbert Schek, a 14-time Ger- 
man National Enduro Champion. Sheck, 
who has 13 Paris-Dakar trips and 
numerous other rallies to his credit, had 
far more rally experience than first-time 
roll-chart-reader Bass. Even Schek's 
daughter, who has raced three Paris- 
Dakar rallies, has triple the experience of 
most people in the field. 

Kawasaki privateer Dan Worley 
developed a special appreciation for the 
event's doctors. “I hit a big G-out on the 
second-to-last day and went into some 
rocks on the other side. They kicked me 
out of shape and into the barbed wire 
fence we were paralleling. I took out 16 
feet of it," said Worley, who was run- 
ning second to Miller in the 30+ class 
earlier in the race. "It got me around the 
neck and chest. I was pretty scared, sit- 
ting there holding my neck and bleed- 
ing. The first guys there were Italians, 
and they were freaking out when I asked 
them how bad it was, but they had a 
helicopter there in less than five minutes 
with a doctor. This is a topnotch organi- 
zation. I can't say anything bad about 
it.” 

Like many of the other riders, Worley 
took advantage of the doctors through- 
out the rally for minor problems like rid- 
ing rash, knee-brace rubs and bumps 
and bruises. The no-cost service was also 
available to pit crews, course workers 
and anyone else affiliated with the rally. 








With 177 miles of racing and a 20- 
mile transfer section, Day Four's cross- 
country charge from Elko to Ely looked 
like a chance for a breather, but that was 
before the racers noticed that the course 
seesawed over one mountain range after 
another. 

Olivier's Day Three victory had put 
him on the front of the starting grid for 
Day Four, but Scott Morris took over the 
helm in the early going and rode most of 
the day with Kinigadner hard on his 
heels. 

"I started third but Olivier and 
Campbell got lost," said Morris. "That 
gave me a chance to do some catching 
up, and I had a four-minute physical 
lead coming into the pit at the 83-mile 
mark, but I missed a turn. I went about 
15 minutes off the course according to 
the helicopter pilot who was flying 
above me." 

Morris was in such a hurry to get 
back on the course that he raced cross- 
country towards a checkpoint, only to 
find that a 15-foot ditch lay in this path. 

“I crashed in the bottom of that and 
had to work my way out of it, then I 
really got hurt. I hit a ditch going 60 
miles an hour in Lewis' dust. I didn't 
crash, but I bent the subframe and both 
wheels and gave myself whiplash," said 
Morris. 

Kinigadner's luck held for the first 
time since he crashed out of last year's 
Nevada Rally with a

five minutes ahead of Lewis, with Hal- 
comb, Trolli, Sainct and Morris follow- 
ing in quick succession. 

A seventh-place finish in the special 
test kept Olivier on top of the overall 
leaderboard, and the trick he pulled to 
lead Campbell off the course gave him 
five minutes' breathing room. Olivier 
acknowledged the trick with a smile and 
a wink, and said simply, “Today, I set a 
trap.” Lewis, Kinigadner, Morris, Sainct, 
Halcomb, Peterhansel on his French- 
made prototype Yamaha 660 and Italian 
racers Enzo Maneti and Fabrizio Meoni 
rounded out the top 10 in the overall 
standings.

U nlike most American off-road races, where riders follow ribbon and arrows, a 















day was suffered by Jeff Capt, who 
clipped a rock in just the wrong way 
and broke one of his fork legs in two 
pieces, which forced a DNF for the day. 
Way at the back of the pack, the most 
mishaps of any kind were being suf- 
fered by Larkin Wight, who was steadi- 
ly DNF-ing his way up the penalty- 
point ladder. Wight, who tackled the 
course on a hefty BMW 1100RS 
equipped with knobby tires. Wight's list 
of broken equipment included a frame 
and two drive shafts. 

"It has a rubber doughnut (in the 
drive shaft) to make it smooth-riding for 
the street. I was riding it too hard for 
that, so we took it out and welded the 
thing solid," said Wight. 

Thursday brought a rest day in Ely - 
an opportunity to make a few repairs, 
catch up on some sleep, and tackle a 
mountain of dirty laundry. Like every 
other town on the rally's route, Ely 
rolled out the red carpet for the caval-

handlebars - at race speeds. 


“It’s like dual sport on steroids,” said Charles Halcomb, who represented Ameri- 


can Honda. 


Halcomb’s teammate Johnny Campbell described the rally format as the most 
challenging type of racing he has ever tackled. 

“You have the speed of Baja, but you have to have the finesse of being able to 
read the route chart at the same time,” said Campbell. “Going 100 miles an hour, it's 
pretty difficult." 

The riders were challenged even more by a complicated set of rules about on- 
route repairs. The rally consisted of two types of sections - transfer sections and 
special test sections. In the transfers - relatively short sections used to get to and 
from each po test - the riders were given a generous time to make the distance 
and were allowed to make any repairs they needed. In special tests, which ranged 
from 101 to 293 miles, the riders went as fast as they could for the length of the sec- 
tion, and their time for each special test was added up to give their total finishing 
time. : 

But speed wasn't the only "special" test. With the exception of pouring gas, 
cleaning goggles and other minor duties, pit crews could provide no assistance at all 
during a special test - even holding the bike upright while the rider worked on it 
earned a two-hour penalty. Another rule said that all repairs in a special test had to 
be made using equipment that the rider was carrying, which meant replacing punc- 
tured tubes rather than simply changing a wheel - all while the clock kept ticking. 

The “fix-it” rules ruined Paul Krause's chance of a win when a wheel started to 
disintegrate 100 miles from the end of the first special test. 

"I stopped half a dozen times to tighten everything up and zip-tie it together, but 
it disintegrated completely about 20 miles further on," said Krause, who incurred a 
two-hour penalty because he was forced to grab a new wheel from his pit crew. 
"The penalty, plus the time I wasted trying to fix everything, put me outside the 

time (allowed for the special test), and I had to take a DNF for the

cade of rally vehicles and added a rodeo, 
western barbecue and dance to the wild 
west show, hay rides and belly dancers 
that greeted the racers at other stops 
along the way. 

Thursday also brought rain - the 
heaviest day of rain to hit areas of west- 
ern Nevada in three years, which caused 
huge washouts in the upcoming course. 

Day Five’s racing began at 6.30 a.m. 
and Kinigadner’s Day Four win had him 
in front of the pack as the course headed 
through Nevada’s cattle country to the 
picturesque town of Pioche, where a 
break in the 276-mile special test allowed 
the racers to stop and enjoy the scenery. 

Campbell topped Morris by six sec- 
onds to win the first section of the spe- 
cial test, with Olivier a minute and a half 
back in third, and Halcomb aced Camp- 
bell and Olivier out in the second half of 
the day from Pioche to Mesquite to take 
his second special test win of the week 
by exactly two minutes. 

When the overall times were added 
up at the end of the day, Olivier was still 
in the lead, five minutes ahead of sec- 
ond-placed Campbell, who had run into 
the rally leader's rear end while the two 
were scrambling to get back on course 
after they blew a corner in the second 
special test. Lewis was 21 minutes back 
in third in the overall standings, Kini- 
gadner was another 10 minutes behind 
in fourth, and Morris, Sainct, Halcomb 
and Peterhansel were all within an hour 
of each other. 

Miller limped into the pits after blow- 
ing a base gasket near the end of the first 
special test and epoxyed everything 
together for the second half of the day, 
and Lundgreen used the transfer section 
to fix a blown shock and a broken sub- 
frame. 

With only a 110-mile circle left 
between Day Five's finish and the check- 
ered flag at the end of the rally, the time 
for strategy was over when the racers 
lined up for the start of the sixth and 
final day of racing. 

Olivier's five-minute margin loomed 
large as Campbell powered off the line 
for his last-ditch grab at the brass ring - a 
grab that would be hampered by deep 
sand, tight washes and brutal washouts 
that forced sections of the course to be 
rerouted at the last minute. Strategy 
went out the window as soon as the time 
clock hit zero, and it was hard on the gas 
all the way. 

Campbell's charge died less than 100 
yards from the starting gate. 

"Johnny just froze, right on the line," 
said Honda Team Captain Bruce Ogilvie. 
^He forgot which way to go, he couldn't 
make sense of the road book. Basically, 
he got lost as soon as he started, right in 
front of the check." 

Campbell admitted to stress-induced 
brain fade, but he tucked in behind 
Olivier and, once he felt more comfort- 
able, powered past the race leader to try 
to improve his position. Lewis kept the 
throttle wide open, hoping one of the 
leaders would make a mistake, and Kini- 
gadner leapfrogged his way up from 
sixth in the starting order to take the spe- 
cial test lead. 

Further back, Halcomb capped what 
he described as "an already frustrating 
week" with a flat front tire at the 75-mile 
mark, and Miller marred a great finish- 
ing burst by crashing on a gravel road 20 
miles from the finish. 

But despite everyone's best efforts, 
experience and a cool head kept Olivier 
ahead in the time standings and, when 
he crossed the finish after 1700 miles 
and more than 26 hours of racing, the 
French rally veteran had overalled the 
Nevada Rally for the second time in a 
row. 











“He says the е; of the head is 
what makes the difference,” said Olivi- 
er’s translator. “This afternoon they 
went for pictures. He had a chance to 
ride the motorcycles from Honda and 
their bike is a little more powerful. It 
proves it is not the motorcycle - what 
wins is being smart riding the ride.” 

The 29-year-old racer, who said he 
may not be back for next year’s rally 
because he is nearing the end of his 
career, added that he prefers racing in 
Nevada to the more prestigious rallies 
closér to home. 

"I like to race here better because in 
Africa you can’t ride that fast,” said the 
Moose Racing /FMF/Braking /Roxy / 
Techno/Sidi/Acerbis/Cycle Gear/ 
Scott-sponsored Olivier. "It is fast but 
you have to race 75% of your limit. If 
you ride 100%, you will get killed - it 
looks smooth, but you have a lot of hills 
and things that can kill you that you 
don't see. Here, I can go fast and have 
fun at the same time." 

Campbell grabbed second overall for 
American Honda, and Jimmy Lewis 
made it two in a row when his XR628 
took third 16 minutes behind Olivier. 

"This is more of a mental challenge 
than anything else," said Lewis, the off- 
road editor for Cycle World magazine. 
“You have to keep on top of stuff - no 
drifting off and crashing, or making mis- 
takes. It's a long week and it's a lot 
tougher than a regular job." 

Fourth overall was grabbed by Kini- 
gadner's KTM LC4, and Morris was the 
top two-stroke rider in fifth. 

Halcomb's sixth overall put a third 
factory Honda in the top 10, which was 
rounded out by Sainct, Peterhansel, 
Meoni and Trolli. 

Miller battled a week's worth of 
problems to take the 30+ class win in 
13th overall, more than an hour ahead 
of second-placed Daryl Folks. Jan 
Prichard took the 40+ honors in 17th 
and Bass took a wire-to-wire win in the 
50+ class. 

No matter where they finished, every 
racer in the pack gave thumbs up to 
Franco Acerbis and Acerbis Adventure’s 
organization, and everyone said that rid- 
ing the Nevada Rally was worth the 
price - which some racers put as high as 
$20,000. The lowest estimate was $4000 
from Jan Prichard, who proudly said 
that his rally experience made him “the 
best, the worst and the only desert racer 
from Mississippi.” 

But whatever the cost, and whatever 
their feelings during the long, hot miles - 
some of which were probably summed 
up by the shredded, stomped-on route 
chart that was found lying by the course 
on the very first day, most of the racers 
were making plans for next year’s rally 
before they pulled out of the Showboat 
Hotel's parking lot at the end of Sun- 
day's finishing ceremonies. 

“We put this on because we love 
motorcycles and motorcycle racing," 
said Berroth. "And we hope to keep 
doing it for quite a few years to come. 
It's the only rally of its kind in North 
America and we want to make it the best 
rally we possibly can." єх

Performing well during the special tests was 
extremely important for most of the riders - 
not only because of how it would affect the 
final results, but because each morning's 
starting positions: were determined by the 
previous day's finish. -A bad day would mean : 
fighting through the dust of slower riders in an 
effort to. turn in a decent score. After snap- 
ping off a fork leg.and failing to finish Day 
Three, American Honda's Jeff Capt started 
Day Four near the back of the pack, but used 
a creative line to pass several riders. “It was 
a long, silty dirt road following some railroad 
tracks," said Capt. “I was getting totally dust- 
ed out, so | just-hopped up on the tracks and 
rode down the middle:-! almost crashed. get- ` 
ting over the rail, but then | passed about 10 
guys.” 


Two helicopters followed the entire route of 
the rally, filming the event and providing 
immediate medical. access to injured riders.

ichael Doohan’s Honda 
M appeared with a new paint 

job for the Czech Republic 
GP in a move apparently planned 
by Honda's marketing men, but 
which might have been specifically 
designed to confound journalists, 
including Honda's own press agent, 
who had not been told of the 
change. The new zig-zag paint and 
bold NSR lettering are thought to 
match a forthcoming streetbike. 
However, publishing schedules 
meant that when Doohan won the 
World Championship, magazines and newspapers on tight schedules weren't be able 
to run color pictures of the new champion on his new bike. Normally, magazines 
would run a suitable picture from earlier in the year to celebrate the event, but these no 
longer apply. The press agent, meanwhile, had prepared several hundred press kits, 
complete with color pictures, to be released if Doohan won. Now all those pictures are 
out of date. 


Norifume Abe was back for a second 
attempt with Team Marlboro Roberts in 
the Czech Republic, riding in place of 
the still-injured Daryl Beattie. His first 
attempt, at the British GP, ended with a

The rumor mill: Who's 
going where? 


he melting pot is molten as seldom before in 
Т Prix road racing, with expectations for 

next season far from clear on a number of 
fronts. Beginning with who is definite in the 500 
class: Michael Doohan will stay with Honda, Kevin 
Schwantz and Alex Barros with Lucky Strike Suzu- 
ki, Alberto Puig with Ducados/Pons Honda, Loris 
Capirossi with Team Marlboro Pileri (moving up 
from 250s). And a number of privateers will doubt- 
less remain privateers. 

The rest are in a state of considerable flux, not 
helped by strong rumors of changes among the 
teams themselves. Chief among these is the persis- 
tent rumor that Cagiva is set to pull out of GP rac- 
ing, and that Team Roberts is set to lose (or possibly abandon) Yamaha. Part two, or is 
it part three, of this has Kenny Roberts taking over the Cagiva race shop to go it alone. 
Like all the best rumors, they are somewhat far-fetched, but may contain a grain of 
truth; the Cagiva-to-quit story had gained enough circulation for factory owner Clau- 
dio Castiglioni to issue an official denial of sorts at Brno. “I never said we would quit,” 
tead the statementgwhich of course is not the same as saying: “We will definitely con- 
tinue.” 

Sources within Team Roberts, however, said that they expect to retain both the 
Marlboro sponsorship and the official factory Yamahas. The big question is who will 
ride them. Current rider Luca Cadalora is not expected to stay, and hopes to acquire 
backing for a Honda ride. He has been with the team two years, but though he won 
twice in 1993, has been worse than erratic this year. However, with the limited options 
available on both sides, it is far from impossible that he will stay with the team. 

The future of Cadalora’s teammate Daryl Beattie is also far from certain. The Aus- 
tralian ex-Honda GP winner has had a dreadful season even before his bad foot injury 
at Le Mans. Beattie has been having talks of some kind with Serge Rosset, who may 
also achieve closer links with the factory next year even if the official works team 
remains with Roberts. But there are not many riders for Roberts to choose. The best are 
already booked, and likewise the promising newcomers. Even Norifume Abe, who 
rode in Beattie’s place in Czechoslovakia, may have a prior commitment to Wayne 
Rainey. 

Honda has signed Doohan for another year, with an option to renew, while the 
promising Puig has one more year to go with Team Pons. The Spaniard plans to have 
surgery in California at the end of the season to seek a permanent fix to the problems of 
pain and “pumping up” in his arms that has hampered him for two years now. John 
Kocinski also wants to ride a Honda, and famed tuner and team boss Erv Kanemoto 
would gladly give him a bike. The problem is sponsorship, as always, with Kocinski 
seeking backing so the dream package can come true. Current Honda rider Shinichi 
Itoh is not expected to return; while Alex Criville is also expected to be cast out into the 
wilderness. Doug Chandler has upped his game enormously as contract time 
approaches, but if Cagiva doesn’t renew his contract he may be a candidate for Team

Honda. Romboni is clearly a candidate 
for a top ride for next year, but it is hard 
to know where. Suzuki would probably 
take him, but he would prefer to ride a 
proven race winner, and on Dunlops 
rather than Suzuki’s Michelins. Aprilia 
would like him too, but would have 
trouble reconciling their star rider Max 
Biaggi to the idea. The two clashed on- 
track in Germany this year, and little 
love is lost between them. “We would 
have to run separate teams, or put up a 
boxing ring in the pits,” quipped team 
boss Carlo Pernat. 


Aprilia has a far-reaching policy of 
schooling young talent, that has already 
paid dividends with Max Biaggi. At 
Brno they announced a three-year con- 
tract with rising star Stefano Perugini, 
who currently rides a semi-works April- 
ia 125. Perugini will get a works 125 for 
next season, a semi-works 250 for 1996, 
and a full works 250 for 1997. 


The issue of cost-cutting is still simmer- 
ing, with the factories opposed to 
IRTA's suggestions of limiting the num- 
ber of works bikes, and allowing each 
rider only one bike. Cagiva boss Clau- 
dio Castiglioni called a special meeting 
of the GP Manufacturers' Association at 
the factory at Varese for next Wednes- 
day, with IRTA officials on hand for a 
second meeting with the GPMA after- 
wards. 


Kazuto Sakata, the 125cc World Cham- 
pionship leader, is being pursued by 
Yamaha for a works ride next season. 
Factory Aprilia rider Sakata is the first 
Japanese rider to get a European works 
ride, and now finds himself in a tug-of- 
war, with Aprilia determined to keep 
him on strength. 


The Honda Rider's Club of America

he V-twin 400cc Aprilia was again absent in the Czech Republic Grand Prix as the 
factory tries to solve the problem of piston seizure. Originally, they had hoped 
that they and rider Loris Reggiani would be back at Brno after missing the French 
and British GPs, but continuing problems mean they now expect to miss not only this 
race but the next two "foreign" rounds at Laguna Seca and in Argentina, returning for

Murray set for 125cc GP 





evin Murray (right) will get his first 

taste of Grand Prix racing after being 

accepted as a 125cc Wild Card for the 
U.S. GP. The 35-year-old machinist, who's 
been racing for 28 years, said he owes the 
ride to Roadracing World editor John 
Ulrich. "John came up to me at Putnam 
Park and said you're going to do the GP,” 
Murray explained. Ulrich said he men- 
tioned Murray in the course of an unrelat- 
ed conversation with U.S. GP organizer 
Dennis Noyes. "He's one of the most con- 
sistent 125cc riders in the U.S.," Ulrich 

. remembers telling Noyes. ^At least take a look at him. He's extremely qualified." 

Murray, who races under the colors of his own shop, MCE Racing, is leading the RK 
Chain Formula III class this year after winning seven of the eight races he's entered. He 
raced in Europe from 1990 to 1992 and would like to return there next year to race the 
Ducados Open series, which is expected to expand from its Spanish roots. During the 
off-season Murray, who gets help from American Honda, works as a prototype 
machinist for TRW, making parts for lasers, rocket engines, and air bag cells, much of 
the time at the Capistrano test site, though he's also worked at White Sands and San 
Clemente. 

In addition to road racing, Murray holds a number of FIM drag race records he set 
several years ago aboard a Bultaco Pursang 250 which he'd formerly dirt tracked 
before retiring from that discipline in 1978. He's also raced the same Bultaco, but with 
nitrous oxide on the salt flats at Bonneville. When he's not racing he restores vintage 
road racers and drag bikes at his shop in Vista, California. He recently finished restor- 
ing a 1971 Vance & Hines Honda with twin CB750 engines.

ewly-crowned AMA 250cc Grand Prix Nation- 
N al Champion. Rich Oliver (right) will lead the 

charge of American Wild Cards for this year's 
United States Grand Prix on September 11. Oliver 
will ride his Performance South-backed Yamaha 
TZ250 at Laguna Seca in what will be his third race 
in four weeks. 

Oliver wrapped up the 250cc title at Sears Point 
Raceway in Sonoma, California on August 21 before 
venturing to Portland International Raceway in 
Portland, Oregon for the WERA Pro Series event. Oliver finished 11th in the Formula 
USA final while winning the Formula II race. 

The second 250cc Wild Card will go to Chris D'Aluisio, who takes over the entry 
originally slated for former 250cc Grand Prix winner Jimmy Filice. D'Aluisio, who is 
currently sixth in the AMA 250cc Grand Prix Series point standings, is expected to 
compete on his Motoworld /Lassak Racing/Spectro Oil-backed Aprilia. 

The 125cc Wild Card entries have gone to Moto Liberty's Takahito Mori and WERA 
Formula III points leader Kevin Murray. Mori's preparation for the event included a 
weight loss program that will see the Japanese rider enter the race some 20 pounds 
under his normal weight. 

There will be no Wild Card entries in the 500cc class as Scott Doohan was forced to 
withdraw his entry. Doohan, who competes in the Australian Superbike National 
Championship, was originally slated to ride a Shell-backed Harris Yamaha. 

A last-minute entry into the 500cc Grand Prix, however, is Californian Chuck 
Graves, a former WERA Formula USA Champion. Graves will not ride as a Wild Card 
entry, but instead will ride a substitute rider on a Serge Rosset-owned ROC Yamaha.

Agos- 
tini won 11 races in 1972 on his factory 
MV Agusta. If Doohan were to win the 
final three GPs, he would also move into 
a tie for sixth on the all-time 500cc GP 
win list with 22 victories. Those 22 wins 
would tie him with Geoff Duke, Kenny 
Roberts and John Surtees. One more 
win in 1994 will move Doohan out of his 
tie with Wayne Gardner and into a tie 
with Barry Sheene for 10th on the all- 
time list.

Abe's 
coming to 
America |

Monday, August 29, it was 

almost a certainty that Japan- 
ese sensation Norifume Abe (right) would be riding in the 500cc United States Grand 
Prix aboard a Marlboro Roberts Yamaha. 

The exciting 18-year-old, who made a name for himself by racing up front with 
Kevin Schwantz and Michael Doohan in the Japanese Grand Prix prior to crashing on 
the final lap, will join Luca Cadalora and Daryl Beattie as the third rider on the Kenny 
Roberts-owned team. 

Due to the fact that Michael Doohan has already wrapped up the 500cc World 
Championship, IRTA (International Racing Teams Association) has approved Abe's 
entry in the United States Grand Prix as the third rider on the Marlboro team. At press 
time, however, Beattie's status in the race was was still up in the air. 

“Daryl’s coming out on Monday (August 29) for a check up,” Marlboro Roberts team 
manager Chuck Aksland said. "They're going to check him out and then we're going to 
Kenny's ranch to let him ride a mini bike. We'll see how he feels. He's our number two 
rider and we'd like to give him the chance to do what he can do at Laguna." 

Abe finished sixth in the Czech Republic Grand Prix on August 21 in what was the 
second 500cc Grand Prix of his young career.

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„hen Michael Doohan 
climbs off his Honda 
NSR500, he limps 
badly for the first 
eight or ten steps. 
Then his gait settles 
down and he’s merely lopsided. 

It’s the same when he gets up off a 
chair, and a bit worse when he gets up 
in the morning. It’s because his right 
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foot claws up when he’s not actually 
walking on it. And with no muscle and 
little soft tissue remaining, the process 
of letting his weight sort the bones out 
takes a little time. 

The lower leg is basically ruined. The 
ankle has no movement - running is out 
of the question, and always will be. 
Doohan maintains the high level of fit- 
ness needed to be master of a 180-horse- 


power 200-mph Grand Prix bike by 
cycling, and in the gym. 

“There’s not much else to do when 
you’re not racing, so I spend at least two 
hours a day,” he says. 

Nor can he ride a motorcycle like 
ordinary riders. Though he has the 
strength in his leg to move around on 
the right footpeg, he can’t operate a rear 
brake pedal with anything like the sen- 


sitivity needed - he especially among 
500 riders uses the rear not only to 
steady the bike under braking, but also 
to tighten the cornering line and to mod- 
ulate wheelspin. He races with a hand- 
control specially devised by his team 
during 1993 - a modified Jet-Ski thumb- 
operated throttle on the left handlebar. 

The 29-year-old Queenslander, now a 
resident of Monaco, will have yet more 
surgery this winter, to cut the tendons to 
the toes, which will reduce the ball-up 
effect. Then when he retires, a final 
operation will re-lock the ankle to a 
more user-friendly 90-degree angle than 
the current 100 degrees. It will never get 
better than that. 

Those who only see him riding can- 
not appreciate the power of this daily 






reminder of his human frailty, and of 
the fallibility of a racing certainty. It is 
the lifelong legacy of an unlucky crash 
at the mid-point of the 1992 season. At 
the time, the Honda rider was a massive 
65 points ahead of Wayne Rainey, him- 
self absent because of injury. His new 
Big Bang Honda was so superior that 
the other factories were scrabbling to 
produce copies. He could cruise the last 
six races and still win easily. Victory 
and his first World Championship 
seemed assured. 

Instead came the practice spill at 
Assen. The injury was serious, and was 
followed by an apparent series of med- 
ical blunders that made it worse. Doohan 
credits GP medic Dr. Claudio Costa and 
his intervention with having saved his 
leg from amputation. But when he 
returned as a barely mobile, haunted fig- 
ure for a brave attempt at the last two 
races, nobody could save his title from 
the late-season surge of Rainey. 

As Kevin Schwantz said after losing 
his crown to the Australian at the Czech 
Republic Grand Prix last weekend: 
“Mick has paid his dues.” 

The background is important in 
appreciating the new World Champion, 
and a help in understanding why his 
reserved nature can often make him 
seem cold and austere. He's quite differ- 
ent away from the tracks, say his 
friends. But he often seems to brood 
during GP meetings, and it’s hardly sur- 
prising when you realize just how much 
tension he’s carrying in his helmet bag. 

Doohan has swept to this year’s title 
with assurance similar to that of 1992. 














The bad luck boogied over to the Lucky 
Strike Suzuki pit, where defending 
champion Schwantz suffered two costly 
arm fractures for a pair of quite minor 
spills (one off a mountain bike, yet); 
Doohan has had a number of lucky 
escapes. He fell in practice at high speed 
in Japan and Holland, in the wet in Aus- 
tria, and in the dust at Le Mans. And 
wasn’t even slightly hurt. In France, he 
almost crashed on the first lap and the 
last, both times through his own errors. 
But he got away with that too. And all 
the while he racked up wins, eight in all, 
including six in a row mid-season, with 
his final victory at Brno enough to clinch 
the title with three races remaining. 

^I was lucky all the crashes were 
front-enders, not high-siders. I’ve been 


unlucky in the past, and I've seen others 
crash their brains out, and get away 
with it. It's inevitable you're gonna 
crash sometimes. I've yet to know any- 
body who doesn't. You do need a cer- 
tain amount of luck." 

He has carefully protected his. 
Though he's not superstitious, all year 
long he has refused even to talk about 
the title. One day before Brno, he said: 
"Maybe I think it's bad luck. I don't like 
to talk about it because there's no point. 
I haven't won anything yet. But I've 
been thinking about it all year." 

The day after, he said: "I want to win 
it again next year to be certain." 

This is perfectly in keeping with the 
character of the most matter-of-fact 
World Champion in living memory. A 
private individual who once said: "I'm a 
pretty happy sort of person, but I guess 
I don't show it," his public persona is 
laconic in the extreme. He is completely 
under-awed by his own ability, likes to 
keep to himself in the paddock, and is 
both brusque and wooden when dealing 
with the media. An Australian sports 
magazine once memorably described an 





interview with him as "about as reveal- 
ing as a paper cup.” 

Doohan hates being the object of a 
fuss. He unbent enough to stay on for a 
rowdy post-race Honda party at Brno, 
having earlier intimated that he was as 
usual going to leave the track as soon as 
he could, no matter what the result. He 
must have been the only person who 
rejoiced when Honda failed to replace 
their lost Rothmans backing for this 
year. What some saw as a major blow to 
racing was a blessing. Never mind the 
loss of potential extra earnings, at least 
now he wouldn't have to dress up like a 
pack of cigarettes and endure regular 
press conferences and TV profiles. 

He likes to do what he's good at. 
What he's not so good at is public 


speaking, TV chat shows, and the artifi- 
cial intimacy of interviews. He prefers to 
clear off once the job is done, to relax 
with his friends, preferably offshore on 
a powerful speedboat. "I'm the same 
person I always was, and winning the 
championship doesn't make me differ- 
ent in any way. I'm not going to get big- 
headed or play the superstar." 

Some see this as a drawback, since 
the sport needs all the public awareness 
it can get. He realizes that winning will 
entail at least some obligation to help 
promote racing, but he may offer less 
than people expect. Lacking a sponsor 
to arrange press and TV interviews, pin- 
ning Mick down is somewhat haphaz- 
ard, at least at the tracks, and many a 
supplicant has been met with blunt 
refusal. "If the press want me to do 
things, ГЇ do them if I can fit it in. But 
they musn't expect some new smiling 
and obliging persona to emerge. People 
should accept me as I am." 

If they do, they will find qualities 
rare among World Champions any- 
where, and certainly in the racing pad- 
dock - a refreshing honesty that takes 





people as he finds them, and treats all of 
them the same. And expects to be treat- 
ed likewise. 

Trying to force an assessment of his 
talent is a game of cat and mouse. He 
insists he is “just an ordinary bloke who 
was lucky enough to get the opportuni- 
ty and to have the determination. 

"I'm not a hero, but some people 
might see me as one. Or crazy, however 
they look at it." 

He acknowledges the skills of his 
rivals, but declines to measure his own. 
"Schwantz is one of the most talented 
riders out there, I'm delighted to be rac- 
ing with him. I'm a fan of him and 
Rainey, I especially like the way Kevin 
rides." 

"So when you beat him, doesn't that 


mean you must be exceptionally talent- 
ed too?" 

"It's not up to me to say I'm the busi- 
ness. 

"I'm glad if people enjoy watching 
me. But it doesn't make me any different 
from anybody else. And basically I'm just 
doing it for myself and for my team."

Doohan expects to race for one more 
year - indeed, has just signed up with 
Honda to do so. After that, he'll proba- 
bly quit, though he is keeping the option 
open. 

In fact, he came close to quitting in 
1993 after the bitter disappointment of 
the year before. "At the end of 1992, 
with the injury, I thought about it. I 
didn't need to race for financial rea- 
sons, but I decided I still wanted to 
ride. But during 1993 my leg never was 
really healed, and I had a couple of 
accidents because of the lack of 
strength. Then I seriously wondered if T 
should give it away or carry on. I was 
already committed for 1994, but if it 
was going to be another struggling 
year, I would probably have called it a 





day. But I've really enjoyed this year, 
and if next year is enjoyable too I might 
stay on for 1996. 

"The injury did knock a bit of reality 
into me, and I realized there was more 
to life than motorcycle racing. I almost 
lost my leg, and I still realize the danger

here are two key ingredi- 
ents in winning the World Champi- 
onship. Firstly, a rider has to be fully 
prepared from the start of the season. 
Secondly, he has to be good enough. 
After that, the results are down largely 
to circumstances. 

In these terms, Michael Doohan has 
had an impeccable year. Although 
caught slightly off balance in the first 
race, he turned out nonetheless to be the 
readiest of the title candidates, and has 
maintained himself in a position to 
exploit that at every race since. 

Using creative riding, illustrating the 
depth of his talent, he embarked on a 
run of wins that gradually put him into 
a virtually unassailable position. Of 
course, luck has been with him, but so 
be it. You have to be ready when the 
wave comes along, for you might wait a 
long time for another. 

In fact, Doohan's luck began even 
before the first race of the year in Aus- 
tralia, when his only serious rival, 
defending World Champion Kevin 
Schwantz, hobbled himself with a bad- 
luck mountain bike crash that fractured 
his left arm. 

The injury was one thing. Far more 
costly wa$ that Schwantz missed the last 
vital tests of the Lucky Strike Suzuki, 
and as a result the team failed to uncov- 
er serious problems with the bike until 
two costly races later. The defending 
champion's usual bad luck, which took 
a year off in 1993, returned later to spoil 
his last chance of making good the early 
deficit, with another injury to his left 
wrist. Schwantz rode heroically after 
that, even achieving a brilliant second 
win of the season in Britain. But the 
numbers game was hard against him. 

The 500cc class battle has been all 
about these two men, and the loss of 
Wayne Rainey has been keenly felt. 
Things started a little differently, with a 
flash win in the first race by John Kocin- 
ski, looking threatening and talking big 
in his first full Cagiva season. Uncharac- 
teristically competitive, the Italian 


squad lapsed into their characteristic 
erratic performance soon after, and 
while the team has never been better, it 
was also never quite up to sustaining 
the momentum of their first-race suc- 
cess. 

As for Yamaha, bereft of their star 
rider Rainey, the Kenny Roberts-owned, 
Marlboro-backed team, once nicknamed

the Evil Empire because of its all-perva- 
sive strength, foundered badly. Having 
rejected once again the all-new Yamaha 
chassis, riders Luca Cadalora and Daryl 
Beattie soon slipped out of contention. 

It is Doohan and the works Honda, 
running unsponsored in the red white 
and blue of the Honda Racing Corpora- 
tion, who have defined the year. The 

















only hiccup came at the start, when 
Doohan later discovered that he was the 
unwitting guinea pig in some rear sus- 
pension experiments that didn’t work. 
“Tt seems they didn’t give me what they 
said they’d given me,” he muttered 
darkly at the fourth race, by when his 
will had prevailed. Now the factory 
were cooperating in his quest to take the 
bike back to the specification of his all- 
dominant 1992 bike, which would have 
swept him to victory but for virtual 
elimination by a badly broken leg. He 
wanted the same chassis feeling, and the 
same smooth and torquey engine specs, 
and when he got them he went on a 
winning spree. 

Australia saw Kocinski first, Cadalo- 
ra second, Doohan a dispirited third and 
Schwantz, arm in a plaster cast, fourth. 
A fortnight later Malaysia saw Doohan 
take his first win, reverting to an old- 
fashioned point-and-squirt riding style 
in heat that punished everybody’s tires. 
Kocinski was second, Japanese HRC 
Honda rider Shinichi Itoh third. 

Now the Suzuki story started to 
unfold. But for Schwantz having missed 
the early tests, the problems might have 
been solved before the season, rather 
than two races in. Baffled by the bike's 
resolute resistance to adjustments that 
Should have had predictable results, the 
team rushed back to Japan to regroup, 
and to compare the tricky new “produc- 
tion" version of the racer with the more 
amenable pre-season prototypes. There 
it was discovered that the race bike had 
Some manufacturing errors built in, and 
the unplanned geometry had turned the 
handling weird. With even a 1993 chas- 
sis being purloined from a show bike for 
comparison and tests, Schwantz 
emerged fighting back on the pre-season 
prototype, and won the Japanese GP. 

Doohan was lucky to survive unhurt 
from a high-speed practice tumble and 
claimed second, after a vicious battle 
with new hero Norifume Abe, until the 
Japanese youngster crashed. Itoh was 
third again, Kocinski ninth after a trou- 
bled meeting and a slipping clutch. 
Cadalora's Yamaha had led early on, 
but handling troubles dropped him to 
fourth after a near crash. He blamed the 
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tires, but the finger was later pointed at 
chassis inadequacies that severely pun- 
ished the exclusive Dunlop rubberwear. 

Doohan’s package was unbeatable in 
Spain, while Schwantz was by far the 
best of the rest. Kocinski was third; it 
was to be his last good finish for a long 
time. 

Jerez saw the debut of the new 
“giant-killer” V-twin Aprilia, with Loris 
Reggiani finishing 11th. This promising 
start for the 400cc machine, still in low- 
tune prototype form, did not last. The 
Aprilia was haunted by seizures in the 
early laps of the next four races, and 
was then withdrawn from the next two 
for further testing. 

Now the European season was start- 
ing in earnest. Doohan was ahead on 
points, with 86. Early points leader 
Kocinski was narrowly clinging on to 
second, one point ahead of Schwantz on 
68. The next two tracks, Salzburgring in 
Austria and Hockenheimring in Ger- 
many, were the fastest of the year, and it

was only to be expected that Doohan 
and his super quick Honda would make 
the most of them. He won both in domi- 
nant style. 

Kocinski was outpowered in Austria, 
then his Cagiva overheated, and he was 
lucky to get fifth. He then crashed in 
Germany during practice, breaking a 
finger on his left hand, and bringing his 
challenge to a close. 

Schwantz, for his part, could do no 
more than watch Doohan's rear Miche- 
lin disappear and make sure he beat 
everybody else, finishing second at both 
tracks. But it wasn't too late yet, and 
forthcoming was a run of twistier and 
more technical circuits, where the Suzu- 
ki rider excels. And they started with 
one of his favorite of all circuits - Assen, 
in Holland. 

Assen was the crucial point for 
Doohan in 1992. A practice crash put 
him out of contention just when he 
seemed certain to stamp his complete 
domination on the season. It was crucial 
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again in 1993. This time, Doohan sur- 
vived a 130-mph practice tumble with- 
out injury, while Schwantz fell at a 
much lower speed, and suffered awk- 
ward wrist injuries including fractures 
and dislocations that were to ruin his 
chances of using the middle part of the 
year to catch up. 

Ever the hero, Schwantz took fifth in 
Holland, with Doohan first, and second 
Lucky Strike Suzuki rider Alex Barros at 
last making good to take second, and 
Spanish works Honda rider Alex Criv- 
ille claiming his first rostrum of the sea- 
son in third. Fourth was Alberto Puig, 
surprise of the season in his 500 class 
debut. Now on a Ducados Honda NSR, 
Puig was hitherto an up-and-down 250 
rider, but had adapted amazingly fast to 
the demands of a 500. 

Now Schwantz was racing in a plas- 
ter cast, and every race would redislo- 
cate the injured bones. It showed real 
heroism as well as opportunism that he 
could take third a week later at Mugello 
in Italy, behind Doohan and a revived 
Cadalora’s Yamaha. More of the same 
fighting spirit showed in France, though 
this time to little avail, when he crashed 
two corners from the finish while dis- 
puting third with Criville. 

But Doohan was making hay, claim- 
ing his sixth straight win (his seventh of 
the year), a run of victories not equalled 
since Giacomo Agostini in 1972. Instead 
of Schwantz shrinking the points lead, it 
had now stretched to a yawning gulf. 
Doohan had 211 points, and Schwantz 
135. It was still mathematically possible 
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for Doohan to lose the championship, 
but increasingly unlikely. 

If this was a bitter pill for Schwantz 
to swallow, he gilded it somewhat in 
Britain. He crashed again in practice, 
but picked himself up to claim a scintil- 
lating victory (still in plaster) over 
Doohan, who had bamboozled himself 
over his tire choice. What neither rider 
actually said out loud, though, was that 
while Schwantz had to win, Doohan 
was wise to accept a safe second. 
Cadalora was third. 

This left just one race in Europe 
before the trip to the U.S., at Brno in the 
Czech Republic. Doohan had the chance 
to tie up the title. He needed to score 
five more points than Schwantz, and he 
did so decisively, while the still-injured 
American brought his ill-handling Suzu- 
ki home a disappointed seventh. Sadly, 
he would go to his home GP having lost 
the title he had waited so long to win. 

Now the focus was on the battle for 
third, with Kocinski fighting back from 
injury after his German crash. In France 
he was second, and in Britain fourth, 
and this lifted him slightly clear of the 
second-string brawl. Then came a break- 
down while lying fourth at Brno, and a 
non-score dropped him to fifth overall. 
Puig leads the group on 123 points, 
Criville has 122, Kocinski 120, Itoh 115, 
Cadalora 114 and Barros 108. All have 
everything to play for over the last three 
races, and should Schwantz fail to score, 
any one of them has at least a mathe- 
matical chance of displacing him from 
second. Kocinski is probably the best 
candidate, and a repeat Laguna win this 
year would liven the situation up even 
more, even if last year's came only with 
Rainey already out, Doohan crashing 
during the race, and Schwantz again 
racing injured. 

For all of these, future contracts as 
well as personal prestige rest on the 
results, and it is also an interesting bat- 
tle between youth and experience. 

Barros has both of these, having lied 
about his age to start GP racing at 15, 
and now 24 is in his fifth 500 year. But 
the Suzuki rider has struggled to find 
consistency to match his speed. 

Criville and Puig are also fierce rivals. 
The former is a one-time 125 champion 
in his third 500 year, and proving slow 
to mature in spite of his works Honda. 
On a similar bike, Puig has shown him- 
self an instant 500cc-class star. Itoh also 
has a factory Honda, but his role as test 
rider (he has used the fuel-injection sys-

tem several times this season) detracts 
from his impetus as racer. 

Cadalora has been victim of the 
Yamaha malaise, and with one 125 title 


and two in the 250 class, is far too expe-. 


rienced to take risks trying to exceed the 
bike's performance. But things have 
looked up in the latter part of the year 
since a revised Yamaha chassis at last 
proved a worthy replacement for the 
1992-based French-build ROC frames. 
And with contract-time approaching, he 
will be sticking his neck out further in 
the final races. 

His teammate Daryl Beattie - third 
overall last year and winner of the Ger- 
man GP - has had an awful year since 
switching from Honda to Yamaha. The 
machine/chassis/tire problems have 
affected him even worse than Cadalora, 
who at least is on the pace on a good 
day. Beattie was just starting to catch on 
and was taking up his place at last 
among the works riders when a gory 
practice crash on his first-ever lap of Le 
Mans severed all the toes on his left 
foot, and put him out of the next three 
races. 

His place was taken by the exciting 
Abe, who had severed all ties with 
Honda during the season so as to be 
ready to join Team Roberts and/or 
Rainey on a Yamaha. His first ride was 
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in Britain, but he too fell victim to the 
jinx, crashing and breaking bones in his 
hand in his very first outing on the bike. 
Sixth at Brno was his first-ever GP fin- 
ish, and he is a very exciting talent. But 
he will ride at Laguna Seca only if Beat- 
tie is still injured. 

The last of the works men (although 
ahead of Beattie on points) is Doug 
Chandler, who made a really slow start 
to his second Cagiva season, fighting to 
regain confidence after a bad fall in Italy 
last year. It took until well after the 
halfway point before he was riding like 
his old self again, and while circum- 
stances and bike trouble have prevented 
him from claiming any really good 
results since then, at least he’s riding 
like a professional once more. Contract- 
time is a powerful inducement to riders 
who might otherwise prefer to sit back 
and let time heal the wounds. 

The private riders on their ROC and 
Harris Yamahas have been left to play 
among themselves this season, in spite 
of a few favored riders including the 
veteran Niall Mackenzie getting the use 
of Big-Bang close-firing-order engines. 
Mackenzie seems set to prevail as top 
privateer, with some close competition 
from fellow-Briton John Reynolds, 
Spaniard Juan Lopez-Mella, and fellow- 
big-banger Bernard Garcia from France. 








250cc: TWO MEN, FIVE WINNERS 


The 250cc class has also produced a 
classic confrontation between two 
superstars, but the nature of business in 
this poetically competitive class means 
that they have had more than a few oth- 
ers up there with them as they battle 
back and forth. 

To be fair, it should be three men: As 
well as the two giants of the class Loris 
Capirossi and Max Biaggi, Japanese fac- 
tory Honda man Tadayuki Okada has 
been quietly getting on with a very con- 
sistent year, and after the Czech GP lay 
a very close third in the championship. 

Or should it be five? Not very far 
behind are Ralf Waldmann and Doriano 
Romboni. Romboni, yet another formi- 
dable Italian, has not actually won a 
race this year, though he has come close, 
and tends to be overshadowed by the 
Capirossi-Biaggi axis. 

Capirossi is in his third 250 year after 
romping to two 125 titles - at 17 in 1990 
he remains the youngest-ever World 
Champion in any class. He rides a Marl- 
boro-Pileri works Honda, and after nar- 
rowly losing the title last season, mainly 
because of his own lack of perfect con- 
sistency, he has put together a more 
mature effort this season. He has also 
claimed four wins in the first 10 races, 
with two non-finishes resulting from an 














engine failure in Spain and a crash at 
Assen. 

Biaggi again rides for the factory that 
brought the young Roman to promi- 
nence, on a works Chesterfield Aprilia, 
after losing him last year to Honda and 
Erv Kanemoto. Max never did get on 
with that team’s Michelin tires, howev- 
er; and he returned to Aprilia and the 
class-dominating Dunlops this year to 
win the first race in Australia, the first of 
four wins. Capirossi was third there 
after trying too hard on the last lap, and 
losing second also to Romboni. 

A fortnight later in Malaysia, Biaggi 
was simply unbeatable, illustrating an 
important difference between the April- 
ia and the Honda which is also a rever- 
sal of roles. This year the Italian bike is 
faster, with the Japanese bike taking 
ground back under brakes and in the 
corners. 

The third race, in Japan, went to 
Okada, with Capirossi second, local 
Wild Card Tohru Ukawa third, and 
Biaggi fourth. Then in Spain Biaggi fell 
and Capirossi broke down, leaving a 
first win of the year to last season’s late 
hero Jean-Philippe Ruggia. It was the 
Frenchman’s only win of the season, 
and he has complained consistently that 
his teammate on the Chesterfield- 
backed squad, Biaggi, has received bet- 
ter equipment - which is denied by the 
team. 

Austria was a brilliant battle between 
the two Italians, with Capirossi taking a 
narrow victory over Biaggi after the lat- 
ter had nearly tried too hard in some 
typically spectacular last-lap heroics. 
Much the same happened in Germany, 
third on both occasions going to Rom- 
boni. Then came Assen, and yet another 
superb going-away win for Biaggi after 
Capirossi had tumbled out of contention 
in the early stages. 

At this point Biaggi held the advan- 
tage, with his rival non-finishing twice 
to his once. But the key race was a week 
later at Mugello, in Italy, where Biaggi 
was again out front with a substantial 
lead when he made a completely 
unforced error and crashed out. Twen- 
ty-five certain points were lost, and 
Capirossi - who finished third behind 
Ralf Waldmann and Tetsuya Harada - 
was back with a good chance of catching 
up, now on 118 points to Biaggi's 128. 

For the next two races Capirossi got 
new engine parts to address the top- 
speed deficit, and while neither the 
twisty Le Mans or the sinuous Doning- 
ton Park are top-speed tracks, he won 
both races anyway. Biaggi was third in 
France, with Romboni second; but the 
British race brought yet another costly 
non-finish to the works Aprilia rider. 
Biaggi was contesting the lead when his 
engine seized, and he crashed. 

Thus by the time they got to Czecho- 
slovakia, Capirossi was 24 points ahead. 
But at Brno it was his turn to crash out, 
trying too hard to recapture second 
from Waldmann on the last lap, while 
Biaggi romped away to another domi- 
nant win. He comes to Laguna Seca one 
point behind, with an injured right hand 
that will be severely tested on the tight 
turns of La . Biaggi must now be the 
favorite, but we have seen time and 
again that in this class, anything can 
happen. 

The interlopers, apart from one-time 
winner Ruggia, are the Honda men, 
with Okada the best. He is in his second 
GP season, but missed a chunk last year 
through injury. His consistency has 


helped him overcome the disadvantage - 


of being the only Michelin runner 
among a horde of Dunlops, with three 
second places to add to his single win, 
and a string of steady finishes. 








Romboni's HB Honda has been con- 
sistently near the front, without achiev- 
ing the breakthrough he needs to win. 
Another crash at Brno was a further 
blow, leaving him with a broken 
scaphoid (wrist) that could prove trou- 
blesome. 

The big news of the season is his 
teammate Ralf Waldmann, who moved 
up from the 125 class and adapted to the 
bigger machine so quickly that he was 
with the fast men by the third race. Then 
in Italy came his first victory, and the 
German rider had joined the elite, a fact 
he underlined still further with a fine 
second at Brno. 

Two other Honda riders, Luis 
d'Antin and Wilco Zeelenberg, have 


failed to shine. But the third factory 
Aprilia man, former off-road hero Jean- 
Michel Bayle, has progressed rapidly in 
only his second racing season, showing 
real quality as a potential GP winner in 
the future. His best results were a pair of 
fifth places in France and Britain, and he 
is clearly on the way up. 

Yamaha has had a dreadful time, 
even worse than in the 500 class. Last 
year, Tetsuya Harada swept to an 
assured debut-season title win; this year 
he hurt himself in practice for the first 
race, and when he did return in Japan 
for the third round, he was still severely 
hampered by his injured right hand. It 
was not until the eighth round in Italy 
that he was back on the rostrum, with a 
second place. His other results have 
reflected a lack of development to the 
machine, largely because of his prob- 
lems. 

A second works Yamaha was ear- 
marked for Kenny Roberts Jr., but he 
broke his arm in a training crash even 
before the season began, and missed the 
first 10 races. His place on the Marlboro 
Rainey team was taken, first by Jimmy 
Filice and then by Toshihiko Honma, 
but neither were able to transcend the 
same machine weaknesses that spoiled 
Harada's title defense. 

Kenny Jr. came back at last to Brno, 
and was going well in the early stages 
with his eye on a position in the top ten 
when he fell, luckily without further 
injury. Laguna was the scene last year of 
his GP debut, and he will be more than 
anxious for a good finish there this time 
around. 


125cc: JAPAN AND EUROPE 
COMBINE 


The smallest class has seen the flower 
of Japanese youth complete a convinc- 
ing takeover, with the top three champi- 
onship places after 11 rounds held by 
Kazuto Sakata, and Honda rivals 
Noboru Ueda and Takeshi Tsujimura. 

Sakata, however, rides a factory 








Aprilia, the first Japanese rider to get a 
works European ride. And though he 
has only won three out of the first 10 
races, consistent finishes, almost always 
on the rostrum, gave him a massive 
points lead of 51 points with four races 
left. 

Ueda has won three times, and like- 
wise Tsujimura; while the best of the 
Europeans is Aprilia-mounted Peter 
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Defending World Champion Dirk 
Raudies had everything go wrong. In 
1993 he was the runaway winner of race

Yamaha entered the fray this season, 
with a best of second place for former 
multi-champion Jorge Martinez.

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By Michael Scott 
Photos by Gold & Goose 
rossroads in history only 
* become apparent in retrospect. 
But there are times when the 
+ speed of the passing traffic 

"^ makes it seem more than mere- 
ly likely that you are standing at one 
right now. 

This is the case in the 250cc class of 
1994. After several good years for the 
class, during which speeds have contin- 
ually risen while the 500s have slumped 
in stagnation, this year has reached an 
even higher level. Taking over the man- 
tle of the 125cc class, the 250s have con- 
sistently produced the closest and most 
exciting racing, the most numerous 
deeds of daring, the most glamorous 
heroes and the biggest improvement of 
lap times. As well as an arena where 
Japanese and European bikes meet on 
equal terms at the very highest levels. 





Two men stand out from the usual 
party on the rostrum, two figureheads of 
a generation of Italian talent. Appropri- 
ately, Loris Capirossi and Massimiliano 
Biaggi have also spent much of the year 
disputing the title lead as well as indi- 
vidual races. The vagaries of chance, and 
the quality of the opposition, mean that 
the likes of Tadayuki Okada and Dori- 
ano Romboni may even finish ahead in 
the end - but even they are overshad- 
owed. No matter: it should be an honor 
for them to be involved in what the 
world sees as a two-man battle. 

The two young Italians are alike in 
few ways beyond their exceptional skill 
and daring on motorcycles. Capirossi is 
two years younger, but has more racing 
experience; Biaggi is a similar shooting 
star, but began when he was a little older. 

Loris is a charming and courteous 
young man seemingly quite unaffected 
by fame, by success or by failure. When 
he lost the 250cc title last year to Tetsuya 
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Harada in the final race, it would have 
been understandable if he had thrown a 
fit of temperament. Instead he was the 
perfect gentleman, warmly congratulat- 
ing his victor, and gracious in defeat. For 
one so young, he has a very big heart. 

Max is more complicated, and more 
sophisticated, as befits someone who 
grew up in big-city Rome. He is an intro- 
vert, and in 1993, when he was having a 
generally unsuccessful season aboard 
the Erv Kanemoto Rothmans Honda, he 
gained a reputation of being aloof and 
unfriendly. He returned in 1994, 
changed almost beyond recognition. 
He'd learned to speak good English, and 
also how to smile, even in the face of 
adversity. He seemed to have started 
enjoying himself. And while there were 
occasional flashes of the old brooding 
Max, they didn't last long. He seemed to 
have developed a daredevil personality 
to match his sometimes terrifyingly high 
level of risk-taking on the track. 
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One other common thread is the way 
both came to road racing not as part of a 
lifelong racing ambition along the Aus- 
tralian/ American model, but almost by 
chance. Max had always wanted to be a 
soccer star, Loris did go motocrossing 
first, conforming to the need to learn 
how to ride a sliding motorcycle, but 
even that was just to have some fun. 

Nobody could say that Loris came to 
racing late, however. It all happened in a 
tush, but at such an early age that he 
became, at 17, the youngest-ever World 
Champion. Born on April 4, 1973 near 
Bologna, he'd first motocrossed at the 
age of 13, and road raced the next year, 
in the Italian 125 production champi- 
onship. Then he spent two years in the 
European championship, finishing ninth 
and fourth, before he was recruited to 
join the Marlboro-Pileri GP team in 1990. 

He won the 125cc World Champi- 
onship at his first attempt, and won it 
again the next year, a diminutive

teenage colossus prevailing over experi- 
enced rivals and fellow newcomers alike 
in the most competitive class in racing. 

His technique on a 125 gave him a 
number of runaway wins. His rivals par- 
ticularly admired his prowess at sliding 
the smallest and least powerful GP rac- 
ers. Loris looks back on his time in the 
class as being formative. Not only did he 
learn about the mental approach neces- 
sary to succeed in top-level racing, bene- 
fitting greatly from the advice and expe- 
rience of his Pileri-Marlboro teammate, 
close friend and former champion Faus- 
to Gresini, but he also learned how to 
ride perpetually close to a very narrow 
limit. There was also the question of 
machine and suspension settings. 

“I feel that a 125 is harder to set up 
than a 250. Without a power margin, the 
bike is very sensitive to even the slight- 
est imbalance. On a 250 the rider can 
make amends, but on a 125 you can’t 
afford the slightest mistake with the 
machine or with the riding.” 

Ready at 18 for a new challenge, Loris 
moved to the 250 class on a HRC-kitted 
RS250 production Honda. He was fre- 
quently with the front-runners, and even 
led a GP, but he was fundamentally out 
powered, finishing 12th overall. It was 
enough to show he was worthy of a 
works bike, which he got the next sea- 
son. 

Last season would have been heart- 
breaking for a lesser spirit. He came 
within four points of victory, losing only 
at the last race. But it was a just result: 
winner Harada had ridden an exemplary 
year, spoiled only by injury; while Loris 
had made several impetuous and costly 
errors while trying to exceed the perfor- 
mance of the bike or tires. Like his spec- 
tacular crash at Suzuka, throwing away 
likely victory. He emerged a wiser rider. 

Max came up by a different route. 
Born in Rome on June 26, 1971, he had 
no particular interest in motorcycling, 
instead being soccer-mad. Racing came 
along when he went to the Vallelunga 
track in Rome with a close friend. He 
was hooked. 

Riding an Aprilia AF1, he started rac- 
ing in 1989 in the Italian production 
class. It was a hit or miss affair - he and 
his father prepared the machine, but he 
admits: “All we ever did was change the 
sparking plug.” But he found he could 
run the pace, and was third in his first 
race when he crashed. The next year he 
joined up with a mechanic who made all 
the difference, and Max won the Sport 
Production Championship with victory 
in six out of seven rounds. 

In 1990 came a crucial event - he met 
up with Loris Capirossi for the first time. 
Loris was already World Champion, 
while one of Max’s prizes for winning 
the Italian title was an outing on Doriano 
Romboni's 125cc GP Honda in a round 
of the Italian 125 championship. Max 
was third, ahead of Loris. 

Clearly this was a rider of exceptional 
potential, and it was recognized by 
Aprilia race boss Carlo Pernat. He gave 
Biaggi a 250cc Aprilia to contest the 
European title, and Max won it, head 
and shoulders above the rest. This was 
the start of his relationship with Pernat 
and Aprilia that has been resumed this 
year. "Carlo is like a father to me," he 
says. "And the Aprilia seems to be my 
bike. As soon as I climb aboard I feel at 
home." 

Biaggi came to GPs the next year, rid- 
ing alongside Pier-Francesco Chili in the 
factory-backed Telkor Valesi Aprilia 
team. He was immediately up with the 
fast men, showing a flashing talent and a 
brazen riding style with frequent last-lap 
or even last-corner heroics. He was 
always ready to attempt the impossible, 


and also able to recover control when it 
seemed he must inevitably crash, and 
became a feared rival in close-quarters 
racing. But his first GP win, which came 
at Kyalami at the end of the year, was a 
classy runaway. 

The hiatus came in 1993. To the open 
dismay of Pernat, Max turned his back 
on Aprilia and took a very tempting 
offer from Honda, to take over the dou- 
ble-victorious Rothmans Honda from 
Luca Cadalora. Redoubtable crew chief 
Erv Kanemoto headed the effort, and it 
seemed such a good chance of title suc- 
cess that Biaggi risked not only the 
wrath of his old friends at Aprilia, but 
also potentially expensive lawsuits for 
what they claimed was a breach of con- 
tract. Then it all went sour. 

Instead of emulating the dominant 
Cadalora, Biaggi found he was immedi- 
ately in trouble with the Honda. He sim- 
ply didn't have the same feeling for the 
machine, and it was furthermore shod 
with Michelin tires, which were about to 
slump somewhat compared with the 
class-leading Dunlops. All Biaggi's expe- 
rience had been with the Anglo-Japanese 
tires, and the French ones caused him 
trouble all year, including a number of 
crashes, usually losing the front wheel. 
He did win one race, at Catalunya, but 
spent more time bucking the odds and 
falling short of his potential. 

Moving back to Aprilia, to a spot in 
the Chesterfield-backed factory team, 
was like coming home, and he was once 
again on course, taking his place in the 
new generation of talent. 

The stage was set for the great con- 
frontation. 

Apart from their first meeting, the 
two had a certain history. The low point 
came at Brno a year ago, when Capirossi 
accused Biaggi of dangerous riding after 
the latter cut across in front of him into 
the first turn, sending Capirossi wob- 
bling perilously at high speed towards 
the barrier. Biaggi defended his move as 
a normal racing attack, and the two had 
words. There was a similar incident in 
Germany this year, when Biaggi mount- 
ed a crazy and ultimately successful 
attack on Doriano Romboni for second 
place, barging inside on the final corners. 
Again he was accused of dangerous rid- 
ing, and again he defended himself with 
the immortal phrase: “This is bike rac- 
ing, not classical music.” 

Capirossi wants to forget all that 
now. “It is important that there is no 
unfair play in racing, because the results 
can be dangerous. But as far as I am con- 
cerned I have had no problem with 
Max’s riding since that one incident.” 

In fact, he doesn’t want to be drawn 
into too many comments about his 


rivals. Understandably, since like most 
racers it is most important mid-season 
for him to be wrapped up in his own 
performance. 

For instance, he sees nothing special 
about the Italian flavor to the class this 
year. “It’s no difference to me whether 
my rivals are Italian or not.” Nor does he 
accord any special significance to Biaggi. 
“He is very good and very fast, and it is 
always difficult to say who will win. Per- 
sonally, perhaps I'd feel happier if I was 
racing against Doriano (Romboni) than 
Max, but it doesn’t mean anything to me. 

“The Aprilia is faster than the Honda, 
but we have some other advantages on 
twisty tracks. At Le Mans we received 
engine tuning parts to improve top 
speed, but (we were speaking one race 
later at Donington Park) we haven't 
been on any tracks where we can really 
see if it is enough speed to be equal with 
the Aprilia." 

Looking at their respective situations 
after the British race, where Capirossi 
won and Biaggi no-scored after crashing 
with a rare engine seizure, the balance 
tipped in favor of the former. He has 
shown increased maturity this year, 
making far fewer mistakes on the track, 
and willing to accept second place when 
the circumstances dictate it. His tactics 
have improved all round. 

But then it all went wrong at the 
Czech GP, with Capirossi falling back 
into old habits. He crashed on the final 
lap while racing for second with Ralf 
Waldmann, and suddenly the champi- 
onship lead had fallen again to his rival. 
With Biaggi winning at Brno, the pair 
will head to the U.S. GP separated by 
only a single point; though Capirossi 
won't be healthy after injuring his wrist. 

Biaggi remains sometimes excessively 
impetuous. Witness not only the Rom- 
boni incident in Germany, but a similar 
last-lap move at Suzuka, a crash at Jerez 
when acceptance of second to the run- 
away Capirossi would have netted him 
first when his rival broke down, and 
another crash while leading at Mugello. 
Contrast these with his copybook wins 
in Malaysia and Assen, and you are 
forced to the conclusion that he is show- 
ing his relative lack of GP experience. 

" After Malaysia, I was sure that the 
title was possible," he told me at Don- 
ington. "Now it is all very close. I blame 
myself more for the Mugello crash than 
at Jerez. It happened when the front sus- 
pension rebounded too much and I lost 
the front tire - but it would have been 
easy for me to get maximum points and I 
didn't need to push so hard. 

"The Aprilia is faster than the Honda, 
but it has disadvantages under braking, 
when the back wheel lifts; and also in 
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Max leads Loris at Salzburg during their 
battle in the Austrian Grand Prix. 





the corners. The disc valves mean it 
doesn't come onto the power as smooth- 
ly as the Honda, so they can accelerate 
earlier than me. We will be testing new 
suspension parts after Brno to try and 
make it better under brakes. 

"Loris is a very good rider. When he 
beats me it is mainly because he can." (A 
typical piece of dry Biaggi wit.) “I 
remember from last year how late you 
can brake on the Honda." 

Both riders are aiming for a 500cc- 
class future - Capirossi will move to the 
top class in 1994, whether or not he wins 
the title. ^Of course I'd like to be 250 as 
well as 125 champion before going to 
500s, but I came very close to winning 
last year, and I feel that I have achieved 
my goals. You must always move for- 
ward, and I'm ready for a new chal- 
lenge." 

Two years ago, Capirossi said he 
didn't think he had the size or strength 
for a 500. Now he was looking forward 
to his first ride on an NSR500 Honda the 
day after the last GP of this year. 

"Your size is not important. You only 
have to be in good shape physically, and 
be prepared to work harder," he said. 
"The Pileri team has now confirmed they 
will have an NSR500 for next year, and 
we plan a very full winter of testing to 
prepare for this jump. 

“Т found 250s easier to ride than 125s 
because of the extra power. I don't know 
if it will be the same with 500s, though I 
see that Alberto Puig has made a very 
good transition. I just don't know what 
to expect, but I'm looking forward to it." 

Biaggi may follow him to 500s also 
next year. "At the moment I am plan- 
ning to go to 500s in 1995 - but it must be 
on a good bike," he said. "It may be that 
the Aprilia 400 will be good enough. It 
would be an easy bike to learn on. But I 
don't plan to go to the class if I can't be 
competitive." 

So what do the two men think of each 
other? Relations seemed more strained 
last year than this, and they exchange 
small talk when thrown together in press 
conferences or on the rostrum. But there 
is no friendship. 

Biaggi explains one reason why his 
relations with Capirossi (not to mention 
other riders, the press, and everyone else 
in the paddock) have eased this year. His 
1993 gloom was because of his difficult 
racing circumstances. "When you have 
problems, you know, the team knows 
and the factory knows, but you can do 
nothing about it - that's depressing. 
When you are winning or can hope to 
win, it's easy to be cheerful," he says. 

His relationship with Capirossi is 
purely professional. “I don't think it is 
possible to be good friends with a close 
rival. Sometimes you are in front of him, 
sometimes behind: so all the time you 
are fighting on the track. Some riders 
think differently and can be friends, but 
for me it is like a cold war. Friends are 
important to me, but not here. My job 
here is to win." 

Though Capirossi's unfailingly cheer- 
ful manner ensures that he is popular, he 
holds a similar view. “My relationship 
with all my rivals is of professional 
respect," he says. "I only have one real 
personal friend in racing - Fausto Gresi- 
ni. He comes from the same area as me, 
and he was my teammate on 125s, and 
also a little bit my teacher." 

Both are young, and believe they may 
go on to car racing after bikes. But this is 
all in the future. In the here and now, 
they have a duel on their hands. And 
between them they have created a little 
piece of history. a

he French have a keen sense of his- 
T tory, which explains why so many 

of their streets are named after 
dates of battles or other events that 
turned a new page in their country’s 
annals. Most notable of these is July the 
14th, the famous “quatorze juillet” when 
Robespierre and his guillotine groupies 
kicked King Louis and Queen Marie 
Antoinette into touch, creating the 
French Revolution as they did so. It’s 
the most important date on the French 
calendar, a national holiday when the 
whole country sits back and thinks how 
great it is to be French, and therefore 
just that bit different from everyone else. 
Never forget that Mr. Chauvin, who 
gave his name to chauvinism, was 
French - not that there’s anything wrong 
with a bit of flag-waving, is there? I 
mean, just look at my helmet before you 
answer... ! 

Gallic pride has useful spinoffs, even 
if sometimes the French do things differ- 
ently just for the sake of doing so. But 
where else in the world do you think it 














likely that the boss of a Grand Prix 
motorcycle team could get his country’s 
government to pay for the cost of devel- 
oping his own 500cc GP race engine? 
Yet, that’s exactly what Frenchman 
Serge Rosset has done, and to prove it, 
he asked me to come to Le Mans on the 
eve of the French Grand Prix this year to 
spend “le quatorze juillet” breaking the 
bike in for him, prior to its launch to the 
world’s press on race day. Yep - ultra 
ironic: just as President Mitterand was 
saluting the massed ranks of the Foreign 
Legion and such as they marched down 
the Champs-Elysees in Paris, there was 
a Brit with a Union Jack on his helmet 
taking a red, white and blue “tricolor” 
GP bike bearing the proud slogan 
“Moto Francaise GP1 ROC” on its flanks 
for its first-ever laps on a race circuit. A 
bit like asking a Canadian to christen a 
new works Harley-Davidson - er, hang 
on, Miguel DuHamel is a Canuck, isn’t 
he? Oh well - that’s the Entente Cordiale 
for you: British, French, we're all Euro- 
peans these days. Let's call it the Euro- 
Moto 500 and be done with it right, 
Serge? Especially since I'll bet there are 
a lot of Japanese parts in it anyway. . . 





“Mais non!” says Monsieur Rosset 
forcefully. “This is absolutely a French 
motorcycle 100% conceived and con- 
structed in our ROC factory in 
Annemasse. The only Japanese parts in 
it are the carburetors - which I accept 
must remain so, unless we can afford to 
develop our own fuel injection, which is 
very, very costly - and the conrods, igni- 
tion and clutch, all of which are Yamaha 
parts for the time being, but will soon be 
replaced by our own parts if we decide 
to take the project any further. The only 
reason we fitted them was to save time: 
we got approval from Madame le Min- 
istre (yes, the French Minister of Sports 
and Youth is a woman) to fund the pro- 
ject only in May, and we've had to move 
mountains to get the bike built and 
ready to be launched on this important 
symbolic occasion. The bike has never 
run until today, only as a single-cylinder 
dyno motor: I hope you don’t mind 
being the one who discovers whether it 
works or not?!” 

Er, no, Serge, ‘course not - but since 
you ask, how’s your medical insurance 
coverage, and is it paid up to date. ..? 

Actually, there's no need to worry,

because if anyone knows how to set up 
a brand new GP bike properly, it's Ros- 
set and his chief engineer Martial Gar- 
cia, who between them created the ROC 
GP1. Rosset’s track record in road racing 
is unparalleled: after winning a pair of 
World Endurance titles for Kawasaki in 
the early '80s, he began his collaboration 
with Yamaha with a bang in 1984 by 
taking Christian Sarron to the World 
250cc Championship. In 1986, he began 
a three-year association with ELF on the 
avant-garde Honda-powered 500cc GP 
bikes, which yielded a clutch of design 
patents eventually leased to Honda - a 
fact Serge is still touchy about: "If we 
can develop this engine further, the one 
thing I promise myself is that I will keep 
control of its technical evolution," he 
says. "I'm only interested in developing 
it myself, not selling it off to a third 
party." 

With the demise of the ELF project at 
the end of 1988, Rosset took over opera- 
tion of the Sonauto Gauloises 500cc 
Yamaha team, until the strict new 
French anti-tobacco laws undermined 
the team's continued existence. But by 
then, ROC had become a constructor in 
its own right, as well as a sub-contractor 
to Yamaha, when the Japanese manufac- 
turer took the unprecedented step of 
selling V-four engines - built to the same 
specification as its own works racers - to 
ROC and Harris in 1992 for them to 
build a batch of production racers for 
sale to privateers. This move was not 
only the saviour of the 500cc class - in 
1991, there were less than 15 starters for 
some GPs - but it allowed Rosset to 
become so prolific a constructor that 
around half the bikes on a typical 500cc 
GP grid now use ROC frames. And it 
also created the situation in which 
Yamaha has been using ROC chassis for 
the past year on its own Team Roberts 
works bikes, to resolve handling prob- 
lems with the Japanese-built frames. 

^My relationship with Yamaha is a 
two-way street," stresses Rosset. "They 
supply me with engines, with a strict 
confidentiality contract which the peo- 
ple who buy the bikes adhere to, and I 
am one of their suppliers for chassis 
technology. We have a close relation- 
ship which is why, before I could build 
this prototype engine, I had to get 
Yamaha's written permission to do so, 
so as not to breach the condition of our 
contract which forbids me from copying 
any of their technology, or of using any 
spare parts in their engines which were 
not supplied from Japan. Frankly, that's 
the main reason we've built the motor: 
there is a financial crisis in GP racing 
which means that many private teams 
are hurting badly - yet at the same time, 
the escalation of the yen and the fact it 
costs more to make many parts in Japan 
than in Europe means that the YZR500 
engines and the replacement parts the 
teams are obliged to use are being 
priced out of their reach. We don't have 
a full grid in 500 GP - and next year 
there may be even fewer teams, unless 
we can find a way to reduce costs." 

That's not the only reason, though - 
for Rosset sees the GP1 as essential to 
ROC's own survival. “As a chassis con- 
structor, we've about reached saturation 
point in the market," he says. "Our 
products are too well built - people are 
still racing two-year-old ROC Yamahas 
competitively, without buying new ones 
to replace them! ROC can't survive in its 
present form, especially after the anti- 








tobacco laws killed off the Yamaha 
France 500cc GP team. We must build 
complete bikes, with our own engine, to 
provide a secure commercial basis for 
the future - unlike Harris, who make 
chassis for many other kinds of bikes, 
ROC only makes 500cc GP racers.” 

Yes, but surely the so-called Fonds 
Tabac, the French government fund 
established to compensate sporting 
teams affected by the ban of tobacco 
sponsorship, would underwrite ROC’s 
continued existence, given that all the 
French riders in 500cc GP racing ride 
ROC-Yamahas? 


“Т made an application last year,” - 


says Rosset, “but it was turned down 
because my bike had a Japanese engine, 
therefore it wasn’t French enough for 
the government. So I tried again this 
year, on the basis of building my own 
engine - and this time they gave me the 
money to build a prototype Moto Fran- 
caise, which we have now done. But to 
go further and put it into production 
will require a level of tooling and finan- 
cial risk that I can’t assume on my own. 
My only hope now is that an established 
manufacturer or major sponsor will 
adopt the project, and fund its develop- 
ment - either that, or the French Min- 
istry of Industry, who I’m trying to 
interest in supporting us. That’s why it 
was so important to have the bike run- 
ning here at Le Mans: we had to set up 
our stall to attract investment, otherwise 
the project will not advance. We can’t 
amortize the huge start-up costs of pro- 
duction over just a handful of bikes, 
without some form of subsidy or spon- 
sorship, otherwise the bikes will be just 
as expensive as a Yamaha-engined 
machine, which will defeat the whole 
purpose of the exercise!” 

Yes, but isn’t this really just a re- 
engineered copy of a Yamaha, using 
parts made in Europe instead of Japan? 
" Absolutely not!” states Martial Garcia. 
^While I will admit that our half-decade 
of experience working on YZR500 
engines has played a part in the 
engine's design, there are certain intelli- 
gent differences that we've incorporat- 
ed for good technological reasons, not 
change for change's sake. I wouldn't be 
So pretentious as to say this is an 
improved Yamaha, only that it's 
inevitably based on their technology, 
because I haven't seen the inside of a 
Suzuki or Cagiva! That's why Serge had 
to get Yamaha's specific approval 
before we could build the engine, and I 
think it is a mark of their approval of 
the whole scheme that they gave it. 
We'd have to go back to them again to 
get agreement to put it into production, 
but I honestly don't think that would be 
a problem. It could be they'd be 
relieved to be released from what is an 
open-ended commitment to propping 
up 500cc grids by supplying us and 
Harris with engines!" 

The ROC motor may be a crankcase 
reed-valve Big Bang V-four with twin 
contrarotating cranks like the Yamaha 
(and Suzuki, and Cagiva, and Paton, 
and Librenti, апа... ), but there are cer- 
tain key differences between the two 
designs. Those differences begin with 
the cylinder angle which on the YZR500 
is 70 degrees, but on the ROC is pushed 
out to 76 degrees. Why? 

"We've proved on the dyno that 
making the inlet tracts shorter gives 
more performance all through the rev 
range, not just better midrange," says 
Garcia. "So widening the cylinder angle 
allows you to place the carbs closer to 
the crankcases, as well as giving you 
more space to locate the reed valves at a 
different angle and in a different place, 
while retaining the same size reed block. 





For 1994, we redesigned our chassis to 
rotate the engine downwards, which 
also gives more space for optimum air- 
box design, which is a crucial factor 
nowadays in extracting horsepower. We 
use the same 36mm Mikuni twin-choke 
carbs as the Yamaha, but the rest of the 
inlet design is completely different than 
the YZR500. It's a characteristic of these 
engines that the type of power you get is 
determined above all by the inlet tract, 
and our objective was to widen the 
powerband, get more torque - but also 
get more revs for more top end power. 
One of the advantages of Honda's sin- 
gle-crank design is that you can get a 
very short, very direct inlet tract, espe- 
cially with their 112-degree cylinder 
angle - hence the fact they make power 
from 6,000 to 14,000 rpm, and have good 
top end. On a twin-crank engine, the 
architecture makes this more difficult - 
but our aim is to resolve this handicap 
by other means." 

ROC have also reduced the firing 
interval on their Big Bang engine from 
Yamaha's 90-degrees, to 84-degrees, in 
an effort to improve bottom-end power 
and traction. 

^We did a lot of work on this already 
two years ago," says Rosset, "because 
Yamaha were the last to follow Honda's 
lead in adopting the Big Bang concept, 
and we made our own develbpment on 
this until Yamaha asked us to kindly 
stop. That's why we could build the 
engine so quickly once we got the go- 
ahead - we'd already done preliminary 
work on developing the YZR500 engine 
- until Yamaha made it clear that, while 
they were happy to receive advice from 
us about how to improve the engine, 
they didn't want us undertaking any 
development ourselves. So, we stopped 
- until now!" 

Unlike the Yamaha engine, the ROC 
V-four motor has magnesium crankcas- 
es, cast in Italy by wheel-makers March- 
esini using a very special material which 
amazingly doesn't need any steel 
inserts: the ROC cases are 7.7 pounds 
lighter than the Yamaha's, allowing the 
complete engine to scale in at 88 pounds 
and the bike as a whole at 277.2 pounds 
without fuel tank - 4.4 pounds under the 
class weight limit, which gives ROC the 
luxury of adding weight where it's most 
beneficial. 

ROC makes its own crankshafts, fit- 
ted for the time being with Yamaha rods 
and French-made JPX forged pistons, 
using the same 56 x 50.5 mm dimen- 
sions as all other 500cc GP engines, 
apart from the Honda. Cylinders and 
heads were cast in Switzerland by Ness- 
er to ROC designs, evolved with the 
help of consultant Swiss engineer 
Pierre-Antoine Jeandupeux, who actual- 
ly made his own square-four PAJ 500cc 


GP engine a decade ago for Swiss rider 
Philippe Coulon, and since then has 
concentrated on building V-twin two- 
stroke engines to power pilotless spy 
planes for the Swiss Army! He actually 
made the patterns for 10-12 different 
designs of cylinder, says Rosset, of 
which they've adopted a seven trans- 
fer/three exhaust port version with 
cylindrical power-valve electronically 
linked to the tach and the throttle posi- 
tion. But other types with a different 
port layout and with guillotine-type 
power-valves remain to be tested, as 
well as a Rotronic Euro-ignition - which 
has already been used successfully on 
Bernard Garcia's ROC-entered works 
YZR500. 

This will allow a greater range of 
experimentation than is possible with 
the Yamaha system, as well as theoreti- 
cally permitting the team to vary the fir- 
ing interval of the Big Bang motor from 
one circuit to another, depending on 
rider choice or local conditions. Special 
care has been taken to strengthen the 
primary gears in order to cope with the 
extra vibration of the Big Bang engine 
safely. These, like the six-speed 
extractable gearbox with a wide choice 
of alternative ratios, are made by CIMA 
in Italy, while Millet Racing in France 
made the special exhausts, which deliv- 
er a deeper, more throaty engine note 
than the Yamaha engine. 

At least from trackside they do. 
When you're on the bike, you don't 
notice stuff like that, because you're too 
worried about keeping your left hand 
hovering over the clutch lever in case 
something locks up in this totally 
unproven engine, and you suffer the

ignominy of dumping this piece of 
French hi-tech on its side. Try explain- 
ing that to Madame le Ministre. . . ! A 
handful of laps using increasingly more 
revs, punctuated by a couple of visits to 
the pits to adjust a slipping clutch, and 
now Garcia gave the go-ahead to rev her 
out. Inhibitions forgotten, concerns put 
aside, I had five laps to find what the 
ROC is made of, jetted rich as it was for 
running in, and at this early stage of its 
development. Wow! . 

Without a side-by-side or back-to- 
back compare, it’s impossible to make 
direct comparisons, but having ridden 
all four works 500cc GP racers at the end 
of last year, I had some terms of refer- 
ence. In spite of the closed-up firing 
interval, the ROC has no worse vibra- 
tion than the Yamaha, which is the 
smoothest of the current breed of 500s - 
perhaps because it has the widest firing 
interval and makes the least Biggest 
Bang? Even the rich jetting, which pre- 
vented it revving much over 12,200 rpm, 
didn't make it vibrate too much: Garcia 
and Rosset have obviously got the bal- 
ance factor of the engine just right, with 
Jeandupeux’s help. By the way it scoot- 
ed out of turns with the front wheel 
pawing the air, there’s lots of low-down 
punch - the bike drives cleanly from 
7000 rpm, and pulls strongly from eight 
grand, with a real extra kick from 10,000 
revs upwards - when, presumably, the 
power-valve is wide open. It has better 
acceleration than the Cagiva to that 
mark, because the engine picks up revs 
very quickly - I'd say it has the best low- 
down performance of any twin-crank 
500 I've ridden, but not as good as the 
Honda, which is in a class of its own. 
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The midrange 
is also very 
good, though more 
measured than low down - the engine 
doesn't pick up revs so quickly, but 
there's lots of torque and it was very 
flexible and responsive backing on and 
off the throttle round the twists and 
turns of Le Mans. This held true espe- 
cially through the last twisty section 
before the pits, which you can take all in 
the same gear without falling out of the 
powerband. 

The ROC is almost four-stroke-like in 
terms of user-friendly throttle response, 
perhaps indicating a clever compromise 
between inlet lengths and crankshaft 
weights, without sacrificing top end too 
much. But whereas the Cagiva, and 
especially the high-revving Suzuki, have

unlocked the key to Honda-like perfor- 
mance at high rpm, the ROC suffers the 
old Cagiva trick of running into a brick 
wall at 12,200 rpm. Rosset admits this 
isn't just a problem caused by over-rich 
jetting, but something they also discov- 
ered on dyno tests with the slave motor. 
Winter development will concentrate on 
widening the rev range upwards to get 
more power at higher rpm, without sac- 
rificing too much of that punchy 
midrange torque and excellent bottom- 
end response. But this is a great start, 
and surely represents a slight improve- 
ment already on the Yamaha, itself the 
lowest-revving and most tractable of the 
four works 500cc engines around at pre- 
sent. With 175 bhp available at the gear- 
box at 12,000 rpm, the ROC is already 
on a par with the works Yamaha engine, 





and slightly ahead of the customer 
engines, which give 170-173 bhp, 
depending on setup, in Big Bang form. 

The GP1 engine is naturally fitted in 
a ROC chassis identical to that used for 
the YZR500, which besides the revised 
engine location in 1994 guise is smaller 
everywhere than the '93 version - seat, 
tank, fairing, etc. - and is also stiffer, 
especially on the swingarm, offers 
improved cooling, and is fitted with the 
46mm Ohlins "goldbrick" fork for the 
first time. 

Though obviously totally multi- 
adjustable, I really liked the way the 
bike was set up, using Bernard Garcia's 
settings: it felt very stable and pre- 
dictable, was easy-steering yet didn't tip 
into Le Mans' several tight turns, and 
stopped superbly for them too, thanks 
to the responsive Carbon Lorraine car- 
bon brakes and their Brembo calipers, 
which kept the heat well in spite of no 
shrouds being fitted, so there was a 
near-constant lever pressure which 
made riding the bike much easier for an 
amateur carbon user. 

The engine and chassis compliment 
each other well. It exists, it runs, it 
works - so now what? 

“Now I have to hope that someone 





will help me to produce a quantity of 
engines at a reasonable price," says Ros- 
set. ^With enough money to enable us to 
develop our design to be competitive 
not with 1994 Japanese engines, but 
with their 1995 models. I know in my 
heart the ROC GP1 has the potential to 
achieve this: only we need concrete 
backing from somewhere, anywhere, to 
make it happen. If we get that, I know 
we will be able to offer a complete, com- 
petitive 500cc GP bike to private cus- 
tomers at an attractive cost." 

Japanese performance at European 
prices? - sounds like what 500cc GP rac- 
ing badly needs. And if Cagiva's seem- 
ingly probable exit from two-stroke GP 
racing does indeed happen at the end of 
this season, the ROC GP1 project takes 
on even greater significance: the 500cc 
class badly needs European interest, and 
if Cagiva isn't going to be around to 
provide that, all the more reason for the 
ROC to make it to production. 

So it's over to you, Madame le Min- 
istre! Or perhaps the Brussels bureau- 
cracy would be a more appropriate 
source of finance for what is, whatever 
Serge may have to pretend to keep M.M. 
happy, a Euro-bike? In which case - All 
Yours, Delors! cN

Final Round: German GP

HOLZGERLINGEN, GERMANY, AUGUST 21 
I t was arguably the most tempestuous 





world championship finale of all time. 
Marcus Hansson, the 24-year-old 
Swedish privateer, had snatched the 500cc 
crown from Jacky Martens and the Husq- 
varna factory in a day which saw the pen- 
dulum swing back and forth. 

It had been dirty - and Mr. Clean had 
won. And Hansson did it like a man, 
earning himself a fine of 3000 Swiss 
Francs for what many considered to be a 
fully justified physical assault on Gert Jan 
Van Doorn at the end of moto one, after 
the Dutchman had intervened on-track in 
the early stages of the race (see sidebar). 
One can question whether Van Doorn 
had been contracted as hit man, but there 
can be no doubt that his actions were 
intended to benefit Martens. 

Retribution was not long in coming, as 
the Husqvarna ace got dumped on the 
ground in the first corner of moto two. A 
remarkable ride got Martens back to the 
brink of the title, only for a broken front 
wheel to finally deny him. 

The defending champion was third out 
of turn one in the opener, and it was only 
a matter of time before Martens would 
move to the front, but Hansson had been 
closed down in the first turn and was only 
15th in company with Van Doorn. Three 
laps later he hadn't moved, and neither 
had the Dutchman. Such was the interfer- 
ence that they had actually been passed 
by Peter Hehmann, who has never scored 
a GP point in his career! On the fourth lap 
the rattled Hansson made the mistake 
which almost cost him the title, as his 
Honda pitched him on his face and he 
was pushed down to 25th position. 

With five minutes to go, the Swede 





was back in the points, but he could not 
expect any help in depriving Jacky 
Martens of maximum points. To the 
despair of the Vertemati brothers, Belgian 
Joel Smets was almost bogging in the 
turns in his efforts to stay behind the 
Husqvarna of Martens. In the end, he 
dropped back five seconds and com- 
plained of a loose exhaust mount. Hans- 
son was 12th at the flag, ironically cross- 
ing the line just a few feet behind Van

Doorn, whom he immediately planted on 
the ground in style. 

There was just one moto left, and the 
title candidates were even on points. 
There was no need for a а in mathe- 
matics. It was now a straight race for the 
title! Feelings were running high in the 
paddock. Only his closest friends were 
still sympathetic to the defending cham- 
pion, and one could not help feeling that 
Martens was going to find it more diffi- 











cult to finish than Hansson. Both men 
were flanked by friends or neutrals on the 
gate, and the pack got away cleanly. 

There had not been a single turn-one 
crash all day, but when the dust settled in 
the championship decider, two men had 
been dumped on the deck - Martens and 
Van Doorn! “Someone didn’t shut off and 
went straight on from the inside, taking 
my front wheel,” explained Martens. Van 
Doorn’s involvement was merely inci- 
dental; he had been further out and was 
collected by the carnage. 

Mauro Moretto was the man who 
floored the champ. The Italian privateer 
had been sickened by the first moto “tac- 
tics” employed against Hansson - “Bas- 
tardi! Mafia!” were his actual words. It 
can never be proven that Moretto took 
out Martens on purpose - and he certainly 
wasn't asked to by Hansson! 

Hansson was seventh and Martens 
last, but incredibly the title battle was still 
not over. The Swede was quickly fourth, 
but was wary of passing Dirk Geukens 
for third. The veteran Geukens did not 
interfere, but Hansson’s wary approach 
to passing a Belgian was understandable. 

Martens, meanwhile, was riding the 
race of his life. By the fourth lap he was 
sixth and by half distance he was sniffing 
Hansson’s rear wheel. But it was never to 
be learned if Martens had it in him to pull 
it off. A lap later, the defending champ 
was 20 yards back, and as he passed 
mechanic Graham Kent he pointed at his

knock off my rival.” 

Those were the biting words of new 500сс World 
Motocross Champion Marcus Hansson after the most out- 
rageous title showdown of all time. 

The 24-year-old from Boras in southern Sweden had 
just clinched the crown by seven points from defending 
title holder Jacky Martens, after FIM officials stood by 
helplessly as both title candidates tangled with what many 
were calling hit men. 

The only man to suffer at the hands of the Jury was 
Hansson. In a court which finished just 20 min- 
utes before the start of moto two, Albert Carter hung a 
3000 Swiss Franc fine on the Swede for "unsporting con- 
duct,” after Hansson had assaulted Gert Jan Van Doorn 
immediately after crossing the line at the end of the first 
moto. 


“I had to do it,” explained the normally mild-mannered 
Swede, as he soaked up the glory on Sunday evening. “I 
don't care about the fine. They could even have taken пт 
points away from the first heat. I was boiling over inside 
after what Van Doorn did to me, and I could never have 
raced for the title in the second heat if I hadn't got it out of 
my system. I can live with the fine. Van Doorn has to race 
the rest of his career in the knowledge that everyone 

knows what he is, and I am champion anyway!” 

The Dutch Van Doorn, who earned himself the nick- 
name "Rambo" already in the mid '80s, denied any 
wrong-doing when challenged about the happenings 
which had so angered Hansson during the first three laps 
of moto one. “Sure, I was taking different lines, going 
down the inside and turning sharp, but we never 
touched,” said Van Doorn. “I have been racing GPs for 12 


years, and if I had wanted to flatten Hansson, I could have 
done so.” 

Sjaak Verwaayen, the Dutch member of the Hansson 
camp, was livid, saying, “Van Doorn was the one man I 
was worried about before racing. He is a close friend of 
Martens. Four or five times every lap, he went for the 
inside where there was no line. At the finish jump, he 
jumped where it was impossible to make the turn, just to 
block Marcus. Of course they touched.” 

Independent observers confirmed this. Soren 
Mortensen said, “I was in the Jury as Danish delegate, and 
heard Van Doorn say that they never touched. It was a 
downright lie. I saw him do it twice right in front of me.” 

Competitors also told the same tale. Karl Sulzer said, “I 
had a grandstand view. What Van Doom did was not in 
order. All he cared was to keep Hansson back.” 

But Albert Carter, under pressure from German federa- 
tion officials, never called any witnesses to the on-track 
happenings. The only matter addressed was Hansson's 
assault on Van Doorn. “This is the motocross world cham- 
pionship, not boxing,” declared German federation official 
Herr Nanz. “The FIM disciplinary code would allow the 
Jury to suspend Hansson from starting the second race. He 
was only allowed to start because it was the title decider, 
and hopefully the heavy fine will make him realize the 
seriousness of his actions.” 

Certainly Hansson’s actions had been a shocking sce- 
nario to the general public, who were unaware of the rea- 
sons for the assault. In full view of the gallery, he threw 
down his bike, ran over and drop-kicked Van Doorn to the 
ground, and punched him through the gap in his full-face 
via before being restrained by a posse of Husqvarna- 

The second moto was going to be war - and everyone in

Hansson had dissuaded Anders Svensson from his heat 


_ of the moment declared intention to make sure Martens 


did not win moto two, but there were others without any 
axe to grind who were keeping their thoughts to them- 
selves. Both Martens and Van Doorn found themselves on 
the in the first turn. 

Video playback confirmed the identity of the erran! 
rider - Mauro Moretto, an Italian whose only relationship 
to Hansson is as a fellow competitor. It can never be 
proved that he floored Martens on purpose, but when 
asked after racing if he knew who had swiped out 
Martens, a twinkle came to his eye and he pointed to the 
sky. His sign language was clear. 

Martens then put in a fantastic ride only to lose the title 
anyway, but the Husqvarna camp had little paddock sym- 
pathy after the earlier interference. It will never be proven 
that Van Doorn's and Moretto's actions were done on pur- 
pose, but for many who were present, no further evidence 
is required. 

FIM motocross president Wolfgang Srb reacted quickly 
to the happenings in Holzgerlingen. “We must ensure that 
this sort of thing does not happen again," said Srb. "My 
vice president Bill Amick (of the AMA) will be the Jury 
president for the final round of the 250 World Champi- 
onship. We had already arranged to speak to each other on 
Thursday this week, and I will ask him to speak first to the 
rival team managers in Gaildorf on an informal basis; we 
must go about this tactfully, and I hope that there is no 
cause for concern from the outset in the 250s, but a repeti- 
tion of Holzgerlingen cannot be allowed to happen. 

^We have a meeting of the CMS (FIM Motocross Com- 
mission). Executive at the Motocross des Nations, and this 
will clearly be discussed there, as well as at the full CMS in 
Kuala Lumpur in October. I think we need to lay down a 
code of practice whereby any rider who runs amuck or 
tries to interfere with the outcome of the championship is

machine. The spokes in the front wheel 
had started to break up as the series of 
heavy landings over the numerous jumps 
took their toll on a wheel which had 
borne the full impact of the first-turn 
blow.

The Georgian 
Liles had also ridden a strong first moto 
to finish fourth, putting him second on 
the day behind Smets. It was Liles’ best 
ride since the Italian GP. e

second place. Dave Stephens and Ray 
Stephens finished fourth. 

Gardner and Lynch really put the 
pressure on the other teams by clinching 
the victory in the second race of the 
Final Four, leaving the battle for second 
between Steele and King, and Stephens 
and Stephens, who settled for third. 
McIntyre and Ketchem wound up a dis- 
appointing fourth, and their hopes for a 
repeat title began to look grim. 

A switch to the inside starting posi- 
tion brought McIntyre and Ketchem the 
win over Gardner and Lynch in the 
third race of the Final Four to keep their 
title hopes alive, while Steele and King, 
who led the points tally coming into the 
Final Four, slipped to third place over 
Stephens and Stephens with only one 
race to go. 

If McIntyre and Ketchem wanted to 
retain the National Championship, their 
mission was clear - they had to win the 
final championship heat. But Gardner 
and Lynch needed only to finish third or 
better to take the title away. When the 
tapes went up, McIntyre and Ketchem 
took a commanding lead and really put 
the power to the ground. But unfortu- 
nately for them, Gardner and Lynch had 
gotten a good enough start to secure the 





second spot and follow the leaders home 
to clinch the National Championship, 
the lion's share of the purse, and a $250 
bonus from Lucas Oil. Steele and King 
accepted third in front of Stephens and 
Stephens. When the final points were tal- 
lied, McIntyre and Ketchem finished in 
the runner-up position on the rostrum, 
and Steele and King were third.

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 19-21 
F2 Pro Stock racers, unable 





to contain David Schultz by normal 

means, like, say, beating him more 
than once a year, have resorted to group 
tactics. 

Everybody - not just those least likely 
to derail Schultz's Sunoco Suzuki, but 
name riders Jim Bernard, John Smith, 
"Pizza John" Mafaro and John Myers - 
has banded together and made a pact to 
put up $20 each at the next three NHRA 
National events, the kitty to go to 
whomever upsets Schultz. 

Schultz seemed amused by the des- 
perate move after his final-round win 
over Jim Bernard during the Champion 
Auto Stores Nationals at Brainerd Inter- 
national Raceway. 

"This bounty on me... people getting 
together to put money in a milk jug. It 
just gives me more incentive," Schultz 
said. "It's winner-take-all, and I get the 
money if no one beats me after all three 
races." 

By then, Schultz's lead in the Win- 
ston points standings, already at more 
than 2000, should officially be out of 
reach, if it isn't already. With a 26-1 
record in 1994, Pro Stock's most win- 
ning rider ever isn't making enough 
mistakes to blow a one-point lead. 

At Brainerd, Schultz missed the pole 
position for the second race in a row - it 
went to Star Racing lead rider John 
Myers, whose Brainerd record 7.656/ 
179.78 earned him the pole for the first 
time in nearly a year. But that did noth- 
ing to affect Schultz's control of Sun- 
day's eliminations. Schultz dominated 
all four rounds Sunday for his fifth con- 
secutive NHRA national event victory, 
sixth of seven on the year, and 12th of 13 
since the 1993 Mile-High Nationals. 

Jim Bernard, who sat out 1993 and 
who hadn't been in an NHRA national 
event final since the 1992 Mile-High 





Nationals, was fortunate to qualify 
fourth, which seeded him on the side of 
the eliminator ladder opposite Schultz 
and kept him away from Schultz until 
the final. (The No. 4 qualifier faces No. 1 
in the semifinals, and 2 gets 3.) 

Star Racing team owner/crew chief 
George Bryce opted to take the engine 
from John Myers' Suzuki GSXR and 
install it in Bernard's identically pre- 
pared bike for the final after the two met 
in the semis because despite Myers’ 
shifting glitch and subsequent loss to 
Bernard, he still ran 7.72 - the fastest run 
all day by anyone other than Schultz. 

But it proved to be bad gamble. 
Bernard's Suzuki GSXR bogged right off 
the starting line, and he didn't need to 
be told that it was all over before he'd 
popped the air-shift button into second 
gear as Schultz streaked away to yet 
another NHRA National victory. 

"That's a bad feeling - knowing 
almost as soon as the race starts that 
there's no way you're going to win," 
Bernard said. 

"They really stubbed their toe on that 
one," Schultz said of Star Racing's seem- 
ingly sound decision to swap engines. 
“It’s like their bike didn't even leave 
that time. From start to finish, I never 








saw him. I had it all the way." су

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Leivan lassos Fayette HS win

Steve Leivan now has a string of four overall 
wins in a row, the fifth of the season, following 
another conquest at the ninth round of the Mis- 
souri Hare Scrambles Championship at Sugar 
Tree Raceway near Fayette. 

Yamaha-mounted Leivan seized the 
holeshot in the two-hour event, leaving his 
rivals to scramble in the thick dust on the 6.5- 
mile course. The 30-second cushion Leivan 
built up on the first two laps was whittled 
away when he caught up to the tail end of the 
146-rider field during the third lap. 

Chris Caplinger had his ATK on Leivan's 
heels, while KTM-mounted Terry Gilliland fol- 
lowed closely in third. When Caplinger pitted 
for fuel at the end of the fourth lap, Gilliland 
inherited the runner-up position and closed in 
on Leivan. Gilliland pegged the throttle in a 
long, field section and passed Leivan to take 
the lead which he retained for two laps. Leivan, 
meanwhile, overcame a sticky problem with his 
throttle cable that had been crimped by a tree 
branch and was stuck at half throttle. After a 
few hair-raising seconds he was able to whack 
it back straight and close the gap with 
Gilliland. 

On the eighth and final lap, Gilliland was 
attempting to pass a lapped rider and poor visi- 
bility caused him to miss a turn at the end of a 
field section. He bit the dust when he slammed 
on the brakes and tried to correct his error, and 
Leivan regained the lead. At the finish it was 
Leivan in the winner's circle. 

Gilliland was a close second overall and 
first-place Expert. Caplinger retained third 
overall and second-place Expert followed by 
Leigh Letellier, riding a KTM. 

Rounding out the top five was the Interme- 
diate class winner Mike Stahlman who had to 
work his way up from the end of the pack after 
his Yamaha required three kicks to start. 

The 250сс В class winner Ken Yount nailed 
the holeshot and led from start to finish. 
Honda-mounted Steve Bough was the only one 
in his class to be one of the 16 riders to go eight 
laps as he claimed the 125cc class win.

Gibbs, Brank, Whitehurst 
divide Road Atlanta RR

Expert Brian Gibbs and Amateur riders Todd 
Brank and Mark Whitehurst took turns dividing 
wins at Road Atlanta's 2.52-mile course. 

Local-racer-turned-Pro Aaron Yates came out 
for Saturday’s Solo GTO race and pounded the 
competition on his Suzuki 1100, showing the ben- 
efit of the experience he has gained on the Pro cir- 
cuit. South Carolina’s Todd Brank earned his first 
win of the weekend with a convincing victory in 
the Amateur Solo GTO race aboard a 750 Suzuki. 

Michael Vadney took the lead from Gibbs 
early in the GTU race, winning once again on his 
TZ250 over a field of fast 600cc machines, while 
Mark Whitehurst picked up his first win in the 
Amateur event. On a roll, Vadney also won the 
Lightweight GP round, winning from the pole 
and leading every lap while Whitehurst picked 
up win two in the Amateur class. 

Whitehurst seemed unstoppable and amaz- 
ingly fast Sunday as track conditions were excel- 
lent for racing. He won the combined Amateur 
and Expert Lightweight Supersport race overall 
on a FZR400 but was bettered by Brank in the 
Middleweight GP after switching to his CBR600. 

















Whitehurst protested Brank, who refused to be 
torn down and was fined and disqualified, giv- 
ing the win to Whitehurst. 

Middleweight Supersport proved equally 
entertaining with Brank tossing in turn 11 on the 
first lap while leading. Whitehurst went on to 
win only to be protested by Brank. Whitehurst 
was torn down and found to be legal. 

Whitehurst went back to the 400 to take his 
final win of the weekend in Lightweight Super- 
bike, while local Paul Wright took the Expert 
and overall win on his highly modified Yamaha. 

Brank hammered out a pair of wins in the 
Heavyweight classes dominating Supersport 
and Superbike on his Fast Boyz Toyz Suzuki 750 
on his way to a possible seventh Southeastern 
Regional Championship. 

Local rider Brian Gibbs proved that riding 
hurt sometimes makes you tougher, winning 
four out of the five races entered on his CBR600. 
The young rider crashed hard several weeks ear- 
lier and was in less than excellent shape for the 
demands of Road Atlanta and the competition 
from all over the Eastern seaboard.

Cooke books at Riverfront MX.

Cooke, seeing 
that his main competition was well behind, real- 
ly let it all hang out as he completed lap one. 
Merrithew wasn't through, however, and 
wicked it up to make quick work of the Beginner 
field until only Cooke remained ahead. For the 
remainder of the six-lap moto, the chase was on! 

Merrithew closed the gap on leader Cooke, 
but found the Kawasaki rider had some reserve 
speed and managed to keep his distance. 
Despite a real tear by Merrithew on the last lap, 
Cooke held the lead to the checkered flag. An 
understandably excited Cooke was congratulat- 
ed by Merrithew, who gave Cooke a big thumbs 
up for providing such excellent competition.

Graves wins at Indy RR

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, JULY 22 

Nearly 500 riders flooded a WERA Regional 
Sprint race at Indianapolis Raceway Park in 
order to try and earn the double points offered 
at the Indy Cycle Jam. A rider hoping to earn 
enough points to race at the Grand National 
Final could almost be assured an entry to the 
year-end race if they did well at Indy. Among 
the many riders at Indy was Californian Chuck 
Graves. Graves, WERA's Formula USA Champi- 
on, took an exciting come-from-behind win in 
the B Superbike final. 

Graves, riding a Valvoline-sponsored Suzuki 
GSXR 750, entered the B Superbike race but was 
gridded near the back of the field. Tom Wilson 
took his Yamaha to the front of the field early. 
While Wilson was building a solid lead, Graves 
was busy slicing his way through the 30+ bike 
field. On the third lap Graves finally broke free 
of the pack and zeroed in on Wilson. One lap 
later, after having turned a fast mid-1:37 lap 
time, Graves took over the lead. Wilson and his 
Yamaha in Superstock trim could not keep pace 
with Graves’ Superbike. Graves went on to a 
convincing victory. David McGrath finished 
third on a Yamaha ahead of Robert Marsh and 
Mark Oldham. 

Graves got a taste of his own medicine in the 
Formula One race. Valvoline Suzuki teammate 
Michael Martin entered the Formula One race 
on his F-USA-spec GSXR1100. Both Martin and 








Graves started from the back of the grid and 
quickly worked their way up to the front. Mar- 
tin powered past Kentucky rider Geoffrey Wil- 
son to take the lead by the halfway flags. It took 
Graves two more laps to get past Wilson, who 
was also riding a built GSXR1100. Graves could 
only watch as Martin motored away to a four- 
second victory. 

Wilson came back from his defeat in B 
Superbike to win Superbike. Wilson beat a tal- 
ent-laden field which included former Novice 
sensation Frank Wilson and Lanny Allen. Tom 
Wilson was in front and pulling away by lap 
four. It took Allen, who was riding in his first 
sprint race since a two-race suspension by 
WERA for unsafe riding, a couple more laps to 
get by Ken Melville and Frank Wilson. Once in 
the clear, Allen closed the three-second gap to 
around a second before the checkered flag flew. 
Tom Wilson won the first of many races he 
would win that weekend at Indy. _

t looks like 
the last 
World 
Speedway 
Final was 
just that, the last World Speedway Final. 
Shortly before the August 20 meeting in 
Denmark, the FIM announced that the 
1995 World Speedway Championship 
will be decided by a six-race Grand Prix 
system that will effectively decide 
speedway's most prestigious title in the 
same manner that virtually every other 
National and World Championship title 
is decided. 

Ithink that's a mistake. 

Proponents of the new Grands Prix 
will point to the new three-year, $2.5- 
million television deal as a great benefit 
to speedway because it will increase 
sponsorship and exposure for the sport. 
While I agree that speedway could do 
with a bit more television play, espe- 
cially here in the U.S., I still don't see 
how the FIM figures that the Grand Prix 
system. is the way to go when it 
couldn't even sell sponsorship for a 
one-day World Final - at an event 
where the entire championship is decid- 
ed in two hours rather than over the 
course of three to six months. 

If the FIM would have delved into its 
own history books it would have found 
that previous attempts at deciding 
World Speedway Championships, 
whether individual or team, over the 
course of more than one day have 
failed. The 1986 World Team Cup was a 
three-race series that had the unfortu- 
nate timing of being introduced at the 
same time that Denmark was an iconic 
superpower in international speedway. 
The Danes dominated the first two 
events so completely that they clinched 
the title prior to the final round, with 
the promoter of the third round taking 
a bath due to poor attendance. 

What about the 1987 World Individ-

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ual Final in Amsterdam, Holland? 
There, ticket sales were poor on the first 
day because the spectators knew that 
the championship wouldn't be decided 
until day two. Hardcore speedway fans 
aren't dumb, and I think it will turn out 
that the rounds before and after the race 
which decides the title will suffer in 
attendance. And in the meantime, the 
various league promoters will lose 
qualified riders to the GPs for longer 
amounts of time, and that will have an 
adverse effect on how league meetings 
are scheduled. 

The British league, for example, will 
be crucified by the coming and going of 
its top stars. Not to worry, the British 
fans will get to see a round of the Grand 
Prix, but the title will likely have been 
decided by the time England hosts the 
final round of the series. 

And I find it hard to believe that the 
FIM is interested in increasing exposure 
for speedway when it fails to schedule a 
U.S. round of the Grands Prix. Think 
about it. Though the U.S. no longer 
holds the individual World Champi- 
onship, Team USA has been on the top 
rung of the world ladder for the past 
two years. Why wasn't America, whose 
speedway scene could use the boost 
that a Grand Prix round would provide 
more than any other speedway country, 
even considered for a world round? 
And when was the last time that Aus- 
tria had a great speedway team or rep- 
resentation in the World Final? It must 
have been pretty recent - after all, 
they're getting a Grand Prix round. 

Grand Prix supporters argue that the 
current format doesn't necessarily 
reward the best rider, but rather the 
luckiest. The advantage in the old sys- 
tem, they say, goes to the rider who 
rides the track that hosts the World 
Finals the most often. For example, if 
the road racing World Championships 
were held in a one-day, winner-take-all 





format at Donington Park in England, 
then Kevin Schwantz would be the 
World Champion almost every year. 

But while this argument may work 
for other forms of motorcycle competi- 
tion, speedway is the last form for 
which the axiom could hold true. Sim- 
ply put, speedway is, by its very nature, 
short. Four riders, four laps and you're 
out. Practices are extremely limited, 
there are no warm up laps, etc. Speed- 
way races are won out of the gate - 
you'd better get a good start if you 
want to win. 

And if that supposition were true, 
then Hans Nielsen, arguably the best 
speedway racer in the world, should 
have been the World Champion this 
year, as Vojens Speedway is his home 
track. Apparently someone forgot to tell 
Tony Rickardsson that he wasn't sup- 
posed to wax Nielsen in the runoff. 

It's much fairer to say that Nielsen 
was one of the 16 best riders. In a one- 
day World Final, all 16 qualified riders 
have survived several tough qualifying 
rounds. They all deserve to be World 
Champion, but only one can be. In 94, 
Nielsen was riding perfectly before 
20,000 excited Danish fans at his home 
track in Vojens, but a heart-breaking 
exclusion in his fourth round ride put 
his championship hopes in doubt. Then, 
in the final round two other riders fal- 
tered, allowing Nielsen another chance 
at the title. But it wasn't to be, as 
Nielsen was defeated in the champi- 
onship runoff by Sweden's Rickards- 
son, who looked to be an also-ran early 
but made up ground in the late rounds 
to be in position for the title when it 
counted. 

At the start of the day, however, 
Nielsen, like Rickardsson, defending 
World Champion Sam Ermolenko and 
the rest of the field all had a one in 16 
chance at the World Championship. 

That's what makes a one-day World

never be World Champion. Personally, 
I'd rather see 16 riders fight for the title 
than four. 

In a one-day World Final every par-| 
ticipating rider knows that he has to 
race to win every time out because 
there are no second chances. But a 
Grand Prix would allow a racer who is 
leading the series the luxury of sand- 
bagging just to pad his points lead. I see 
enough of that in road racing, dirt track, 
etc., and I hate it when somebody 
clinches the title before the series is 
over. It's enough when such a practice 
occurs in the last round of the one-day 
finals. Imagine how much more it could 
happen over six or seven races. 

There is one aspect of the Grands 
Prix that I do like, however, and that's 
the format the series will utilize. The 
Grands Prix will place the top four 
points earners on the day in a final heat 
to determine the winner. In fact, if the 
FIM were to adopt the Grand Prix for- 
mat to a one-day World Final, I think 
we'd have the best of both worlds. 

But leave the series formats to the 
racing genres that need them. The 
World Speedway Final is more like a 
prize fight than a motorcycle race. The 
contestants come together, and at the 
end of the day, there is a winner and a 
loser. 

And that's the way it should be. €N
